It means all this and more to the people of Alabama—a 
State whose wonderful resources of rivers, forests and fields 
are already known to the world. Let us by wise and just 
legislation give confidence to all the world that here in Ala¬ 
bama, life, liberty and property are absolutely secure, and 
we and our children will reap the full fruition of the glorious 
promises of our great commonwealth. 

Again thanking you, and relying upon your forbearance 
and aid, I am ready to assume the duties of the office.

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GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 

STATE OF ALABAMA, 

OFFICE OF GOVERNOR. 

MONTGOMERY, November 16, 1892. 

To the General Assembly : 

You have assembled in obedience to the Constitution and 
the will of the people to exercise their legislative power, for 
the honor and welfare of Alabama. Keenly alive, as you 
are, to the far-reaching importance of your great trust, no 
words of mine are needed to heighten your inflexible pur¬ 
pose to wisely administer this power of the people solely for 
their advancement and happiness. 

In discharge of the duty enjoined on me by the Constitu¬ 
tion, I now give you "information of the state of the gov¬ 
ernment" and recommend measures for your consideration. 


A RETROSPECT OF THE PAST TWO YEARS. 

In 1891 the assessment of taxable values amounted to 
$275,316,491, being an increase over the preceding year of 
$16,236,916. This was the highest valuation attained since 
the war, and more than doubled the taxable valuations in 
1876. In 1892, however, the taxable values dropped to 
$260,926,127, a decrease compared with the values of 1891 
of $14,390,364, but an increase compared with 1890 of 
$1,946,552. 

The cause for this marked decrease in values in the year 
1892, as compared with the values of 1891, are not far to 
seek. During the year 1892 cotton continued to be mar¬ 
keted at a price below cost, and there was a great depression 
in the iron market. Many premature enterprises were com¬ 
pelled to cease operations and go through the process of 
liquidation. Speculative values, which discounted future 
prosperity with too sanguine hopes, settled down under the 
inexorable law of supply and demand. Unhappy differ¬ 
ences, waged with unwonted bitterness over State politics 
for more than a year before the State election, disturbed 
public serenity and retarded confidence. Anxiety, now hap¬ 
pily dispelled, as to the result of the Presidential election, 
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involving the continuance or destruction of vicious systems 
of finance and taxation, and the inauguration or defeat of 
federal control over matters hitherto left to the States, and 
vitally affecting our institutions and welfare, added to busi¬ 
ness uncertainty, checked development and restrained invest¬ 
ment and credit. That our taxable values, under the 
depressing influence of this combination of unfavorable 
causes, not only did not fall below the values of 1890, when 
all the conditions were far more auspicious, but actually 
show an increase over the values of that year, is most 
striking proof of the enterprise and energy of our people 
and the solidity of our progress. We have been free from 
pestilence, and have been happily spared the tumults and 
violence which recently afflicted several of our sister com¬ 
monwealths. 

Fear of hostile congressional legislation, imperiling our 
institutions, and destructive alike of our peace and pros¬ 
perity, no longer disturbs the pathway of our daily vocations. 
Federal taxation which stood between industry and its 
profits, and fastened an insidious servitude upon our agricul¬ 
tural and industrial classes, has at last been overthrown, to 
give place to a reign of wiser and more benignant laws. 
Sectionalism, in all that is unwise and harmful, is dead. 

We are entering upon a new and better era of happiness and 
prosperity. 

THE CONDITION OF THE TREASURY. 

The Auditor's and the Treasurer's reports for the fiscal 
year ending September 30th, 1892, will be laid before you. 
They give in detail the operations of the financial depart¬ 
ment of the government for the year, the estimated receipts 
and disbursements for the next two years, and the condition 
of the treasury at the end of the fiscal year just closed. 

The balance in the treasury on the first day of October 
was $202,396.51. On that day there should have been in 
the treasury the following amount of special funds: 



Soldiers special tax. $132,561 80 

Agricultural department funds. 42,512 02 

Two and three per cent, funds. 8,849 14 

Swamp and overflowed lands. 13,871 14 

Morrill funds, agricultural colleges. 18,000 00 
Redemption 6 per cent, bonds. 1,500 00 

Making a total of..$217,294 10 

None of these funds can be permanently applied to the 
current wants of the government, though it has been long 
the practice to use them in anticipation of the collection of 
the year's taxes. If all these funds had been required to be 
paid out at once on the 30th of September, there would 
have been a deficit in the treasury on that day of $14,- 
897.59. 

The Auditor estimates the total receipts of the fiscal year 
ending September 30th, 1893, at $1,513,000.00, and the 
disbursements for the corresponding period at $1,729,725. 

I have carefully gone over these estimates and believe them 
to be substantially correct. Under our present assessment 
of taxable values and present revenue laws there will be a 
deficit in the treasury of about $216,725 on September 30th, 
1893, and another deficit for about an equal amount on 
September 30th, 1894. These estimates do not include any 
special appropriations, and are, of course, contingent upon 
legislative action at this session. The loss of revenue within 
the two past fiscal years, during which the half mill reduc¬ 
tion in the tax rate has been in force, amounts to $246,213, 
or $29,488 more than required to make up the estimated 
deficit of $216,725.00 at the close of the present fiscal 
year. 

While any deficit is to be regretted, it is gratifying to 
know that this condition of the Treasury has not been 
caused by extravagance or want of wisdom or economy in 
expenditures, but is due solely to the unwise reduction of 
the tax rate by the Legislature of 1888-89; the reduced 
rate of half a mill taking effect for the first time during this 
administration, in the fiscal year ending September 30th, 
1891. 

This reduction was at best a doubtful experiment. How- 
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ever laudable the motives of the Legislature in decreasing 
the rate of taxation, to take effect during the term of their 
successors, it is quite plain now that they greatly overesti¬ 
mated the increase in taxable values, which alone could 
vindicate their action, and lost sight of the fact that the 
surplus in the Treasury at the end of the fonner fiscal years, 
from the receipts under the higher rate of taxation imposed 
in those years, was rapidly growing less each year, while the 
demands upon the State Government arising from increasing 
population, and the diversified interests and pursuits of the 
people were constantly increasing the drafts upon the 
Treasury. The balances remaining on hand available for 
general purposes, after excluding special funds, at the end 
of the fiscal year in 1888, when the tax rate was five mills, 
was $317,415.91; in 1889, when the rate was reduced a half 
of a mill, $272,388; in 1890 this balance was $218,552.89; 
while at the close of the fiscal year 1890-91, when the four 
mill rate took effect for the first time, this balance had 
shrunk to $37,884.87, and at the close of the fiscal year 
1891—92, the second year in which the present rate has been 
in force, the balance, as explained in a former part of this 
message, had entirely disappeared. 

In a special message, which I had the honor to send to the 
General Assembly on the 24th of January, 1891, combatting 
a reduction of the rate of taxation, calling attention to the 
need of economy, and the probable condition of the treasury 
at the end of the fiscal year, it was said, 

"For this condition of the treasury, you are in no wise 
responsible. It has resulted from the rapid reduction of 
taxation to such a low rate, that the State has now practi¬ 
cally no more revenue for carrying on the government than 
it had in 1876, and this in the face of the fact that its in¬ 
crease in population since then has been over 300,000, and 
the increase in values has been $123,133,873. It is the in¬ 
evitable result of cutting down taxes beyond the limits de¬ 
manded by an enlightened and economical administration of 
the people’s government. It hardly admits of question that 
such governmental policy is not wisest or best, or to the true 
interest of the people." 

If there should be any inclined to question that statement, 
a glance at the condition of the State for a few years past, 
abundantly justifies its correctness.

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In 1880 the taxable values were $139,077,328; the tax 
rate six and a half mills, and the amount of taxes on prop¬ 
erty $908,678.00 ; in 1892 the taxable values were 
$260,926,127, the tax rate four mills, and the amount of 
taxes collected from property $1,001,597.17. 

In 1892 as compared with 1880, there have been the fol¬ 
lowing increase in the necessary expenditures: 


Interest on the bonded debt.$125,253 17 

Educational appropriation. 220,000 00 

Expenses for hospital for insane. 56,847 70 

Expenses deaf, dumb and blind. 13,933 11 

Feeding and removal of prisoners, and arrest of 
absconding felons. 55,445 38 


The business of the courts has compelled an 
addition of two Supreme Court Judges, one 
chancellor, two circuit judges, and two 
solicitors, or an increase in salaries of about 20,000 00 
Other items of increased expenditures, as for instance, the 
Geological Survey, the State Troops, the examination of 
public accounts, the inspection of mines, and the like, will 
readily suggest themselves to your minds. 

I have not included in this estimate the salaries of the 
Railroad Commissioners or of the Agricultural Department, 
since they are provided for by taxation from sources of rev¬ 
enue, which perhaps would not otherwise have been avail¬ 
able. 

The chief items, specified above, alone show an increased 
expenditure of over, $491,479.36, compared with that of 1880, 
and with other items of necessary increase taken into ac¬ 
count, it appears that it costs the people about $525,000 
more per annum to support their government now, than it 
did in 1880. 

These increased expenditures are the natural and inevita¬ 
ble effect of the growth of the State, and must be incurred to 
provide for pressing public wants, which a State can neither 
curtail nor deny, without practically abdicating good govern¬ 
ment and bringing disaster upon the people. 

Can the State lessen the appropriation for interest ? 

Would it not fail in its duty to humanity if it did not care 
for its indigent insane, and the deaf, dumb and blind ? 

Would it not grievously wrong itself and the youth of the 
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land if it reduced the school appropriation ? Can justice be 
properly administered if the number of the judges be re¬ 
duced? If it were so desired, are not their tenures and sal¬ 
aries beyond legislative control ? If life and property are to 
be protected, must not prisoners be fed and removed, and 
absconding felons arrested and brought to trial? If the 
dignity and the peace of State are to be maintained, its laws 
enforced, and public tranquility assured, must it not support 
an efficient militia? Must not the State make expenditure 
for innumerable things in the broad domain of its police 
power, which extends to the protection of the lives, health 
and comfort of over one million and a half of people in all 
their varied pursuits and conditions ? When the State fails 
to provide for such wants does not it give to its citizens bad 
government—and is not bad government the heaviest tax 
the State can levy upon the people ? 

An answer to these questions makes it quite plain that 
the field for retrenchment in expenditure is not very broad, 
and the stubborn fact confronts us, after the most rigid re¬ 
duction of public expenditure, practicable under existing 
conditions and consistent with good government, that the 
State can not bring its necessary expenditures within the 
limits of its income, under the present rate of taxation and 
mode of assessment. 

THE TAX RATE FOR THE NEXT FISCAL YEARS. 

After anxious deliberation I can find no other remedy 
than to increase the rate of taxation. I am not unmindful 
of the objections in such a course, nor of the dissatisfaction 
it usually creates; but our situation compels the increase 
and furnishes justification. 

The conditions were not of our creation, and were never 
within our control. The necessity does not arise from ex¬ 
travagance, or unwise expenditure, but is due solely to the 
mistaken expectations of continuing future increase of taxa¬ 
ble values, which have not been realized. The citizen has 
received a dollar's value for every dollar that has been ex¬ 
pended. The taxes which would be collected under the 
necessary increase will not be much greater than the amount 
paid by our people on assessed taxable values, far less than 
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our present assessment, during the years 1886, 1887 and 
1888, and the burden very much less, in proportion to value 
of their property, than for many years prior thereto. In re¬ 
turning to the higher rate of taxation, the people are simply 
restoring to their government revenues prematurely with¬ 
drawn from it in the past, and which can now no longer be 
withheld without impairing its efficiency and endangering 
their well-being. 

The auditor recommends an increase of three fourths 
of one mill. With present tax valuations this would in¬ 
crease our income about $200,000 per annum, after allowing 
for errors, insolvencies and the expenses of collection. I 
share with him the hope that with this addition, and such 
revenues as may be brought in from new sources of taxation, 
and such retrenchment as may be in your power, that the 
revenues will then meet all the drafts upon it; even after 
setting aside the net profit of convict hires, as recommended 
by the convict commission, to provide for changes in the 
system. All parties and shades of political opinion are 
pledged to change the system. It seems that the recom¬ 
mendation of the commission, to set aside the net convict 
hires for that purpose, is all that is within our power, and 
that we can not do less in furtherance of our pledges. I 
have, therefore, assumed in my estimate, which the auditor 
has not done in his, that about $50,000 per annum would be 
subtracted from our income to make provisions for the 
change; and both our estimates are based upon the assump¬ 
tion that at least there will be no decrease in our tax valua¬ 
tions. 

But is this sufficiently certain now to enable us, with 
prudence, to base action upon it ? A lowering of values 
will be the inevitable effect of continued low prices for our 
chief productions, and it is certain that values can not be 
maintained if the State be visited by financial panic or 
ravaged by cholera or other pestilence. These are contin¬ 
gencies we can not now determine. On the other hand, if 
there should be an increase of values, and it is found that 
the increased tax rate will bring in a surplus of revenue, you 
have an easy remedy to prevent such a result. 

The levying of taxes is a high legislative prerogative 
which can not be delegated. The general assembly itself 
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must fix the rate; but it may, under conditions prescribed 
by it, authorize or direct executive officers to suspend or re¬ 
mit any portion of the tax. You will make the wisest pro¬ 
vision against all contingencies by fixing a rate of taxation 
sufficiently high to certainly produce the needed revenue, 
and at the same time prevent unnecessary taxation, by a 
provision directing the governor to suspend or remit the 
excess of taxes, if it be found that the rate will produce more 
revenue than is needed. It would seem wiser to increase 
the tax rate one mill instead of three fourths of a mill for 
the next two fiscal years, guarding, in the way suggested, 
against raising more money than is required for the wants 
of the State. I recommend legislation accordingly. 

Under our present system, the bulk of all the taxes as¬ 
sessed in 1892 is collected in the early months of 1893 and 
included in the income of the fiscal year ending September 
30th, 1893. Our revenue from taxation for the fiscal ;ear 
is, therefore, already fixed, and, is being collected upon 
assessments made in 1892 at the present rate of taxation. 
Collections of taxes upon the assessment made in 1893, 
although the rate be increased, will not under present laws 
begin to reach the treasury before December, 1893, and 
therefore will not be in time to prevent the deficiency on 
September 30th. There are two ways to meet the emer¬ 
gency. Either all the taxes of 1893 must be collected prior 
to September 30th of that year, or some arrangement made 
temporarily to provide funds to prevent the deficit, repaying 
the amount out of the taxes of 1893 when collected. In the 
present condition of our people the fonner alternative should 
be avoided if possible, since it would virtually work the 
hardship of paying two year's taxes in one. 

The constitution limits the right to borrow money to 
$100,000, and forbids the issue of bonds for that purpose; 
and the borrowing power exercised to the fullest extent, 
would still leave a deficit of a larger amount to be provided 
for on September 30th, 1893. 

If the general assembly at this session will promptly 
enact measures to raise sufficient revenue in future, it is 
confidently believed that the State will be enabled to devise 
measures to meet the deficit, which will not bear as hard 
upon the tax payer as the collection of the taxes of 1893 at 
an earlier period than usual. 



License taxation for revenue, so distiuguised from regu¬ 
lation, is objectionable, and ought to be avoided as far as 
possible. It seems only just, however, if public burdens 
must be increased, that the whole increase should not be 
borne by property alone. I therefore recommend an increase, 
for State purposes only, of twenty per cent, on the amount of 
all licenses, except where the license tax is imposed for 
special purposes to which the revenue from such licenses is 
devoted. The amount of the increase will be comparatively 
small to individual tax payers, while the aggregate amount 
would increase the revenue of the State about $32,000 per 
annum. 

The people seldom complain of taxation when convinced 
of its necessity and assured that it is fairly assessed and 
honestly applied for their benefit. We may safely trust 
them to approve our use of the only means left to maintain 
their government in unimpaired usefulness and strength. 

RETRENCHMENT AND REVENUE. 

The number of prisoners fed in jail while awaiting trial is 
very large. The statistics available do not enable me to state 
accurately what proportion of them are charged with misde¬ 
meanors ; but the proportion is quite large. The cost to the 
State of feeding prisoners during the last fiscal year was 
$85,945.60. The counties in which the largest amounts were 
paid being Jefferson, $18,615.30; Mobile, $7,913.70; Mont¬ 
gomery, $7,060; Dallas, $5,787.60. The auditor recommends 
that a sliding scale of compensation be fixed, the price per 
capita to decrease accordingly as the number of prisoners 
increase above a fixed number, for which latter the present 
rate shall be paid. The suggestion is well worthy of your 
consideration. 

The expense under this head can also be considerably de¬ 
creased if judges of city and criminal courts were required at 
short intervals to inquire, in a summary way, into the cases 
of all persons confined in the jails in their counties upon 
charges of misdemeanor, and some of the lighter felonies 
which might be specified in the bill, and in their discretion, 
in view of the circumstances of the particular case, reduce 
the bail, or release prisoners on their own recognizance, when 
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unable to furnish bail. Outside of the cities these duties 
could be required of probate judges, and the circuit judges 
should also be clothed with the same authority. 

An act of somewhat similar import was passed by the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly in 1873, but not proving satisfactory was soon 
repealed. That act gave the defendant an absolute right to 
be released on his own recognizance, and left the magistrate 
no discretion whatever, no matter what the circumstances of 
the offeuse or the probability of the accused appearing for 
trial. The law now recommended avoids these objections, 
by vesting the discretion solely in the judge. The wise ex¬ 
ercise of such a power by the judges would considerably re¬ 
duce the expense of feeding prisoners, without proving in 
anywise detrimental to the administration of criminal jus¬ 
tice. 

Out of 1,148 inmates of the insane hospital only 38 were 
pay patients last year. Better means should be devised to 
enforce the duty which the law imposes on the relatives of 
these unfortunates to maintain them, when able to do so. 
Additional restrictions should be thrown around the em¬ 
ployment of guards in the removal of prisoners. In a good 
many instances the power has been abused. Ordinarily it 
would seem, where the prisoner is transported to the place 
of confinement by steamboat or railroad, and proper precau¬ 
tions can be taken to prevent escape, that one officer should 
suffice to look after a single prisoner, especially when the 
trip does not involve travel at night. I recommend that the 
statute be so amended as to require the application for em¬ 
ployment of guards to be in writing, under oath, and to set 
forth the particular reasons for requiring guards, and that 
the petition be filed in the office of the probate judge of the 
county to which the prisoner is removed. 

The existing law for expressing money to New York to 
pay interest on the public debt, entails a useless expense of 
about four hundred and fifty dollars per annum, without any 
corresponding advantage. On December 2d, 1890,1 had 
the honor to send a special message to the General Assem¬ 
bly on the subject. A bill embodying the recommendations 
then made passed the Senate, but failed, owing to the 
crowded calendar, in the house. I again call attention to 
the subject. 
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The amount paid by the State for advertising sales of land 
for taxes last year was $7,166.33.1 know of no reason why 
the State should not avail itself of the reduction generally 
accorded large advertisers, and I, therefore, recommend 
legislative provision that where the amount of such adver¬ 
tisement will exceed $50.00 in any county, that the tax col¬ 
lector be required to let the advertisement to the newspaper 
in the county making the lowest bid, under the rate fixed by 
existing laws. 

It is but the repetition of an old matter, to call your atten¬ 
tion to the necessity of some better mode of assessing taxes, 
or some better provision of enforcing existing law. Neither 
has been effective to produce equal and just taxation. 

The Auditor makes some suggestions under this head in 
his report, as well as to the disposition of lands bid in by 
the State for taxes, to which your careful attention is invi¬ 
ted. It admits of question whether it is a kindness to the 
tax-payer, to say nothing of business principles, for the State 
to too long delay the enforcement of its right to possession 
of such lands. 

Every year numbers of incorporations are granted through 
the office of the Secretary of State, the probate judges, and 
by direct act of the General Assembly. The privileges they 
confer are more or less valuable. These corporations, while 
they add to our prosperity, become litigants in the courts 
and otherwise invoke the protection of our laws. It will 
work no injustice to require a small license fee, graduated 
according to the nature of the franchise, in granting such 
incorporations in the future, and would add considerably to 
the revenues of the State. 

The number of persons following the occupation of detec¬ 
tive is quite large. As with other people, some of them are 
not trustworthy, and these latter oppress the citizen. I 
recommend that all persons following that pursuit be required 
to execute bond, in the sum of one thousand dollars, condi¬ 
tioned to answer any person who may be wronged by any 
illegal act, approved by the judge of probate of the county 
in which such person resides, and by the Auditor, in case of 
non-residents, and that they be required to pay a State’ 
license of $20 per annum. 

Some additional legislation will be necessary at this 
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sesssion to enforce the payment of taxes due by the Pullman 
Palace Car Company, the details of which will be presented 
by the Attorney-General. 

The provisions of the revenue law regarding the tax on 
receipts of foreign insurance companies needs amendment, 
and the Auditor's recommendations on the subject show the 
direction in which amendment should be made. 

The business of buying or selling contracts for future 
delivery of commodities, includes contracts made necessarily 
in the transaction of legitimate business, as well as contracts 
made for speculation. It is difficult to show, in most in¬ 
stances, that sales or purchases are made for the purpose of 
speculation, so far as the broker or dealer is concerned; for 
that is a matter peculiarly within the knowledge of his cusi- 
tomer. The revenue law, which imposes a license tax of 
three hundred dollars per year on persons engaged "in the 
business of buying or selling futures, for speculation or on 
commission," has not operated any check on speculation, 
which was one of the main purposes of the enactment, and 
it has been a failure as a revenue measure, only one license 
of $300 being reported for the last fiscal year. I, therefore, 
recommend that it be repealed, and a reasonable license tax, 
not too high to be burdensome, be imposed on all who 
engage in the business of buying and selling for others, 
whether directly or on commission, contracts for the future 
delivery of commodities, whether the contract be for pur¬ 
poses of speculation or not. Such a law would be more 
effective as a revenue measure, and certainly as efficacious 
regarding speculation, for nearly all engaging in the busi¬ 
ness of buying or selling futures for speculation now escape 
all taxation. 

The license of $300 on dealers in pistols or pistol car¬ 
tridges, or bowie knives, was intended to restrict purchases 
of deadly weapons which are usually carried concealed; but 
it has not had that effect. It has simply transferred the 
business to outsiders, who flood the State with attractive 
advertisements, and make deliveries by express or who fill 
order's sent by a local merchant. As a restrictive measure it 
is a failure, and as a revenue measure not as effective as the 
fonner law. 
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THE CONVICT SYSTEM. 

The report of the Board of Inspectors which enters fully 
into details has been laid before you, and I invite particular 
attention to all their recommendations. On the 31st of 
August, 1892, there were 2,098 convicts undergoing punish¬ 
ment, of whom 1,183 were State convicts and 915 were 
county convicts. The President and other members of the 
Board of Inspectors have discharged their duties with zeal 
and intelligence, and the subordinate officers have been 
faithful. The convicts have been managed as satisfactorily 
as possible under any lease system. 

Since my induction into office 110 convicts, not fit for 
work in the mines, were hired in compliance with the pro¬ 
visions of law, to The Milner, Caldwell & Flowers Lumber 
Company and Thomas Williams. I transmit herewith, as 
required by law, copies of the contracts and bonds given for 
their performance. 

The financial exhibit is very gratifying. Taking into ac¬ 
count the real expenses of the convict system, the net in¬ 
come, as stated by the Board of Inspectors, for the period of 
23 months covered by the report, was $157,702.58. The 
expenses of the convict system in no just sense include any 
items other than the cost of maintaining the prisoner and 
dealing with him after he becomes a convict. The statutes, 
however, make the cost of convicting prisoners a charge 
upon the fund arising from convict hires. On this account 
$51,554.87 were paid out of the earnings of convicts during 
the past two fiscal years. This amount has not been counted 
by the inspectors as expenses of the system in arriving at 
the "net income" reported by them. Including this amount 
and the other expenses properly mentioned in the report 
under the head of expenses the net income to the State dur¬ 
ing the period mentioned would be $106,147.71. In this 
last amount, however, there is included the value of material 
and supplies still on hand, but paid for out of the hires, and 
and the value of brick made and work done by the convicts 
in improving the "walls," amounting to $26,429.96. The 
value of these things certainly represents "net earnings,’ 
but they put no money in the State treasury. So that while 
the board is strictly accurate in saying that the "net earn- 
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ings" of the system were $157,702.58 for the period covered 
by their report, the cash actually put into the State treasury 
from convict hires, during that same period, and available 
for general purposes, amounted to $79,717.75. This amount 
will be somewhat swelled by the proceeds of some cotton 
raised at the "walls" not yet sold. I mention this, not that 
I differ from the inspectors, as to what the real "net earn¬ 
ings" of the convict system are; but solely to prevent mis¬ 
apprehension as to the amount of cash income, available for 
general purposes of the treasury, from convict hires during 
the period. I estimate that ordinarily the amount of this 
available surplus of convict hires, after meeting every charge 
payable out of them, will be $50,000 per annum. 

The report of the convict commission contains a bill em¬ 
bodying the principles and details, so far as is prudent to 
deal with details, of a new convict system. As that report 
discusses the whole matter and I am a member of it, it is 
needless to here enlarge upon the subject. 

If the State were now in a condition to go beyond the 
recommendation of the commission, and provide more rev¬ 
enue than the net convict hires, to provide for the change, I 
would heartily advocate it; but it is not within your power 
to do more at this time, when other vital wants of the gov¬ 
ernment, which can not be neglected, demand an increase of 
taxation. 

The ineradicable defects of the lease system, and all the 
urgent reasons which impel the State to struggle for the im¬ 
provement of the convict are not the only influences which 
press for reform and change in this matter. The welfare 
and happiness of others, innocent of all wrong, and certainly 
more worthy and tenderer objects of legislative concern than 
the convict, are revocably bound up in the change. 

The miner must dwell near the mine. He can not re¬ 
move his roof, tree and family from the place where his daily 
bread is earned. The convict when freed seldom perma¬ 
nently remains at his old home. Profit and congenial com¬ 
panionship not elsewhere found, draw him back to the 
mines. Colonies of exconvicts, yearly increasing in num¬ 
bers, naturally grow up in this way around the mines, and 
the free miner must either abandon his home, or live and 
rear his family amidst the evils which everywhere curse 
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society, where there is a large aggregation of criminal 
classes. Under the existing system there is no way to pre¬ 
vent this, and the healthy growth of towns, villages and 
communities near the mines must continue to suffer under 
these deadly influences. But this is not all; for the free miner, 
around whom the law brings a colony of criminal classes, 
finds that the State has also gathered up convict competi¬ 
tion from every part of the State, and concentrated it at his 
home, where he must bear the entire brunt of it. The 
thoughtful miner will concede that convicts can not be 
maintained in idleness, and must in some way compete with 
other labor, no matter how employed; but there will be few 
just men of any class who will deny the great injustice of 
placing the entire burden of such competition upon the 
minor or upon any other single class, in any locality. 
Whatever miners may have done elsewhere, the miners 
of Alabama have been patriotic and law abiding citizens, 
and resisted the incendiary appeals which, in some parts of 
the Union recently ended in violence, tumult and bloodshed. 
There may be those who attribute this solely to a realiza¬ 
tion of the power of the State; but speaking from knowl¬ 
edge, during the entire agitation of this question, and espe¬ 
cially during the period of the exciting occurrences in Ten¬ 
nessee, I am free to declare, that the vast mass of our miners 
were imbued and governed in their conduct by that sense of 
self-respecting citizenship and love of State, which disdains 
forcible resistance to law, because it is the law. A striking 
illustration of this was given in the strike in 1890, when a 
committee of striking miners, who visited the capitol at my 
instance, promised on behalf of the miners of Alabama that 
they would not only discountenance lawless conduct towards 
the convicts, but would themselves guard them, and promply 
suppress all attempts to interfere with them. 

Resistance of law, of course, is not to be tolerated, and 
the threat of it should never move legislators to action. 

But when the bad effects of a law are apparent and its con¬ 
sequences are irritating and productive of unhappiness and 
discontent among law-abiding people, even the statesman¬ 
ship which squares every refonn by the touch-stone of econ¬ 
omy merely, may well enquire, if it will not be cheaper to 
submit to some increased expense for a change in a bad sys- 



tern, rather than bear the burden of supporting it by force. 

All these considerations add sanctity and force to our 
pledges to change and improve the present convict system 
to the full extent of the State's ability, and as fast as its 
means will pennit; and I earnestly commend to your favor 
the bill advised by the convict commission, which if enacted 
into law, will practically remove this vexed question from 
agitation and discussion for years to come. 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

The statutes relating to this department need revision in 
several important particulars. Under existing provisions 
the commissioner can contract for the printing of the fertil¬ 
izer tags, determine the number, sell them and destroy those 
unused. His department alone can know how many were 
printed, how many sold and how many destroyed. The tags 
should be printed and signed by the auditor as other licenses 
are, and furnished by him to the commissioner on his requi¬ 
sition, and accounted for by him in his monthly settlements. 
The destruction of such tags as remain over at the end of 
the year, should be in the presence of officers appointed for 
that purpose, and their certificate as to the number destroyed 
should be the auditor's authority forgiving the commissioner 
credit therefor. 

Under existing laws, as construed by the Supreme Court, 
if the Commissioner should die or resign during his tenn, 
the vacancy could not be filled by appointment, but the peo¬ 
ple would be put to the inconvenience and large expense of 
a special election throughout the State to fill the vacancy. 

No reason is perceived why the constitutional mode of filling 
vacancies in other State offices should not be followed in 
this; nor why this officer should not be included in the pro¬ 
visions of the impeachment law, which applies to all other 
State officers. 

The law created the Farmers’ Institutes for the purpose of 
"diffusing among the fanners of the State useful and prac¬ 
tical knowledge relative to agriculture," and defines the 
scope of these institutes by specifically declaring that they 
"shall consist of lectures on subjects 'relating to agriculture 
by persons of scientific attainments, and by practical and 
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successful fanners.'" At all times, and especially since the 
office is made elective, the institutes are liable to be abused 
for political ends in many ways. 

I recommend legislation forbidding payment of the expense 
of holding institutes unless accompanied by the affidavit of 
the conductor of such institute that the address and lectures 
were confined to the subjects to which the statute limits 
them, and also making the violation of the statute in this 
particular an impeachable offense in the case of the Commis¬ 
sioner, and a misdemeanor on the part of other lecturers. 

It is hardly necessary to add that these suggestions do 
not arise from any want of confidence in the Commissioner, 
but are made solely to effectuate safeguards which the public 
interest requires, no matter who fills the office. 

At the last session a bill passed both houses reducing the 
price of fertilizer tags to twenty-five cents per ton, but the 
bill as enrolled and presented to the Governor fixed the 
price at fifteen cents per ton, and his approval, therefore, 
did not make it a law. The department, necessarily, con¬ 
tinued to charge the old price of fifty cents per ton. 

The burden of this license tax falls entirely upon the con¬ 
sumer, and the revenue arising from it far exceeds the cost 
of regulation and supervision. The price of the tags should 
be considerably reduced, even if it be necessary to curtail or 
repeal some of the special appropriations which are now 
payable out of the fund arising from this tax. 

Of the operations of this department from the time of my 
induction into office down to September 1st, 1891,1 have no 
report. The Commissioner’s report for the past year will be 
laid before you. It gives a gratifying account of the opera¬ 
tions of the department. If the Commissioner's efforts to 
induce a diversification of crops and the growth of tobacco, 
to which his attention has been specially directed of late, 
meet with even measurable success, the department will 
have performed a great work for the State. 

PUBLIC LANDS. 

In a special message sent your predecessors on the 4th of 
February, 1891, attention was called to the defective condi¬ 
tion of the records of sales of the lands in which the State is 
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interested, and the recommendation was made that a land 
agent or some officer of the State be put in charge of these 
public lands, and required to look after them. This recom¬ 
mendation becomes more urgent in view of the large amount 
of school indemnity lands certified to the State under the 
contract with Col. Jno. H. Caldwell. The present law de¬ 
volves upon the Superintendent of Education the duty of 
selling and disposing of these lands, either at public or 
private sale, and also authorizes leases, with the approval of 
the Governor. The Superintendent of Education has not 
the time to give from his other duties to any proper dis¬ 
charge of this duty, which would require in nearly every 
application for a purchase a visit to the lands themselves, 
and much trouble in ascertaining and fixing their values. 

The care and disposition of these and other lands in the 
State would justify the appointment of a land agent, who 
would be authorized, with the approval of the Governor, to 
sell such of the lands as the legislature deems it advisable 
to put upon the market. The compensation of the agent 
might be paid out of proceeds of sales and made to depend 
on the amount. 

I did not think it advisable, in view of the financial strin¬ 
gency prevailing, to exercise the power to sell any of the 
swamp and overflowed lands, and neither the Superintend¬ 
ent of Education nor myself deemed it wise to sell any of the 
school lands, except one small parcel which, owing to excep¬ 
tional circumstances, could be sold at better prices now per¬ 
haps than in the future. In a rapidly growing State like 
ours it would seem wise not to dispose of any school indem¬ 
nity lands it this time; but if the needs of education require 
immediate sales, only alternate parcels should be disposed of, 
and the remainder withdrawn from the market for some 
years to come. If there be the expected increase in values 
and prosperity for which we hope, the greater prices realized 
for the parts so withdrawn from market would richly com¬ 
pensate for any temporary inconvenience which might result 
by not now realizing on the whole. 

The swamp and overflowed lands are not valuable, as a 
rule, except for timber. Few applications are made for them 
and generally in small parcels, and it is impossible to pro¬ 
tect them against timber depredators. I think it would be 
wise policy for the State to publicly advertise the sale of 
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these lands and sell the whole of them to the highest bidder, 
above a minimum price, which the law might fix. 

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

I refer you to the reports of the Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion for detailed information concerning the public schools, 
and ask consideration for his recommendations. 

The number of school children last scholastic year was— 
whites, 309,628; and colored, 240,894. To aid them the 
State appropriates $350,000, out of its general taxes, over 
and above the interest on the 16th section fund, the value¬ 
less 16th section fund, the United States surplus revenue 
fund, and the amount of poll taxes, a total expenditure under 
this head during this last fiscal year of $627,911.66. The 
disbursements of the State during the last fiscal year were 
$1,767,654.84. In this, however, is included a temporary 
loan, money received from sales of University lands, and 
money from the Morrill fund which were put in the treasury 
only temporarily, for transfer to the beneficiaries, and, there¬ 
fore, form no part of the revenue or disbursements of the 
State, in any just sense. The real revenue of the State 
during last fiscal year was, therefore, $1,671,511, and the 
amount paid out for the support of the common schools was, 
therefore, nearly two-fifths of the entire revenue of the 
State 

The Superintendent reports that the number of schools 
during past two years has been greater than ever before, and 
the attendance better, and that the people are supplementing 
the public appropriations, with their private means, to a 
degree not heretofore known. It is upon this latter source 
that we must depend, for some time to come, to keep our 
public schools open for nine months in the year, and any 
legislation which will promote this spirit, within constitu- 
tutional limitations, should meet with ready favor. 

Under our existing organic law the people outside of in¬ 
corporated cities, towns and villages, cannot aid their public 
schools by local taxation, however much the community may 
desire it. I recommend to your wisdom the consideration 
of proper measures to have the defect remedied. 

The grade of teachers, largely owing to the excellent work 
of the normal schools, has been much improved, but hardly 
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keeps pace with the public demand. The higher grade of 
teachers cannot be kept in the service of the State, when it 
does not pay them in proportion to their ability. 

I feel assured that a reduction of school appropriations 
will not enter your minds, in considering items of retrench¬ 
ment; and that you will best promote the happiness of those 
whose power we exercise, by fostering the public, school 
system to the extent of the State's ability. 

AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 

The report of the trustees of the Agricultural and Mechan¬ 
ical College shows that this institution is in a prosperous 
condition and is doing an excellent educational work for the 
State, especially in the departments of technical education, 
for which it is well fitted. In the two last sessions embrac¬ 
ing the period covered by the report of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees, there was an average annual attendance of 269 students 
in the college. Additional departments of science have been 
established by the trustees, which have enlarged the courses 
of technical education presented to the young men of our 
State. The scientific equipment of the different depart¬ 
ments, and the library of the College, have been largely 
increased. The agricultural experiment station, connected 
with the college, is devoted entirely to the agricultural 
interests of the State. It is provided with a staff of eleven 
officers and assistants, and has in the past two years issued 
thirty bulletins, giving the results of agricultural experi¬ 
ments and investigations. Forty farmers, in different agri¬ 
cultural sections of the State, co-operate with the station in 
conducting experiments and report the result for publi¬ 
cation. 

UNIVERSITY OF ALABAMA. 

The report has not been received from the trustees of the 
University of Alabama. I know, however, as a member of 
the Board, that it opened with a larger number of students 
than usual and that its progress during the past year has 
been satisfactory. When the report is received, it will be 
laid before you. 
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STATUS OF TRUSTEES OF THE UNIVERSITY AND THE MECHANICAL 
COLLEGE. 

The Constitution places the State University under the 
management and control of a Board of Trustees, which shall 
consist of two members in the congressional district in which 
the University is located, and one from each of the other 
congressional districts of the State. The same provision is 
made therein regarding the Agricultural & Mechanical Col¬ 
lege. The addition of another congressional district and 
the consequent territorial changes, in some instances have 
left but one trustee in the congressional district in which 
the institution is located; in others the present district has 
two trustees, while entitled to but one, and in one district 
there is none at all. 

Legislation is, therefore, required at your hands to carry 
out the provisions of the Constitution. The constitutional 
mandate that the trustees shall hold for a tenn of six years 
is a part of the same section which also provides that there 
shall be two trustees from the district in which the Institu¬ 
tion is located, and one from each of the other congressional 
districts. In determining whether the legislature can affect 
the status or tenns of any of the trustees, force and effect 
must be allowed to both provisions. It is clear to my mind 
that the legislature has power to remedy the existing situa¬ 
tion by legislation. 

ALABAMA HOSPITAL FOR INSANE. 

The report of the trustees of this institution is now in the 
hands of the printer, and will be shortly laid before you. It 
is in an eminently satisfactory condition, save that it cannot 
receive all who need admission, and is the noblest of all the 
provisions of the State for distressed humanity. It has 
lately sustained an irreparable loss in the death of Dr. Peter 
Bryce, so long its superintendent and father. Within the 
proper limits of a message it would scarce be practicable to 
pay just tribute to him. What he accomplished and the 
good that he did will not be forgotten. It would, however, 
be fitting recognition by the State of this man of blessed 
memory, to include his name in the corporate title which 
this great institution now bears. 
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INSTITUTES FOE DEAF, BLIND, AND NEGRO DEAF MUTE AND BLIND. 

The Alabama Institute for the Deaf, The Academy for the 
Blind, and the School for Negro Deaf Mute and Blind, 
maintained by the State and located in Talladega, are not 
intended as asylums or homes, but are really parts of the 
public school system of the State. It is found necessary to 
congregate children in such schools because, specially qual¬ 
ified and expensive teachers are required, and the number 
of children is not great enough to justify the establishment 
and maintenance of a school for their benefit in the neigh¬ 
borhood where they live. It is the settled policy of all the 
States in the Union to provide for the education of these 
unfortunate children, and Alabama has done her full duty 
towards her people in this regard. 

The State owns three separate school properties, located 
at Talladega, worth at a reasonable estimate about $125,000. 

There are at this time— 

White deaf mute.82 

White blind.54 

Negro deaf mutes. 14 

Negro blind. 13 

Total. 163 

The State pays for the maintenance of these schools on 
the per capita plan $217.53 per pupil for the deaf, and $230 
per pupil for the blind, which is considerably below the 
average cost per pupil in other States. 

The schools are all of them thoroughly equipped with the 
necessary school-room appliances—in educational, mechan¬ 
ical and musical departments. In the deaf school there is 
an oral branch where articulate speech and lip reading is 
taught by skilled oralists to such of the pupils as can be 
reached that way. 

Careful and systematic manual and mechanical training, 
such as carpentry, printing, mattress making, cane work, 
etc., is given to the boys. 

Those of the blind pupils, who have any talent in that 
direction, are offered an opportunity of perfecting themselves 
in music—a number of former pupils now make their living 
by teaching music. 

Since the General Assembly in their wisdom four years 
ago separated the blind from the deaf school, the number of 
pupils have nearly doubled. 
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No additional buildings will be required for some time to 
come. 

While the prime objects of these institutions is educa¬ 
tional, there is a class of cases, it seems to me, for which 
some provision should be made at Talladega. An eminent 
and venerable divine writes me, "Some provision should be 
made for the blind orphan. The institution at Talladega 
only educates to a certain extent, and then turns them 
adrift. I had such a case—a blind orphan. I sent him at 
the designated age to Talladega. He could not, under 
existing regulations, remain there during vacation. I had 
to send and bring him back at such times. He is now 
thrown back upon me, at an age when he can no longer be 
controlled by the deaconesses in charge of the Home for 
Orphans. There is no hope for him but the poor house. 

Other States make provision for such cases." I commend 
the matter to your favorable consideration. 

REFORMATORY AND HOME. 

Among the great wants of the State is a reformatory for 
youthful criminals, and a Home in which children who are 
without proper care, and are in danger of becoming crimi¬ 
nals, may be taught and made to earn a living. The reform 
under our present penal system generally occasions society 
more need for protection against the offender after his dis¬ 
charge than before his conviction. Many a waif could be 
rescued from a life of crime and reared to upright life, who, 
in the absence of a Home, is sure to become a criminal. 

STATE TROOPS. 

The report of the adjutant-general gives a comprehensive 
and detailed report of the number and condition of the State 
troops. The total number of officers, non-commissioned offi¬ 
cers and privates, borne on the rolls at the date of the report 
was 2,730. The State troops are efficient, and the organiza¬ 
tion is one of which the State may well be proud. Owing to 
lack of uniforms, pressure of business and other reasons, at 
least forty per cent, of the total number borne on the roll is 
inefficient. Our citizen soldiery defray the greater part of 
maintaining the expense of the organization ; the appropria¬ 
tion of the State being comparatively a small part of the 
total cost. 
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The existence of this organization strengthens that sense of 
security and stability so essential to a healthy and prosper¬ 
ous development of civilized communities; and if there were 
no other reason this would amply justify the comparatively 
small appropriation which the State makes for their support. 
The organization is a training school for those who compose 
it in manly virtues, obedience to law, respect for authority, 
and inspires devotion to the State and pride in her institutions; 
and these are additional reasons why the State should foster 
the State troops. 

There has been but one occasion since the last report in 
which troops had to be sent to the support of the civil au¬ 
thorities. One gun and a detachment from Battery A. 

1st Regiment, under command of Capt. Scales, accompanied 
by Col. Williams, were ordered to report to sheriff Garvin 
on 25th December last, to aid in the capture of Sims and 
others in Choctaw county. Full details of this disturbance 
will be found in the adjutant-general's report. 

Although the troops have not been actively in service ex¬ 
cept in this instance, there have been occasions where it has 
been necessary to hold them in readiness to sustain the civil 
authorities in the preservation of the peace. Our own past, 
as well as the recent troubles in several of our sister common¬ 
wealths during the present year, admonish us that we can 
not always hope to escape occasions when the civil author¬ 
ities can not protect life and property and enforce the law, 
without the sustaining power of a strong and reliable body 
of citizen soldiery. Their cost to the State may well be re¬ 
garded as a very small premium paid to insure the State 
against lawlessness. 

It would promote economy, and be of good to the service, 
if an additional regiment were fonned so that the commands 
in each regiment might be better located with reference to 
its headquarters. Under the present system, some of the 
companies, in order to reach their regimental encampments, 
have to travel several hundred miles, unnecessarily, beyond 
a nearer regimental headquarters. An increase of regiments 
would enable a better grouping of companies according to 
locality and decrease expenses. Such changes should be 
authorized as will make our organization confonn to the new 
tactics of the United States army. 

The officers of the State troops when charged with aiding 
the civil authorities in enforcing the law, have very delicate 
duties to perform, and very much depends upon their discre¬ 
tion and judgment. Provision should be made by law for 
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examining all officers before commissioning them. Rifle 
practice is very essential to the efficiency of the organization 
and I recommend that the office of inspector of rifle practice 
be created with the rank of major, one to be attached to each 
regiment. 

The State now has to account to the general government 
for any loss or deterioration in arms and equipment. The 
property of some of the batteries, which costs thousands of 
ollars, is exposed to the weather and liable thereby to be 
injured or damaged. Some provision should be made, other 
than now exists by law, to provide a place for the safe keep¬ 
ing of the pieces and equipment of the batteries. 

QUARANTINE LAWS. 

The transactions of the Medical Association of the State 
of Alabama for the years 1890-1-2 will be laid before you. 
They are intended to take the place of the reports which the 
board of health is required annually to make to the gover¬ 
nor. 

The approach of cholera to our shores last summer and 
the possibility of the United States being visited by it next 
spring, render it proper to again call your attention to our 
existing quarantine law. In a message to the legislature on 
the 11th February, 1891, recommending the passage of a 
bill to provide for an improved quarantine at Mobile, it was 
said: 

"Under existing laws there is no adequate provision for 
the establishment and maintenance of an effective quarantine 
by and in this State, against the importation of yellow fever 
and other infectious diseases, from foreign and domestic 
ports where such diseases may prevail. That yellow fever, and 
perhaps cholera, do not originate in the United States, when 
found therein, but are imported from other countries, seems 
to be no longer a debatable question. . . . Practically 
the State as such, has no effective means of exercising quar¬ 
antine power to prevent the importation of disease from 
abroad. True, we have a State Board of Health, which is 
composed of the Medical Association of the State of Ala¬ 
bama. This association meets but once a year. On well 
kn own legal principles it cannot delegate its power to a com¬ 
mittee or any other functionary. Its membership is very 
numerous and a majority of them must attend any meeting 
to adopt or put in force quarantine regulations. It has no 
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authority over quarantines, maintained by cities and towns. 
By an act approved February 28th, 1889, to amend the quar¬ 
antine laws of the State, the State Health Officer, under the 
direction of the State Board of Health, has power, if the 
municipal authorities and county health officer in any local¬ 
ity consent, to modify the restrictions of quarantines estab¬ 
lished by county and municipal authorities, either with the 
view of making them more stringent or moderating their ex¬ 
actions. Under this law, he is powerless to do anything in 
either direction, except by the consent of the local authori¬ 
ties. Different local authorities naturally have different 
views, and it is not practical under this power to have any 
unifonn or consistent system, on the subject. While I would 
not advocate arming state officers with the power to deter¬ 
mine, as against the wishes of the local authorities, what 
persons who have been exposed to infection should stop in 
any locality, I think it would be the highest wisdom to give 
some state board effective authority to determine the rules 
and regulations under which those who have been exposed 
to infection, might pass through localities maintaining quar¬ 
antine, in order to seek refuge and safety in localities where 
their presence would not endanger the public health. Iso¬ 
lated quarantines, heretofore maintained by numberless 
local authorities, some of whom permit persons who have 
been exposed to danger to pass through their bounds, while 
others forbade such persons to pass through their limits, and 
when found in public conveyances ejected them at points, 
where they were unprotected, and without any provision for 
the care of their health, in the event they should be seized 
with disease, have in times past been a reproach to humanity 
and civilization. They have been the means of originating 
and increasiag wide spread panic, injuring commerce and 
trade, and destroying a sense of security in the public mind. 
Experience has abundantly proved that it is safer, as well as 
more humane, to watch the fugitive from disease, and pass 
him through under proper regulations, than to forbid his 
going through one locality to reach another place of safety— 
compelling him to resort to subterfuges and increase the 
risk of his being stricken with the disease, without the knowl¬ 
edge of the authorities in the locality where his presence is 
prohibited." 

The Board of Censors of the State Medical Association, in 
their report for 1891, indulge in lengthy criticism of the wis¬ 
dom of the act for an improved quarantine plant at Mobile. 
The association is by law "the advisory board of the State 
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in all hygienic and medical matters," and such criticism was 
certainly within the province of the Censors. I share with 
every member who voted for the bill, full responsibility for 
its passage. It is needless to say that events have fully 
justified its wisdom, and that the system for which it pro¬ 
vides had the sanction of experience, and approval of some 
of the greatest names in medical science. 

The Censors' report, however, reaches out beyond all these 
things. The conduct of members in the passage of the bill 
comes in for a share of condemnation. Because legislators 
deemed they had "sufficient consultation" with the board, and 
did not longer wait, in the closing hours of the session, the act 
is said to have been "rushed through with railroad speed." 
Representatives of the chamber of commerce, the commer¬ 
cial club, the cotton exchange, and of the municipal and 
county, and health authorities of Mobile, who urged the bill, 
are characterized as "a powerful lobby of influential citizens 
of Mobile," and the fault is imputed to members, who the 
censors aver could have no proper knowledge on the subject 
except as derived from the board, for according too much 
weight to the views of representatives of the people of 
Mobile, and a special message of the Governor. All these 
were questions addressed solely to the legislative conscience 
and judgment. None of them fall within the domain of 
"hygienic or health matters," or are in any wise committed 
to the supervision of the Censors. The propriety of incor¬ 
porating censorious comment upon them, in an official 
report intended for the General Assembly, is not of easy 
vindication. 

The statements of the special message, contained in the 
foregoing extracts, also falls under the disapproval of the 
Censors. This criticism is likewise part of an official report 
which the law requires to be made to the Governor for 
transmission to the General Assembly. I can not pass it 
without notice. The motive of the criticism, however, is 
most commendable, "to enable us to understand the true 
status of the quarantine law;" and the difference between us 
is chiefly whether under existing laws the State has any 
effective power of State quarantine. This is a vital matter, 
and those who undertake to advise members of the General 
Assembly upon it, should certainly be sure of their ground. 
The Censors cite the act "To regulate the practice of 
quarantine in Alabama," approved February 28th, 1887, to 
disprove my conclusions, and aver that it gives ample power 
and means to State authorities to maintain effective quaran- 
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tine. They curiously call attention only to the first section 
of the act, which, if it stood alone, would sustain their view, 
and forget that the second section, which provides that 
"nothing in this act should be so construed as to prevent the 
establishment and enforcement by county and municipal 
authorities of local quarantines, as provided by law," thereby 
continued the evils, to which the message adverted, of 
numerous and independent local quarantines, without any 
central head to control them. 

They further overlook the fact that this inability of the 
State Board of Health to deal with the evils referred to, 
was rendered still greater by the act "To amend the quaran¬ 
tine laws of this State," approved February 28th, 1889,—the 
effect of which is, that neither the State Health Officer, nor 
the rules or regulations of the State Board of Health, can 
modify or affect local quarantines, except "with the consent’ 
and concurrence of the municipal authorities, and county 
health officer." This act took away, if it ever existed, any 
power of the State authorities over local and independent 
quarantine, either "to make them more stringent, when not 
sufficient for the protection of the people, or to lessen their 
stringency when it is deemed they interfere with traffic and 
travel to an extent beyond what is necessary for the public 
protection." It made the State Board advisory merely, and 
powerless to do anything concerning local quarantines, if 
those to whom advice was given saw fit not to follow it. 

This very report of the Censors shows that the Board of 
Health had unsuccessfully attempted to procure legislation to 
remove the evil of a want of power over local quarantine, 
and expresses the hope that "some future general assembly 
will correct the mistake." 

One need not be a medical expert to know that under the 
law as it existed at the date of the message, and still exists, 
no matter what the peril to the health of the State, or the 
oppression of the citizen, from the inefficiency or folly of the 
regulations of any one of the numerous independent local quar¬ 
antines enforced during an epidemic, neither the State Board 
of Health, nor any other officer of the State, has any author¬ 
ity of law to interfere. A system of law under which such 
a state of things has happened in the past, and may occur 
in the future, will leave few persons in doubt as to the ab¬ 
solute correctness of the statement that "under existing law 
there is no adequate provision for the establishment and 
maintenance in and by this State of an effective quarantine 
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against the importation of yellow fever and other infectious 
diseases from foreign and domestic ports." 

Our State Medical Association, which constitutes the 
State Board of Health, ranks with the foremost in the Uni¬ 
ted States, and has greatly enhanced the welfare of the peo¬ 
ple by quickening attention to the laws of sanitation, and 
devising many wise measures for the protection of the pub¬ 
lic health. The State health officer has had a great and 
honorable part in this work. It would be the height of un¬ 
wisdom to decrease the present appropriation for the sup¬ 
port of this important branch of the State government. 

PUBLIC ROADS. 

Every year the people are realizing more and more what 
a heavy tax bad roads impose upon them. The railroads 
take the place of great highways, and our systems of public 
roads mainly meet local wants and reach local markets. 

The conditions differ so widely in different localities that 
agreement upon any general law seems impracticable. At 
the last session a bill intended as a general law, could not 
be passed until a majority of the counties were excepted 
from its operation. While any drastic measures may not be 
in your power, it is believed that public sentiment has 
sufficiently ripened to pennit of much improvement in our 
present road laws, and especially in the distribution of the 
burdens for working and maintaining the roads. 

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 

The report of the Railroad Commission has been una¬ 
voidably delayed. In common with other State Commis¬ 
sions, it has adopted the fonn of returns used by the Inter- 
State Commission, which prints the blanks. These could 
not be furnished to the railroad companies in time to enable 
them to make their returns at the usual period, thus delay¬ 
ing the completion of the Commissioner's report. It will 
soon be forthcoming, and will be laid before you. 

THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

The report of Dr. Eugene A. Smith, State Geologist, gives 
an interesting account of the work of the survey for the past 
two years, which has not been confined to the mineral 
regions of the State. The cretacious and tertiary fonnations 
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have been surveyed as well, while explorations and examin¬ 
ations of phosphate and marls have not been neglected; and 
much valuable information has been gathered concerning 
our botanical resources. The reports and bulletins of the 
survey give valuable information, from an authoritative 
source, concerning our resources, and are much sought after 
by persons contemplating investment among us. The ben¬ 
efits of the survey greatly exceed its cost. 

THE OYSTER LAW. 

The Legislature made wise provision at the last session 
for the protection of the oyster beds of the State. Experi¬ 
ence has shown that some of its provisions should be re¬ 
laxed in justice to the citizen, in particulars which will not 
interfere with the objects of the law, and that the tax per 
barrel should be reduced. 

MINE INSPECTION LAW. 

The law passed at the last session for the inspection of 
mines was a wise recognition of the need to enforce precau¬ 
tions, which private enterprise did not always take, for the 
better protection of the large number of our citizens who 
work in the mines. Your wisdom will suggest in what par¬ 
ticulars it needs amendment. I believe the existing statute 
has been productive of good. 

EXAMINER OF PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

There is no more salutary provision of law than that 
which provides for the examination of the accounts of pub¬ 
lic officers by an expert accountant, anned with the author¬ 
ity of the State. Reports of the examinations made by the 
Examiner, who has faithfully discharged his duties, during 
the past two years, have not yet been printed, but the usual 
number of copies will soon be ready for you. 

COLOR BLIND EXAMINERS AND EXAMINERS OF LOCOMOTIVE 
ENGINEERS 

Under the provisions of the act "To require locomotive 
engineers in this State to be examined and licensed by a 
board to be appointed by the Governor for that purpose" 
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approved February 28th, 1887, five examiners were ap¬ 
pointed. The tenure of these examiners is practically for 
life, as the act fixes no term, and there is no power to 
remove them for neglect of duty or other good cause, nor are 
they included among the officers for whose impeachment 
present laws provide. This should be remedied. 

On my induction into office, there were resident color 
blind examiners only at Montgomery, Mobile, Birmingham, 
Bessemer, Huntsville, Anniston and Selma. To meet the 
wants of a large number of employees, I appointed examin¬ 
ers at Opelika, Florence, Sheffield, Athens and Decatur, and 
to provide for sickness and absence of resident examiners at 
the other points, added to their number. 

Application was made by the Board of Health for the re¬ 
moval of four of the Examiners who it seems had failed to 
answer communications from the Health Department. On 
notice to show cause, two of the Examiners reported that 
they had made no examinations, one had been in a desper¬ 
ate state of health, and the other had no intention of ignor¬ 
ing the Board. In each case the neglect to report grew out 
of misapprehension or providential causes. I therefore 
took no further, action on the application for removal. It 
seems from the report of the censors that there are some in¬ 
stances of incompetency to make some of the examinations 
and perhaps one of unfaithfulness; but no application has 
been made for the removal of the delinquent, as in the other 
cases to which my attention was called, and without such 
application the Governor is powerless. 

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT AND SUFFRAGE. 

Amendment of the Constitution in many respects, some of 
which were elaborated in my inaugural, seems every day 
more essential to our prosperity. Fresh from the people, 
you will best judge whether these amendments are practica¬ 
ble and by what mode. Under our Constitution suffrage 
can not be restricted by "any property or educational qual¬ 
ification." I would deny the justice of the fonner in any 
event, and I doubt the ultimate wisdom of the latter, if the 
change were to disqualify those who are now electors, with¬ 
out giving them an opportunity in the future to become 
qualified. 

The withdrawal from freemen, who have once exercised 
the right of suffrage, of all political power, in a popular 
government, which shapes their destinies and makes their 
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laws, is sure to create a servile class. If the number is 
large the change nurses a cancer on the life of the State. 

Their resentments and their constant struggle to regain lost 
rights, which are sure to be aided by some who have politi¬ 
cal power, will inevitably breed continued and ever increas¬ 
ing discontent and agitation, the magnitude of which, in the 
end, will bring greater evils to the State than any which the 
disfranchisement was intended to cure. Perhaps a simple 
educational qualification, exacted of electors hereafter arriv¬ 
ing at age, would stimulate education, and meet with such 
popular approval as to ripen into an amendment of our 
organic law. 

These constitutional provisions circumscribe your power 
over many reforms regarding the elective franchise. Your 
wisdom will point out what betterment is within your power, 
under the limitations of the Constitution, and to what extent 
change is necessary. It is certain that the Australian sys¬ 
tem, as it is known, would not violate the Constitution if the 
blind or uneducated voter were permitted the assistance of 
the election officer in making his ballot. Whether without 
such provision the law would infringe the Constitution is a 
question upon which, in the absence of a more thorough ex¬ 
amination,. I am not now prepared to express a decided 
opinion. 

The people rule and execute their policies through politi¬ 
cal parties. The party primaries and conventions by which 
men are named for public service, therefore, become of vital 
concern to the State. The safeguards which the law throws 
around legal elections, may, in a large measure, be wisely 
extended to these preliminary gatherings of the citizens, 
which in reality give and transfer the political power of the 
State. Such safeguards would also add to public content, 
and disarm the cry of fraud, in which disappointment often 
sincerely indulges, but which quite as frequently is the un¬ 
manly acceptance of defeat, and insincerely urged, to further 
future ambitions. 

LEGISLATION UNDER SECTION 4, ARTICLE 5, OF CONSTITUTION. 

In a special message to the General Assembly, on Febru¬ 
ary 4th, 1891, recommending legislation to make effective 
section 4, article 5, of the Constitution. I made the follow¬ 
ing observation: 
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"Section 4 of article 5 of the Constitution provides that 
contested elections for certain State offices shall be deter¬ 
mined by both houses of the General Assembly "in such 
manner as may be prescribed by law." In one instance at 
least, in the past history of the State, the absence of such 
regulations, established by law, caused serious commotion, 
and was made the excuse for attempting to enjoin a State 
officer whose election had been duly declared by the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly in accordance with the Constitution and laws 
from performing his functions as Governor, as well as to 
prevent the declaration of the result itself." 

I again renew the recommendation. 

EXCHANGE OF BONDS. 

Since the adjournment of the General Assembly in Feb¬ 
ruary 1891,1 have to report in compliance with section 21 
of an act, "To ratify and confirm the settlement of the exist¬ 
ing indebtedness of this State, as proposed in the report of 
the commissioners appointed under the act approved 17th 
December, 1874," etc., approved February 23rd, 1876, the 
following bond exchanges: 

On March 5th, 1891,1 took up 5 per cent, stock certifi¬ 
cates numbered 326, 327, 328, 329 and 330, issued under act 
February 6th, 1867, with July 1874, coupon on for £225 
each, and issued in lieu thereof ten Class "A" bonds of five 
hundred dollars each, numbered 7428 to 7437 both inclusive, 
four like bonds of $100, each numbered 9165, 9166, 9167 and 
9168, all with July, 1891, coupons attached and scrip to bal¬ 
ance for $75. 

On the 1st of April, 1891,1 took up and cancelled "Scrip 
under date March 4th, 1889, for $30.00, and under date of 
March 6th, 1891, for $75.00, and issued in lieu thereof Class 
"A" bond No. 9169 with July 1891 coupon attached for 
$100.00 with scrip" for $5.00 to balance. 

On May 7th, 1891, as provided by an act approved Feb¬ 
ruary 18th, 1891,1 issued Class "A" bond 7438 for $500.00 
with January 1892 coupon attached. 

On the 30th June, 1891,1 took up and cancelled four Ala¬ 
bama & Chattanooga endorsed bonds 2175, 735, 562 and 563 
for $1,000 each with July 1872 coupons attached; one like 
bond 3678 with July 1873 coupon and "Scrip" of date April 
26th, 1889, and issued in lieu thereof Class "C" bond 970 for 
$1,000 with January, 1892 coupon attached and "Scrip" for 
$116.48 to balance. 
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On September 12th, 1891,1 took up and cancelled six 
"Substitute" bonds 1111, 1112, 1113, 1154,1155 and 1156 for 
$1,000 each with July 1875 coupons attached issued under 
act April 21st, 1873, and issued in lieu thereof three Class 
"B" bonds of $1,000 each 576, 577 and 578 with January 
1892 coupons attached. 

TRIBUTES 

Three times in the past year it has been my sad duty to 
order the flag at half-mast for officers who died in the ser¬ 
vice of the State. First, Justice David Clopton, a lovable 
and eminent man and pure judge, passed away; next, 

Auditor Cyrus D. Hogue, who bore an honorable part in 
framing the laws which he executed, laid down his life; 
next, Associate Railroad Commissioner Levi W. Lawler, fell 
at his post, after a long and useful life devoted to the service 
of the State. And then the duty fell to me of ordering em¬ 
blems of mourning for Thomas H. Watts, Alabama's Gov¬ 
ernor during the stormiest years of her existence. A big 
heart, a great brain, a noble soul and a pure life made him 
loved of all men. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

I have had the hearty co-operation of the heads of all the 
executive departments, and especially of the retiring Treas¬ 
urer, Hon. John L. Cobbs, who has given the State efficient 
and faithful service in his responsible trust. 

CONCLUSION. 

Though not of the legislative department the executive is 
a sharer in all its great tasks. Ready at all times to heart¬ 
ily co-operate with you, I shall, from time to time, gladly 
avail myself of the constitutional right to give information 
and make recommendations concerning any matter in which 
it is believed they will aid or lighten your labors, and I invoke 
upon your deliberations the blessings of Him without whose 
favor man’s government totters and falls.

MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 

Mr. Davie offered a resolution, which was adopted, as 
follows : 

Resolved, That the door-keeper of the senate is hereby 
authorized to employ an additional servant for the use of the 
senate at a salary of one dollar and a half per day. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RULES. 

Mr. Compton, (Mr. Hundley presiding) from the com¬ 
mittee on rules, submitted the following report: 

RULE 1. The president having taken the chair, and a 
quorum being present, the journal of the preceding day 
shall be read to the end, that any mistake may be corrected 
that shall be made in the entry. 

2. No senator shall speak to another, or otherwise inter¬ 
rupt the business of the senate, or read any newspaper, while 
the journals or public papers are being read. 

3. Every Senator, when he speaks, shall address the 

chair, standing in his place, and, when he has finished, shall 
sit down. 

4. No senator shall speak more than twice on any ques¬ 
tion under debate, and shall not consume more than half an 
hour at each time, without leave of the senate. 

5. When two senators rise at the same time, the presi¬ 
dent shall name the person to speak; but in all cases the 
senator who shall first rise and address the chair, shall 
speak first. 

6 . When a senator shall be called to order by the presi¬ 
dent, or a senator, he shall sit down; and every question of 
order shall be decided by the president, without debate, 
subject to an appeal to the senate, and the president may 
call for the sense of the senate on any question of order. 

7. If the senator be called to order by a senator for 
words spoken, the exceptional words shall immediately be 
taken down in writing, that the president may be better ena¬ 
bled to judge of the matter. 

8 . No senator shall absent himself from the service of 
the senate, without leave of the senate first obtained. And 
in case a less number than a quorum of the senate shall 
convene, they are hereby authorized to send the sergeant- 
at-arms, or any other person or persons by them authorized, 
for any or all absent senators, as the majority of such sena¬ 
tors present shall agree, at the expense of such absent 
senator, unless such excuse for non-attendance shall be made 
to the senate, when a quorum is convened, shall judge suffi¬ 
cient; and, in that case, the expense shall be paid out of the 
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contingent fund. And this rule shall apply as well to the 
first convention of the senate of the legal time of meeting, 
as to each day of the session, after the hour has arrived to 
which the senate stood adjourned. 

9. When a motion shall be made, it shall be reduced to 
writing, if desired by the president, or any senator, deliv¬ 
ered at the table, and read, before the same shall be debated. 

10. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but— 

To adjourn to a day certain, 

To lay on the table, 

To postpone to a certain day, 

To postpone indefinitely, 

To commit, or 
To amend; 

which several motions shall have precedence, in the order 
they stand arranged, and the motion for adjournment shall 
always be in order, and be decided without debate. 

11. If the question in debate contain several points, any 
senator may have the same divided, but on a motion to- 
strike out and insert, it shall not be in order to move for a 
division of the question; but the rejection of a motion to 
strike out and insert one proposition, shall not prevent a 
motion to strike out and insert a different proposition, nor 
prevent a subsequent motion, simply to strike out; nor shall 
the rejection of a motion simply to strike out, prevent a sub¬ 
sequent motion to strike out and insert. 

12. In filling up blanks, the largest sum and longest 
time shall be first put. 

13. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the 
same is objected to by any senator, it shall be detennined by 
a vote of the senate, and without debate. 

14. The unfinished business in which the senate was 
engaged at the last preceding adjournment, shall have the 
preference in the special orders of the day. 

15. When the yeas and nays shall be called for by one- 
tenth of the senators present, each senator called upon shall, 
unless for special reasons he be excused by the senate, declare 
openly, and without debate, his assent or dissent to the ques¬ 
tion. In taking the yeas and nays, and upon the call of the 
senate, the names of the senators shall be called alphabetically. 

16. When the yeas and nays shall be taken upon any 
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question, in pursuance of the above rule, no senator shall be 
permitted, under any circumstances whatever, to vote after the 
decision is announced from the chair. 

17. On a motion made to shut the doors of the senate, on 
the discussion of any business which may, in the opinion of 
the members, require secrecy, the president shall direct the 
gallery to be cleared, and during the discussion of such motion, 
the doors shall remain shut. 

18. No motion shall be deemed in order to admit any per¬ 
son or persons whatsoever within the doors of the senate 
chamber, to present any petition, memorial or address, or to 
hear any such read. 

19. When a question has been made and carried in the af¬ 
firmative or negative, it shall be in order for any senator of 
the majority to move for the reconsideration thereof; but no 
motion for the reconsideration of any vote shall be in order 
after a bill, resolution, message, report, amendment or motion, 
upon which the vote was taken, shall have gone out of the 
possession of the senate, announcing their decision; nor shall 
any motion for reconsideration be in order, unless made on the 
same day on which the vote was taken, or by 12 o'clock next 
day. Provided, that when a vote, by which a bill is passed, is 
reconsidered, it shall be in order to move for a reconsideration 
of the vote by, which the bill was ordered to be engrossed and 
read a third time. 

20. All questions shall be put by the president of the sen¬ 
ate, and the senators shall signify their assent or dissent, by 
answering their aye or no. 

21. The president of the senate shall have the right to 
name a senator to perfonn the duties of the chair, but such 
substitution shall not exceed beyond an adjournment. 

22. After reading the journal, business shall be called in the 
following order: 

1st. Signing bills by president. 

2d. Call of districts. 

3d. House messages. 

4th. Reports from standing committees. 

5th. Reports from select committees. 

6 th. Bills on second reading. 

7th. Bills on third reading. 

8 th. Regular order of the day at 12 m. 

9th. Miscellaneous business. 
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Except the committees on enrolled and engrossed bills, and 
on journal, may report at any time. 

This order of business can not be set aside except by a vote 
of three-fourths of the senators voting. 

When reports of standing committees are in order, the com¬ 
mittee shall be entitled to the floor, last occupying it when the, 
reports were in order. 

These rules shall not interfere with special orders for par¬ 
ticular days, or special orders for the senate. 

Special orders shall be called at the hour of 12 o’clock, un¬ 
less specially set for some other hour. 

Under call of the districts, only bills, petitions or memorials 
shall be introduced; and every bill, petition, memorial or other 
paper shall, upon the first reading thereof, be referred by the 
president to the standing committee having the subject matter 
thereof under consideration, unless the senate by a two thirds 
vote order otherwise; and before any petition or memorial ad¬ 
dressed to the senate shall be received and read at the table, 
whether the same shall be introduced by the president or a 
senator, a brief statement of the contents of the petition or 
the memorial shall verbally be made by the introducer. 

23. Every bill shall receive three readings previous to its 
being passed; and the president shall give notice at each, 
whether it be first, second or third; which readings shall be on 
three different days; and no bill shall become a law until it 
shall have been referred to a committee and returned therefrom, 
and upon its final passage read at length, and the vote taken 

by yeas and nays, and the names of the senators voting for 
and against the same be entered on the journal; and the presi¬ 
dent shall, in the presence of the senate, sign all bills and joint 
resolutions passed by the general assembly after the titles have 
been publicly read immediately before signing, and the fact of 
signing shall be entered on the journal; and all resolutions 
proposing amendments to the constitution, or to which the 
approbation or signature of the president may be requisite, or 
which may grant money out of the contingent fund, shall be 
treated in all respects, in the introduction and form of pro¬ 
ceedings thereon in the senate, in a similar manner with bills. 

24. Bills on first reading may be amended or committed, 

and shall be read a second time when returned from the com¬ 
mittee on any subsequent day. 

25. The final question, upon the second reading of every 
bill, resolution, constitutional amendment or motion originat- 
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ing in the senate, and requiring three readings previous to its 
being passed, shall be, "whether it shall be engrossed and read 
a third time?" and no amendment shall be received for discus¬ 
sion at the third reading of any bill, resolution, amendment or 
motion, unless by unanimous consent of the members present; 
but it shall at all times be in order, before the final passage of 
any such bill, resolution, constitutional amendment or motion, 
to move its commitment, and if such commitment take place, 
and any amendment be reported by the committee, the said 
bill, resolution, constitutional amendment or motion shall be 
again read a second time, and then the aforesaid question shall 
be again put. 

26. The special orders of the day shall not be called by the 
chair before 12 o’clock, unless otherwise directed by the sen¬ 
ate. 

27. The titles of bills and such parts thereof only as shall 

be affected by proposed amendments, shall be inserted on the 
journals. 

28. The proceedings of the senate, when not in committee 
of the whole, shall be entered on the journal as concisely as 
possible, care being taken to detail a true and accurate account 
of its proceedings; but every vote of the senate shall be 
entered on the journal, and a brief statement of the contents 
of each petition, memorial or paper presented to the senate, 
shall also be inserted on the journal. 

29. The president of the senate shall appoint the chainnan 
and members of the standing committees. 

30. When motions are made for reference of the same sub¬ 
ject to a select committee, and to a standing committee, the 
question on reference to the standing committee shall be first 
put. 

31. When acting on confidential or executive business, the 
senate shall be cleared of all persons except the secretary, the 
assistant secretary and doorkeeper. The executive and confiden¬ 
tial legislative proceedings shall be kept in a separate book 
from the public legislative proceedings of the senate. 

32. When an amendment to be proposed to the constitution 
is under consideration, the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members of the senate shall be requisite. 

33. When any question may have been decided by the 
senate, in which two-thirds of the senators present are neces¬ 
sary to carry the affirmative, any senator who votes on that 
side which prevailed in the question, may be at liberty to move 



for a reconsideration, and a motion for a reconsideration shall 
be decided by a majority of the votes. 

34. Messages shall be sent to the house of representatives 

by the secretary, who shall previously endorse the final deter¬ 
mination of the senate thereon. 

35. Messages may be introduced in any stage of business, 
except while a question is being put, while the yeas and nays 
are being called, or while the ballot is being counted. 

36. The reporters shall be placed on the floor of the sen¬ 
ate by the secretary, or under his direction. 

37. The presiding officer of the senate shall have the regula¬ 
tion and control of such parts of the capitol, and of its pas¬ 
sages, as are or may be set apart for the use of the senate and 
its officers. 

38. Persons admitted on the floor of the senate chamber 
while the senate is in session: 

1. Executive officers of the State and of the United States. 

2. Judges of the State and of the United States courts, 
members of congress and members of the general assembly. 

3. Ex-members of congress and ex-senators of Alabama. 

4. Editors and reporters, at such tables as may be assigned 
on the floor or in the bar. 

All other persons are excluded therefrom, and all persons 
are to be excluded from the bar, and the chairs and seats of 
the senators, and from the closets of the senate chamber, and 
from being near the fireplaces. 

No smoking shall be allowed in the senate chamber. 

39. The time of meeting of the senate each day shall be 
10:30 o’clock a. m.; and in all cases, upon the adjournment of 
the senate, the secretary shall enter on the journal the hour of 
adjournment, and the name of the member on whose motion 
the adjournment was had. 

40. To aid in the dispatch of business, there shall be nine¬ 
teen standing committees, upon the following subjects and to 
consist of the number hereinafter named: 

1. On judiciary, including rules and regulations; to consist 
of eleven members. 

2. On finance and taxation, including accounts and claims, 
fees and salaries, and contingent fund; to consist of nine mem¬ 
bers. 

3. On federal relations; to consist of seven members. 
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4. On corporations; to consist of seven members. 

5. On local legislation; to consist of five members. 

6 . On education; to consist of seven members. 

7. On internal improvements, including highways and man¬ 
ufactures; to consist of seven members. 

8 . On agriculture; to consist of seven members. 

9. On municipal and county organization, and to include 
poor laws and charitable institutions; to consist of five mem¬ 
bers. 

10. On immigration, industrial resources and public build¬ 
ings; to consist of seven members. 

11. On privileges and elections, including grievances, dis¬ 
abilities and registration; to consist of five members. 

12. On printing; to consist of three members. 

13. On penitentiary, prisons and punishment; to consist of 
eight members. 

14. On military; to consist of three members. 

15. On temperance; to consist of seven members. 

16. On engrossed bills; to consist of three members. 

17. On enrolled bills; to consist of three members. 

18. On revision of the journal, to consist of five members; 
whose duty it shall be to examine in reference to each bill or 
resolution finally passed by the general assembly, and report 
whether the journal contains the entries in reference thereto 
required by the constitution. 

19. On rules; to consist of six members. 

41. Bills on third reading, postponed to a day certain, shall 
take precedence on such day, and from day to day thereafter 
until disposed of, of bills on third reading, and the precedence 
of such postponed bills shall be in the order of their postpone¬ 
ment respectively, and no bill shall be made a special order 
except by vote of the senate suspending the order of business. 

42. No discussion or debate shall be allowed while a vote 
is being taken, except by unanimous consent of the senate. 

43. A motion to law on the table any amendment or sub¬ 
stitute shall not carry with it the original bill, resolution or 
proposition. 

44. The secretary of the senate is required to furnish daily 

to the members of the senate a printed calendar of all the bills 
and resolutions intended to have the force of laws on third 
reading, in the order in which they are entitled to considera¬ 
tion. 
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45. All bills reported adversely by any committee shall be 
retained by the chairman until called for by senator. The 
chairman will then report the bill, which -will be read a sec¬ 
ond time, and the adverse report will come up for considera¬ 
tion, when regularly reached on the calendar. 

46. That no motion to suspend, modify or amend any rule 

or any part thereof, shall be in order except on one day's notice 
in writing, specifying precisely the rule, or part thereof, pro¬ 
posed to be suspended, modified or amended and the purpose 
thereof; and before any vote shall be taken on such motion, it 
shall be first referred to the committee on rules, and the said 
committee must report thereon; but any rule may be suspend¬ 
ed by unanimous consent of the senate. 

The report was adopted, and on motion of Mr. Compton the 
secretary was instructed to have printed, for the use of the 
senate, 200 copies of the report of the committee on rules, to¬ 
gether with the joint rules of the two houses, when adopted 
and the standing committees, and the officers and members of 
the two houses, with their postoffice address.

1. Upon the reception of a message from either house 
notifying the other of the originating and passing of bills, 
the secretary or clerk, as the case may be, shall, immediately 
after the message is read, proceed to read the bills by their 
titles, unless the reading be called for by some member, in 
which event the bill shall be read at length, and it shall be 
ordered forthwith to a second reading, or referred to a com¬ 
mittee. The house or senate, as the case may be, shall then 
proceed with the business upon which it was engaged when 
the message was received. 

2. When house or senate bills are signed by the speaker 

or president of the senate, thereupon the clerk or secretary, 
as the case may be, shall notify the other house arid request 
the signature of the presiding officer to the same; and as 
soon as the message is read, the presiding officer shall im¬ 
mediately sign the bills in the presence of the house or 
senate, as prescribed by the constitution. 

3. That no local or special bill shall be introduced into 
ithel house unless the member who introduces it discloses 
at the time the fact that the notice required by the consti¬ 
tution and laws has been given, and submits the proof there¬ 
of with the bill. 

4. Bills affecting individuals or private corporations are 
local or special bills within the meaning of the preceding 
Rule 3, but said rule does not apply to bills relating to 
public or educational institutions of, or in this State, or to 
industrial, mining, immigration or manufacturing corpora- 



tions, or interests, or to corporations for constructing canals, 
or improving navigable rivers and harbors of this State; 
nor to bills which apply to all persons within the territorial 
limits to be affected thereby, and general in their applica¬ 
tion to the class or locality. 

5. All bills for amendment to any section or part of the 
code, in which the subject matter is stated in the title by 
reference to the section or other sub-division of the code, 
must contain on the back of the bill, immediately below 
the title, a brief statement of the general subject to which 
such section or sub division relates.

To the General Assembly: 

I have the honor herewith to transmit a bill to be entitled 
"An act to regulate the compensation of sheriffs for the re¬ 
moval of prisoners," and ask your early and favorable con¬ 
sideration of it. 

The sheriffs constitute a most important and meritorious 
class of public officers. The peace and good order of society 
depend very largely upon the courageous and efficient dis¬ 
charge of their responsible and oftimes dangerous duties, 
and, as a class, they certainly deserve -well of the State. I 
am sure we will all agree that it is neither wisdom nor econ¬ 
omy to fix their compensation upon a niggardly scale, or to 
undervalue the worth of their services. The bill suggested, 
while it does not ignore these principles or lose sight of 
what is due our sheriffs, is designed to cure the manifest in¬ 
justice to the State of our present system, and the evils to 
which it leads. 

The present mode of compensation for removal of prison¬ 
ers has been in force for more than half a century. It was 
equitable and just to all concerned at a time when our rail¬ 
road system was in its infancy, and all our county seats were 
reached by travel overland in private conveyances, except in 
the case of a few county seats on navigable rivers. The al¬ 
lowance to the sheriff was $2.50 for every twenty miles trav¬ 
elled, with an allowance of $2.00 for a guard and $1.25 for 
the prisoner for like travel, and under the then existing con¬ 
ditions was not more than adequate compensation for the 
loss of time and cost incurred by the sheriff in perfonning 
such services. Now, when railroads reach nearly every 
county seat, and steam has shortened the time and decreased 
the cost of travel and lessened the danger and opportunities 
of a prisoner's escape or release, the allowance, under the 
present law, which is only 50 cents less for the sheriff and 
25 cents less for the prisoner for every twenty miles travel¬ 
led, than it was fifty years ago, in many instances amounts 
to reckless extravagance. As the present law gives these 
allowances, those who conscientiously render the service and 
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claim the compensation it allows, are not censurable. It is 
the law and not the officer of which complaint is made in the 
main. 

An inspection of the records in the auditor's office will 
show that some sheriffs nearly always apply for guards, 
while others seldom do so. Whether guards were necessa¬ 
ry in all cases in which they were allowed, I will not now 
enquire, since the present law leaves that question solely to, 
the judges. I feel compelled, however, to say that a law 
which permits the extravagant expenditures to which your 
attention is invited needs speedy and radical change. 

It costs the State $24.25 to remove a prisoner from Birm¬ 
ingham to Montgomery. The trip both ways can be com¬ 
fortably made by rail in twelve hours. After deducting rail¬ 
road fares and meals a net compensation of $13.50 is paid 
for this twelve hours' service. If the sheriff should obtain 
a guard the removal costs the State $43.65. 

It costs the State $124.20 to remove a prisoner from Mo¬ 
bile to Birmingham when a guard is employed. The jour¬ 
ney can be comfortably made both ways by rail in thirty-six 
hours. The amount paid for the guard for services on such 
atrip is $55.20, which after defraying all his expenses leaves 
a net profit of $35.00 for thirty-six hours' service of a 
guard. 

It costs the State $99.00 to remove a single prisoner from 
Opelika to Tuskaloosa. The journey both ways by rail can 
certainly be made with comfort in forty-eight hours. The 
amount allowed for services of the guard was $44.00. After 
deducting every reasonable expense of the journey it leaves 
a net profit of at least $22.00 for the forty-eight hours' ser¬ 
vice of a guard. 

A claim is now being pressed in the auditor's office for 
$121.50 for removing a prisoner from Wetumpka to Cam¬ 
den, in which the compensation of the sheriff for himself and 
guard is sought to be swollen by computing the mileage ac¬ 
cording to the meanderings of the river route, instead of by 
the much shorter mileage of the railroad route, which could 
be utilized for over two-thirds of the whole trip. The charge 
for the guard is $54.00. If he was on duty three days, it 
will be seen that after deducting all his necessary expenses, 
the compensation for the guard would be in enormous dis¬ 
proportion to the value of his services. 
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These are but illustrations of the actual workings of the 
present system. Other resultant evils will readily suggest 
themselves to you. Every case where a guard is employed 
shows the startling disproportion between the amount allow¬ 
ed and the reasonable or even generous value of the services 
rendered by the guard. There is no difficulty in obtaining 
the services of competent men as guards at $2.00 per day, 
especially, when their expenses are paid. The average 
amount paid for such services, under the present law, is six 
or seven times greater than that. A law which pennits ex¬ 
penditures on such a scale cannot be upheld. None of us 
would permit our private business to be so conducted. 

In the bill submitted for your consideration, compensation 
for the service is fixed on business principles. A just allow¬ 
ance is made to the sheriff and guard, when a guard is em¬ 
ployed, and provision made for all their reasonable ex¬ 
penses. 

I trust the bill will have your early consideration, and 
that a speedy stop will be put to the unnecessary drainage 
to which the treasury is subjected under our present law. I 
estimate that $2,500 per annum, at least, will be saved to the 
State without doing the slightest injustice to the meritorious 
officers who are concerned.

MONTGOMERY, ALA., Nov. 23, 1892. } 

To the General Assembly: 

As you are aware about thirty-six thousand acres of land 
have been forfeited to the State of Alabama, to indemnify 
it for the loss of other school lands to which it was entitled 
under various acts of congress. The claims were prosecuted 
by John H. Caldwell, under a contract with the State, by 
which he was to receive one-fourth of the recovery in kind. 
The status of these lands and those which may be hereafter 
certified to the State under this contract, is fixed by the "act 
to provide for the sale or lease of school indemnity lands 
certified to the State of Alabama by the United States, and 
to provide for the disposition of the proceeds thereof," ap¬ 
proved December 9th, 1890. Under that act, the lands are 
to be sold from time to time, and one-fourth of the proceeds 
paid to the said Caldwell, his representatives or assigns, 

This joint ownership, or interest, works a hardship upon the 
State's agent, who for years industriously prosecuted these 
claims at great expense to himself, and, who is, in equity 
and good conscience, entitled to receive compensation; in 
kind, as provided in the contract, without waiting the slow 
process of disposing of the lands, before he can receive his 
full compensation. In my bi-ennial message, I submitted 
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to you whether it would not be wise, looking to the ultimate 
good of the school fund, to withhold these lands from sale 
for some years to come; and, it that policy should prevail, 
it is tantamount to denying the agent compensation, perhaps 
during the term of his natural life. This joint interest is, 
also, embarrasing as it may lead to differences as to the pro¬ 
priety of sales at different times and the value to be placed 
upon different tracts. In view of all this, I think it to the 
interest of all concerned that provision should be made by 
law for portioning these lands; and I transmit herewith a 
bill on the subject, which I think is properly guarded, au¬ 
thorizing the governor, upon the request of the agent, to 
make such partition. I recommend it to your favorable 
consideration.

INAUGURATION OF THOMAS G. JONES AS GOVERNOR OF THE STATE 
OF ALABAMA. 

In pursuance of the joint resolution of the two houses of 
the general assembly, heretofore adopted, the senate proceeded 
to the hall of the house of representatives to witness the in¬ 
auguration of the governor-elect. 

The joint convention was called to order by the president of 
the senate. 

The doorkeeper of the senate then announced the governor- 
elect, whereupon the governor-elect entered, escorted by the

joint committee of the two houses of the general assembly, 
preceded by the judges of the supreme court, and followed by 
the other State officers and their clerks, and took the seats 
prepared for them in the house. 

The inauguration ceremonies were opened with prayer by 
the Rev. Dr. J. W. Rush, of the city. 

The president of the senate directed the secretary of the 
senate to call the roll of the senate, when the following sena¬ 
tors answered to their names, being a majority thereof, viz.:

The president of the senate then announced the purpose of 
the joint convention, and introduced Thomas G. Jones, the 
Governor-elect, who addressed the joint convention as follows: 
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INAUGURAL ADDRESS OF GOV. THOS. G. JONES. 

Gentlemen of the General Assembly: 

In appearing before you the second time, to accept the 
great trust conferred by the people of Alabama, there would 
seem to be little need of elaboration of my views, or extended 
statement of the principles which will guide me in the dis¬ 
charge of official duty; since, on another like occasion, in 
numerous addresses to my fellow citizens, and in frequent 
official communications, I have freely spoken concerning State 
affairs. 

At the threshold of our duties, however, a grave problem 
presses upon us alike. How shall the public faith and credit 
be best maintained, and the blessings of wise and efficient 
government continued to the people? Patriotic as you are, 
and all of one mind in inflexible purpose to subserve the pub¬ 
lic weal, I find difference as to means to that end, upon the 
just accommodation of which, in a large measure, depends the 
happiness of the people. 

Obligation to the party which placed us in power, which 
demands that its acts shall be fairly known and judged, duty 
which makes me unwilling to avoid a share of responsibility, 
and strong convictions which I would not conceal, alike com¬ 
pel me to discuss at some length the principles which should 
govern in providing revenue to make up the present and future 
deficits in the treasury. 

Since 1874 the party which placed us in power has been in 
undisturbed control of the State government. So far as the 
State government has the power to effect the weal or woe of a 
people, our party is responsible for the condition of the peo¬ 
ple of Alabama during that period. 

THE OFFICES CREATED. 

Is there any foundation for the complaints of our enemies 
that the party has multiplied useless offices in the past, or 
been guilty of extravagance in the expenditure of public 
money? Is there any justice in our acting on such a theory 
in pursuing the retrenchment which existing conditions force 
upon us? What useless office has the party created or what 
extravagance can be laid to its door? 

Was the party unwise to add two judges to our highest 
court, and to give it sufficient clerical assistance to enable it 
properly and promptly to discharge its important duties? 
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Was it wrong to give the people two more circuit judges and 
solicitors and a chancellor to administer the law in their midst, 
and to prevent the many ills of a failure to administer Speedy 
justice ? 

Did not the plighted faith of the State, and the welfare of 
the great private interests that are saved by its maintenance, 
demand that the State keep its contract with creditors to pay, 
from time to time, the increased interest under the debt settle¬ 
ment ? 

Who will affirm that the party was unwise or unjust to the 
people in increasing from time to time, as the number of chil- 
ren increase, the appropriation for the maintenance of public 
schools ? 

Was it unwise or extravagant for the State to expend for 
its entire reserved police force, for the execution of its laws 
in time of need, a sum not equal to that which several of our 
cities yearly pay to preserve order within their own corporate 
boundaries ? Has not our recent past and the history of our 
sister commonwealths demonstrated that the cost was more 
than one hundred fold repaid by the sense of public security 
which it gave, and the horrors which it spared us? 

Was it extravagant or unwise to create an inspector of 
mines to enforce precautions, which private enterprises did 
not always take, for the safety of thousands of our fellow citi¬ 
zens to work under ground ? 

Did the party err in the appointment of officers to protect 
the oyster industries of the State, which were fast being de¬ 
stroyed, and that too when the fees for their services more 
than sufficed, and left a surplus in the treasury ? 

Was there extravagance in the creation of the railroad com¬ 
mission ? Was not that instrumentality created in obedience 
to a popular demand, to cure evils which could not otherwise 
be reached? Did it take one cent from the State treasury? 

The burden of its support was placed elsewhere, and supplied 
by sources of taxation which cannot be otherwise availed of. 
Was it wrong to the people to give them an agricultural de¬ 
partment ? That was done at the instance of the farmers of 
Alabama with the wise purpose to stimulate agriculture, upon 
whose success the very life and prosperity of the State depend. 
The support of the department has never taken a dollar out of 
the treasury, but brought to the State revenue many times the 
cost of the department. 

Was it an unwise expenditure to provide officers for a 
proper system of inspection and management of the thousands 
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of convicts with whom the State has been compelled to deal 
in past years, to rescue the system not merely fro m financial 
failure, but from the greater evils of inhumanity and 
scandal? 

Was it an unwise expenditure of public money to provide 
for a geological survey which authoritatively unfolds to the 
world, and often discloses even to our own people, our riches 
of field, farm and mine, thereby adding to values, and attract¬ 
ing capital and desirable immigration ? 

Did not the affairs of a State, rapidly growing in popula¬ 
tion and wealth, necessitate some slight increase in the clerical 
service to properly conduct its business and records ? 

Was the welfare of the people overlooked in the appoint¬ 
ment of an examiner of public accounts to make a thorough 
investigation of the disbursements of the numerous officers 
entrusted with public money ? No person in any private 
business, whose expenditures equals those of the State, fails 
to have such a safeguard. The necessity for its creation was 
emphasized by the great defalcation in the treasury in 1883. 

It saves money to the State, not only in preventing unfaith¬ 
fulness, but often times in detecting it and compelling repara¬ 
tion. 

Did not humanity and honor demand that the State con¬ 
tinue to make increased provision for the indigent, deaf, 
dumb, blind and insane as the number of those unfortunates 
increased? 

THE ITEMS AND THE RECORD. 

These are the main items in which the current expenses of 
the government have been increased, and include, I believe, 
every new office which has been created in the past twelve 
years. During that period the population has increased about 
300,000 souls, and the State has nearly doubled its taxable, 
values. 

In the face of this record, who can justly affirm that the 
great party which for eighteen years past has continuously 
guided the destinies of Alabama, has not been a faithful and 
economical servant of the people? Who can truly declare 
that its extravagance or lack of tender regard for the inter¬ 
ests of the people are the causes of the present condition of our 
treasury ? 

The simple truth is, that the condition of the treasury was 
mainly brought about by the unfortunate reduction of the 
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tax rate. The condition of our finances, so far from prov¬ 
ing extravagance, demonstrates only that the anxious desire 
of the party to decrease public burdens, led it into prema¬ 
ture efforts for the relief of the people. 

IS ALABAMA TOO POOR TO PROVIDE GOOD GOVERNMENT? 

Upon what principle then should we proceed to raise the 
necessary revenue for the future ? 

In the light of the undisputed facts, wise retrenchment 
cannot proceed upon the theory that the excess of expendi¬ 
ture under any one head, compared with the amount requir¬ 
ed a few years since, under different conditions, necessarily 
represents either extravagance or unwisdom. 

The first and paramount inquiry, therefore, is whether 
Alabama is too poor to provide for those wants of the peo¬ 
ple, which in this enlightened age, statesmanship demands 
government to undertake in the interests of the people. We 
have had our trials, our seasons of prosperity and adversity, 
but Alabama is not too poor to give its people wise and en¬ 
lightened government. Any change which unduly fetters 
the operations of government is not in the interest of the 
people and is not economy. 

If, however, were are not in condition to perform all the 
functions of good government and must dispense with some 
of them, then the question arises whether, under existing 
conditions the welfare and happiness of the people can be 
better subserved by submitting to the evils resultant from 
withdrawing appropriations for any particular purpose, than 
by bearing some increased burden in raising the necessary 
revenue to provide for it. 

All will admit the justice of making the increase of burdens 
rest fairly and equitably upon every class of citizens. Are we 
sure that some of the retrenchment most strenuously pressed 
does not violate this principle, as to officials and clerks? They 
are servants of the people, but citizens as well, and entitled to 
as much consideration at our hands as men in private employ¬ 
ment. With some few exceptions State officers are illy paid; 
but, nevertheless, they should bear their just proportion of any 
necessary sacrifice. If the amounts paid by the State to offi¬ 
cers and clerks are fair and just, in view of the service render¬ 
ed, why should their income be subjected to greater burdens 
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than those exacted from men earning like amounts from pri¬ 
vate employer? The evils of an income tax are so obvious 
that no proposition has been made to replenish the treasury by 
the imposition of such a tax; yet the scale of retrenchment 
some propose as to many ot the officers and clerks amounts to 
an imposition of an income tax of nearly 20 per cent, per an¬ 
num on that class, while others go unburdened by it. Will 
this promote the efficiency of the public service? 

Is it wise to put a sudden stop to the geological survey? If 
it be necessary to discontinue it for the future, ought not some 
provision be made to finish explorations not yet completed, in 
which much work has been done and much valuable informa¬ 
tion gained, and to give the people of the State the benefit of 
it? 


PUBLIC CALAMITY THREATENED. 

Is it wisdom to abolish the whole appropriation for putting 
the State troops in camps of instruction? These camps of in¬ 
struction provide the only real means of disciplining them, and 
rendering them efficient for guard and other duties, upon the 
proper performance of which depends the reliability and value 
of the force when on duty in times of disorder. Undisciplin¬ 
ed volunteers at best are but a mob, and when such troops are 
sent to suppress lawlessness, at the instance of the civil author¬ 
ities, it is practically pitting one mob against another. The 
great riots at Pittsburg and Cincinnati a few years since were 
the unavoidable results of using undisciplined forces to sup¬ 
press great commotions and tumults. What would probably 
have been the history of this State, in more than one instance 
in the past year, if it had not maintained a well regulated mili¬ 
tia, which all the forefathers declare is essential to the "secu¬ 
rity of a free State." Even now, men who claim influence 
over thousands, of their fellow men boldly avow both a pur¬ 
pose and ability to band them together and overthrow State 
laws by violence, if the State does not immediately change one 
law, in accordance with their wishes, regardless of the present 
ability of the State to do so at once. Is it a time when the 
State should impair the efficiency of its reserved police force 
and discourage it and break down its morale? Certainly, if 
the State is too poor to maintain a reliable police force, which 
is fostered in every well ordered government, to enforce its 
laws in time of need, some part of the appropriation for camps 
of instruction must be withdrawn. The State, no more than 
a city, can afford an inadequate and ill disciplined police force, 
and I cannot think it wise to withdraw this appropriation. I 
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feel constrained to declare my solemn conviction that if the 
whole of this appropriation is withdrawn, it will greatly im¬ 
pair the efficiency of our militia and may result in public ca¬ 
lamity. 

KEEPING PLIGHTED FAITH. 

There are some other propositions for retrenchment to which 
I must allude, for your action upon it will vitally affect the cred¬ 
it of the State. Years ago the United States gave certain land 
script to the State, in trust for the endowment of the Agricul¬ 
tural and Mechanical College. The script was sold, and the 
proceeds amounting to $253,500 were placed in the treasury, 
and used by the State. Bonds of the State to that amount, 
bearing 8 per cent, interest, were placed in the State treas¬ 
ury, to be held in trust for the college to secure the debt, 
and these bonds remain there to-day, though they have all 
matured. In 1879 Alabama enacted "that for the payment 
of interest at the rate of 8 per cent, per annum on the fund 
of $253,500 arising from the sale of script for the land do¬ 
nated in trust to the State of Alabama, by the act of Con¬ 
gress, the faith and credit of the State is forever pledged." 

Some now propose to keep the plighted faith of the State 
one-half only, and to pay four per cent, interest. What 
right in law or morals has the State to do this? What 
equity or justice is there in making a forced loan from the 
college? If "the faith and credit of the State," "forever 
pledged" to one of our colleges be violated, who will confide 
in the faith and pledges of the State hereafter, or what use¬ 
ful purpose can be subserved by considering measures now 
before you to refund our public debt at lower interest, or in 
relying on or hoping for future arrangements dependent on 
our plighted faith, to tide over our difficulties. 

If the contract with the college is a hard one, it would 
seem better by agreement, to issue new State bonds at a low¬ 
er rate, and out of the proceeds of their sale to return the 
amount borrowed from the college and allow it to loan the 
money at such rate of interest as it can. 

We are guardians of a great and growing State, which is 
in the morn of a brighter era of material progress and po¬ 
litical happiness. A growing State cannot thrive if bound 
in by a cast iron rule of expenditure, which will not expand 
as the necessities of its growth require. Let our retrench- 
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ment to the extent necessary fall in proportion on all our gov¬ 
ernmental wants rather than dispense altogether with any 
one vital want, in order to provide for some other need. 

NO ADEQUATE PROVISION. 

If, however, these views as to the manner and extent of 
retrenchment are unwise, and all is effected that is claimed 
on opposite lines, the stubborn fact remains that no adequate 
provision is made thereby for existing and future deficits, 
which under existing law must occur in the treasury at the 
end of the fiscal years, September 30th, 1893, and Septem¬ 
ber 30th, 1894, aggregating according to the best estimates, 
nearly a half million of dollars, during these two fiscal years. 

I am not definitely advised of the amount of expenditures 
which would be cut off, if all the pending bills providing for 
reductions are passed, nor of the probable income from some 
proposed new sources of taxation. It is safe to say, howev¬ 
er, that the aggregate increase will not exceed $75,000 un¬ 
der the most sanguine estimates. It is conceded by all that 
a change must be made as speedily as possible in our exist¬ 
ing convict system whether the bill recommended by the 
convict commission is adopted, or whether the change is to 
be effected in some other mode. It is almost certain that 
$50,000 per annum, the net profits of the present system, 
will no longer be available for the general purposes of the 
State, and that sum will have to be provided for from other 
revenue. It is not risking much perhaps to say that the 
contemplated reduction of the tag tax and the fees under the 
oyster law will withdraw from the treasury at least ten thou¬ 
sand dollars more, which the State has been using in its fis¬ 
cal operations. So, if we balance our net gains under pro¬ 
posed reforms they provide for only $15,000 out of a deficit 
of $216,725, leaving $201,725 deficit to be provided for by 
September 30th, 1893, and about a like deficit September 
30th, 1894. 

The receipts for the fiscal year 1893 are from taxes col¬ 
lected at the present rate, under the assessment made in this 
calendar year and from licenses, etc., collected in the early 
part of 189. No increase of taxes, unless it operates retro¬ 
actively (a thing not to be contemplated), will enable us to 
meet that deficit. Nearly a fourth of the fiscal year will 
have elapsed before any retrenchment proposed can be felt 
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in the revenues for the fiscal year ending in 1893. It results, 
therefore, if all retrenchments and reduction proposed by 
any of us are wise and made effective by legislation, only 
three-fourths of the savings or increase would reach the 
treasury before September 30th, and this amount as we have 
seen is about balanced by the loss of revenue from changes 
in the convict system and the agricultural departments. 

This deficit must therefore be arranged as were the drafts 
upon the treasury for January the 1st next, not only by the 
use of the borrowing power to the full extent allowed, but 
by raising about a like amount of money by the use of the 
hitherto excellent credit of the State. How is it to be done? 
What balance-sheet of assets can we show to assure confi¬ 
dence that we will repay what we need if it is loaned us ? 
Will men loan money on our estimates of increased values ? 
Is there any reason to believe that our next assessment on 
taxable values, which is based on the values of next January, 
will be greater than the assessments last January ? 


A SPECULATIVE ARGUMENT. 

It is true greater confidence is abroad, and there is strong 
ground to hope for increased values for January 1894, but 
who can predict with confidence that property will be listed 
on higher values for January, 1893, than in January, 1892, 
in view of the low price of our chief staple and the great 
depression of this year? Are not the probabilities at least 
against any increase in values next January? What if val¬ 
ues fall off ? What other argument than the speculative one, 
as to the increase of values can we offer to foster belief in 
our ability to pay what we will need next September ? Will 
not the answer be, if we point to improved modes of assess¬ 
ments, which ought by all means to be adopted, that Alabama 
has struggled without much practical results against these 
same evils since 1819, and that the existing rate will not 
meet the wants of the State, even if there be great improve¬ 
ment in the modes of assessment, and the values do not de¬ 
cline ? What is to become of the credit of the State, which 
is not more vital to her than it is to the welfare of the pri¬ 
vate citizen, if on next September the treasury cannot meet 
the expenses of maintaining the government ? Must we then 
stop the schools ? How far can we administer justice ? What 
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is to become of all the great interests and the peace and wel¬ 
fare of the State, which can riot live when the government 
does not pay its just expenses and meet its just wants ? Such 
a condition of things will be a thousand fold worse and en¬ 
tail far greater suffering and hardship than can result from 
a moderate increase in taxation. 

Any reasonable effort at retrenchment which you may 
adopt, although my individual judgment does not coincide, 
will have my hearty co-operation. But when it is apparent 
that no retrenchment in our power will bridge our deficits, 
is it not high time we were considering the rate of taxation ? 
And what rate can be better than a rate which will raise only 
the needed revenue and not a cent more? 

The proposition submitted in my biennial message was to 
increase a mill, if necessary. If increase in values, better 
assessments or wiser laws, shall result in sufficient revenue 
in the future, not a dollar of the increase will be collected. 

It was in essence and substance a recommendation to raise 
only what was needed. If we refuse to take such action, 
how can we expect to restore confidence ? How can we induce 
any one on September 30th, 1893, to arrange for tiding over 
that deficit, and saving our constituents great hardships if 
we can not reasonably assure them that our revenues will 
enable us to repay their advances ? What will be our situa¬ 
tion in September, 1894? 

The last reduction in taxation was a risky experiment, and 
has operated greatly to the disadvantage of the State. We 
can not afford to embark in any more doubtful experiments 
to retrieve our losses. Another mistake may entail great dis¬ 
aster upon us. 

TRUST THE PEOPLE. 

It is wisdom and patriotism alike to place supreme trust 
in the intelligence and good sense of the people in this mat¬ 
ter. They will cheerfully sustain whatever is necessary and 
right to preserve their government. They do not doubt our 
motives or purpose to serve them; and we can not doubt 
their purpose to uphold the honor and welfare of the State. 

Who that puts unreserved and supreme faith in the people, 
will doubt that, under existing conditions, they will approve 
an increase in the rate of taxation necessary to sustain their 
State, which will not exceed the rate they cheerfully paid six 
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years ago, and is much less than that paid before 1887, on 
valuations considerably less than at present ? The people 
will have cause to condemn us, and will condemn us, if in 
mistrust of them, or the justice of their judgment, we refrain 
from taking any measure which would otherwise commend 
itself to our approval, to sustain the public faith and credit. 
The Democratic party can dare to do right. 

And now with a firm purpose to "take care that the laws 
be faithfully executed," without regard to race, class or con¬ 
dition of life, and as far as in me lies under Divine Provi¬ 
dence to be the Governor of the whole people, I am ready 
to take the oath of office. 

At the conclusion of the address, the oath of office pre¬ 
scribed by law, was administered to him by the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, Hon. George W. Stone. 

The speaker then gracefully presented to the governor a 
portrait of the governor made by Miss Lazarus of Birming¬ 
ham, which the governor received in an appropriate speech of 
thanks, commending the gift as a work of art. 

The president of the senate then announced that the object 
of the joint convention had been accomplished, and the con¬ 
vention was dissolved. The senate then returned to its cham¬

MONTGOMERY, December 8, 1892 } 

To the General Assembly : 

Our financial situation imperatively demands an increase of 
revenue, and I am sure that in whatever measures you may 
devise to that end, it is not your purpose to put the entire 
burden of the increase upon the real and personal property. 
Unless some action is taken now, it will be out of your power 
to make the subject of taxation, which is reached by licenses, 
bear their proportion of any increase you make. Yon have 
not time before the recess to pass any law raising license taxa¬ 
tion for 1893. License taxes, under the present revenue law 
are due on the first of January, and the bulk of all these licenses 
will be paid at the present figures before yon reassemble on 
the 19th proximo, unless you provide otherwise before taking 
a recess. 

The needs of the treasury will not permit the suspension of 
the collection of these license taxes until your honorable 
bodies can act upon the matter of the increase. 

I therefore suggest the passage of a joint resolution direct¬ 
ing the auditor to insert in all licenses, as one of the conditions 
thereof, that such license is subject to such increased rate as 
may be imposed by law during the present fiscal year, and that 
upon failure of the holder of such license to pay, within 30 
days after the passage of such law, the increased amount which 
may be due under it for such license, the holder thereof shall 
be liable to be proceeded against, for carrying on such business 
or occupation as though no license had issued. 

Such a joint resolution and the insertion of such a condition 
in the license would give fair notice to all that the legislature 
might increase the amount, and it would prevent a condition 
of things which would otherwise happen, if the increase was 
made, of one man paying one rate and another man paying 
another rate for engaging in the same kind of business or oc¬ 
cupation.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

To the General Assembly : 

Under the act to provide for the public printing of the 
State, approved February 28th, 1889, the secretary of State is 
required to send out circulars in the month of October to each 
daily newspaper, which publishes weekly editions, inviting 
bids for publishing laws- of a general and public nature, which 
may be enacted by the next ensuing general assembly. Being 
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misled by somewhat contradictory provisions for public print¬ 
ing, the circular which was required to be sent out was not 
in fact issued until the 17th November, and after the com¬ 
mencement of the present session, and only one bid has been 
received and several of the newspapers complain they did not 
receive the circular. 

The notice not having been sent out on time, and the letting 
being impossible before the meeting of the general assembly, 
the board had doubts as to their right to accept any bid under 
the circumstances, and therefore rejected them, and the result 
is that no one is authorized by law to print the general laws 
passed at this session. 

I therefore recommend the passage of a joint resolution 
authorizing the secretary of State now to address circulars, as 
provided in section 14 of said act, inviting bids for the print¬ 
ing therein mentioned, which bids shall be opened on the 20th 
day of December, and that thereupon the board shall proceed 
to act in all respects as though such circulars had been issued 
in the month of October.

The joint committee of conference to whom was referred 
the disagreement of the two houses on house bill 64, being a 
bill entitled an act to make appropriations for the ordinary 
expenses of the executive, legislative and judicial departments 
of the State, for interest on the public debt and for public 
schools, beg leave to report as follows: 

The committee recommend concurrence in senate amend¬ 
ment to paragraph 6, of section 1 of house bill appropriating 
$2,250 per annum for salary of superintendent of education. 
Also concurrence in senate amendment to paragraph 8, of 
section 1, of house bill appropriating $1500 per annum for 
recording secretary to the governor. 

Also concurrence in senate amendment to paragraph 9, sec¬ 
tion 1 of said bill, appropriating $1500 for one clerk in audi¬ 
tor's office, and $1200 each for two clerks in said office per 
annum. 

Your committee recommend that the senate recede from its 
amendment to paragraph 11, of section 1, of said bill, and that 
$2000 be appropriated for clerical assistance in the office of 
superintendent of education. 

Also recommend that the senate recede from its amendment 
to paragraph 18, of section 1, of said bill, appropriating 
$1500 as salary for secretary of the chief justice. 

Your committee recommend that the senate recede from its 
amendment to paragraph 22, of section 1, of said bill, provid¬ 
ing the solicitors' salaries at $2500 per annum each, and recom¬ 
mend the same at $2400 per annum each, and recommend 
concurring in the amendment of the senate providing for the 
commissions over the amount of the salaries as amended by 
conference committee by striking out $500 and inserting $600, 
so that the paragraph will read as follows: 

For compensation of eleven solicitors, $2400 each, for each 
year; in all $52,800; provided further, that in addition to the 
above salary, each solicitor shall receive commissions as fol¬ 
lows: Thirty per cent, on the first thousand dollars or any part 
theieof earned in fees by him over and above $2400; 15 per 
cent on the second thousand dollars or any part thereof, so 
earned; and 10 per cent, on all sums earned over and above 
the said second thousand dollars, said commission to be paid 
as the salaries of solicitors are paid; in no case shall said com¬ 
mission exceed the sum of $600 per annum. 
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Your committee recommend that the senate recede from its 
amendment to paragraph 23, section 1, of said bill, appropriat¬ 
ing $1500 per annum for the salary of mine inspector, and 
that the same be $1200 per annum—in all $2400. 

Your committee recommend concurrence in senate amend¬ 
ment to paragraph 31, of section 1, of said bill, appropriating 
$7000 for the first year, and $10,000 for the second year for 
incidental and contingent expenses, including interest on and 
the cost of effecting temporary loans and other arrangements 
for maintaining the public credit, to be disbursed upon the 
order of the governor.

To the General Assembly: 

I have approved S. B. 49, "an act, to confer upon the Ala¬ 
bama Grand Trunk Railroad Company additional rights and 
powers." 

While I heartily approve liberal grants of power to railroads 
and other corporate enterprises, which will develop our State 
and add to its wealth, it seems to me that the provisions of this 
act, pass the limit of prudent legislation in that regard. It is, 
to say the least, doubtful whether the act, in addition to con¬ 
ferring power upon the corporation to build its railroad, con¬ 
solidate with other railroads, buy and sell lands for investment, 
does not also authorize it to "engage in any business" as an 
individual might, whether gennane to the prime objects of 
the charter or not. 

In view of your adjournment to-day, and the fact that it is 
pressed upon me that delay may endanger some negotiations 
of the company, and that evils which might result can be 
cured by the control reserved to the general assembly, by sec¬ 
tion 4, article I, of the constitution, I have deferred to the 
action of the two houses and approved the bill, but I do not 
desire my approval, under the circumstances, to be considered 
a precedent in similar cases, should they arise in the future.

I am directed by the governor to communicate to the sen¬ 
ate a message in writing with accompanying document.

The governor’s message was read as follows: 

To the Senate: 

I return herewith, without my approval, and for the recon¬ 
sideration required by the constitution, s. B. 11 "To regulate the 
exceptions to the giving or refusal of charges asked in writ¬ 
ing." 

The bill is an exact copy of one recommended by the State 
Bar Association, except that it has been amended by adding 
the words, "All charges shall be given or refused by the trial 
judge, without qualification or explanation; and all given 
charges shall be read to the jury by the party or attorney ask¬ 
ing the same," the existing law is as follows : 

Section 2355.—"Charges moved for by either party, must 
be in writing and must be given or refused, in the terms in 
which they are written ; and it is the duty of the judge to 
write "given" or "refused," as the case may be, on the docu¬ 
ment and sign his name thereto; which thereby becomes a part 
of the record, and may be taken by the jury with them on 
their retirement." 
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Under this statute, as construed by our courts, the judge can¬ 
not qualify, but he may explain charges given. The bill under 
consideration forbids explanation as well as qualification. 

The judge and the jury are the constituents of those courts, 
nearest to all classes of the people, having exclusive jurisdic¬ 
tion, on final trial, of all prosecutions involving the life and 
liberty of the citizen, and in the great mass of all civil suits or 
cantroversies involving the rights of persons or property. The 
province of each, the law for centuries has pointed out and 
defined. To the judge is committed the exclusive power of 
deciding all questions of law; which may arise during the 
progress of the trial. To the jury is confided the exclusive 
power of ascertaining and determining the facts, and one may 
not invade the province of the other. To direct and aid the 
jury in the exercise of the power confided to them, it is the 
duty of the court to instruct as to law, in the varying phases 
of the facts, as the evidence may present them, and no higher 
duty rests upon the judge. All such instructions, it is con¬ 
templated by the law, will be clear and consistent and adapted 
to the cause. The parties have the well recognized right to 
request instructions in addition to such as-the judge may have 
given—the right by the common law, and the right by the 
existing statutes, largely in derogation of the common law. 

By the common law the judge was not under duty of giving 
the instructions requested in the tenns in which they were 
expressed, and it rested in his discretion to refuse them, if in 
his judgment, the instructions previously given covered the 
real merits of the case, and were sufficient to enable the jury 
to give a proper verdict in the point of the law. The existing 
statutes secure the right of written instructions in the terms 
in which they are written. An unbroken construction of the 
statute, which was passed in 1852, is that it does not deprive 
the judge of the power, nor lessen his duty to explain such in¬ 
structions, if, in his judgment, explanations be necessary, to 
render them intelligible, or to prevent their misleading the 
jury. 

The bill under consideration strikes down the power to ex¬ 
plain instructions, and takes away a power hitherto deemed 
highly salutary and essential to a fair and just administration 
of the law. It limits and restricts the duty of the judge to the 
absolute refusal of instructions or to the giving of them as 
they are written, and works a radical change to the practice of 
the courts and the settled law of the State.

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It is not an argument in support of the bill that if such in¬ 
structions require explanation they may be refused without 
error. This is certainly true, but such instructions are very 
often suggestive and impress the judge with the conviction 
that, upon the point or phrase of the case, to which they re¬ 
late, a clear instruction, not involved or ambiguous should be 
given. What wrong or injury can result from the explanation 
of the instructions thereby the better enabling the jury to ap¬ 
prehend a point of the law, the instructions is intended to 
embody? Under the existing law if the judge, under guise of 
explanation, in effect qualifies the charge it is an error and will 
be corrected on appeal. 

In an explanation the judge is keeping within the bounds of 
his office. He is not usurping or invading the province of 
the jury. He is simply vigilant in aiding the jury, as it is his 
duty to aid them, in the performance of their duties. The 
instructions are ordinarily drawn by the counsel in the haste 
necessarily incident to the trial. Whatever may be the learn¬ 
ing or ability of the counsel, often the instructions will not be 
as clear or as precise, or as free from involvment or ambiguity, 
as they would he, if drawn when the occasion pennitted due 
deliberation. What function of justice is embarrassed by al¬ 
lowing the Judge in such a case, if he thinks the instruction is 
material, but is drawn likely to mislead, to give the instructions, 
and at the same time explain them. 

In the very nature of things, under our system of jurispru¬ 
dence, the justice awarded suitors must depend very greatly 
upon the skill and intelligence of attorneys. There are many 
delicate questions arising in every case, which must be confided 
solely to an attorney, and the courts cannot prevent his error 
or mistakes from working injury to his clients. 

The effort of modern jurisprudence, however, has been to 
gauge the justice meted out by the courts rather by the merits 
and truth of the cause, than by the skill or weakness of the 
opposing attorneys in presenting it to the court and jury. 

The powerful always retain the highest talent available at the- 
bar, and the weaker litigants sometimes find that they must 
rely upon the attorneys of less experience and ability, because 
the field of their selections has already been narrowed by an 
adversary who has better means and opportunities for selecting 
the best. The more inexperienced or skillful an attorney may 
be, the greater the danger of his asking, in the haste of trials, 
instructions which need explanations to render them proper 
guides for the jury. 
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The bill under discussion relates both to civil and criminal 
trials. It often happens that a defendant on trial for his life 
must rely upon young and inexperienced counsel; and the 
prisoner's fate will largely rest upon the skill of his attorney 
in framing the instructions to the jury. Would it be right 
or just in such a case to compel a judge, who sits to administer 
justice, to refuse instructions inaptly framed because as pre¬ 
sented they are misleading, and strip him by statute of all 
power to explain them so that he might give them to aid the 
jury in reaching a right verdict. 

Ought not the effort, on the other hand, be to leave the 
judge the largest freedom, consistent with due regard for the 
province of the jury, to prevent causes from being unduly 
effected by the skill or ability of the counsel on the one side, 
or the weakness or inexperience of the counsel on the other? 

We will go a long way towards intrenching a system in our 
jurisprudence which will make the skill of attorneys, rather 
than the merits of the causes, turn the scales of justice, if we 
render the judge powerless to prevent the wreck of a good 
cause by explaining instructions for the jury, when perhaps 
though inapt and perhaps obscure, they would, if explained, 
point the jury to important considerations in the case, or tend 
to prevent their being misled in applying the law to the facts 
as they find them. 

Under our system the jury must take the law from the 
courts,, but when they render general verdicts, as is nearly 
always the case, they not only find the facts, but in effect as¬ 
certain the judgment which the law demands upon the facts 
so found. It is all the more important, therefore, that they 
should not be misled or confused by instructions or by the 
absence of instructions. Jurymen are often unfamiliar with 
technical terms, which are frequently used in instructions, and 
are uncertain as to the effect of charges given them. What 
harm can arise, for instance, from a judge telling the jury 
who had been instructed, as to the degree of homicide, inflicted, 
without malice, "in sudden heat of passion," that to excuse 
the prisoner on the ground of passion there must have been 
reasonable provocation. The trial court, if the present bill 
were a law, must either prejudice the prisoner by refusing the 
charge outright, or, having given it, run the risk of the jury 
being misled because powerless to explain that the passion 
which will excuse, no matter how heated, must have had rea¬ 
sonable cause. 
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Take another instance. The court is asked to instruct that 
jury that the prisoner can not be found guilty "unless the evi¬ 
dence against him is such as to exclude to a moral certainty 
every supposition but that of his guilt." This is a correct 
statement of the law and the court gives the instructions, but 
apprehensive that it may, unexplained, confuse the jury, would 
like to explain that this only means that the jury must be 
satisfied of his guilt beyond a reasonable doubt. The bill 
under consideration would forbid it. Numbers of like cases 
can be found in our supreme court, which upheld the propriety 
and healthfulness in the administration of justice of the power 
to explain charges. 

I can not resist the conclusion, if this bill becomes a law, 
that the absence of all power to explain instructions will be 
the cause of the refusal of them in many cases, which do not 
arise under present law; and that the only effect will be to 
cause courts to be more hair-splitting in refusing charges with¬ 
out any corresponding advance of justice and only add to the 
uncertainty of trial in nisi-prius courts. 

The bill under consideration was not presented to the gov¬ 
ernor until the evening of December 12, and at 2 o'clock that 
night the general assembly took a recess, under a joint resolu¬ 
tion, until the 19th of January, 1898. There is, therefore, no 
senate, the house in which the bill originated, to which the 
bill and objections can be returned within five days after its 
presentation to the governor. 

The constitution gives the right to return a bill, with the 
objection to it, "to the house in which it originated," within 
five days, Sundays excepted, after its presentation to the gov¬ 
ernor. It also recognizes the right of the general assembly to 
take a recess, though it may extend beyond five days. It also 
provides that the failure to return a bill within five days, Sun¬ 
days excepted, although not approved by the governor, will 
cause it to become a law, unless the general assembly, by their 
adjournment, prevent the return of the bill within the pre¬ 
scribed period. By the terms of the constitution the return 
must be made "to the house while in session; for the members 
of the body cannot lawfully be in session during the period of 
recess, and even if in session cannot constitute "the house" in 
the constitutional sense, or legislate, or exercise any of their 
constitutional functions. 

When, therefore, the general assembly takes a recess on the 
day a bill is presented to the governor, for more than five 
days, it is legally impossible for the governor to return a bill 
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to the house during that period, for there, can be no "house" 
in session to receive the return of the bill or to act upon the 
objections to it within five days after the receipt of the bill by 
the governor. It would seem inevitably to follow in principle 
and logic that such a recess was an adjournment of the general 
assembly which prevented the return of the bill, which, though 
not approved, could not become a law. 

Most of the authorities, however, following an early decision 
in New Hampshire, hold that no adjournment short of an ad¬ 
journment sine die, is an excuse for not returning a bill. That 
case arose out of an adjournment of one house only, under the 
New Hampshire constitution, whose provisions are similar to 
ours, the adjournment of one house could not be treated as an 
adjournment of the general assembly, which was the only con¬ 
tingency in which the constitution dispensed with the return 
of the bill. That was quite a different case from the present, 
where the general assembly itself has adjourned for more than 
five days. A reading of the constitution speaks of an adjourn¬ 
ment preventing the return of bills, it bad reference to ad¬ 
journments, whether temporary or final, which are of longer 
duration than five days, the period in which the constitution 
prescribes that bills may be returned. Such adjournments 
inevitably prevents the return of the bill "to the house," unless 
the governor is permitted to return the bill and his objections 
"to the house" on its first re assembling after recess, though 
more than five days may have elapsed. The courts, to avoid 
defeat of the constitutional right to return by such a recess, 
which they declare is not adjournment, hold that the bill and 
objections may be delivered to the house afterwards, when it 
reconvenes, though more than five days may have elapsed. If this 
be true, it would seem that a return to the house on the first 
constitutional opportunity—the first occasion after recess when 
it is in session, and can receive and act on the bill and objec¬ 
tions, must satisfy the letter and spirit of the constitution— 
and that both require the return to be made directly to the 
house when it reconvenes, instead of its return to its clerk or 
secretary during the recess, for delivery to the house when it 
re-convenes. The authorities, however, in some of the States, 
prescribe the latter mode, and hold if it is not pursued, where 
the recess is longer than five days, that the bill will become a, 
law, although the governor does not approve it. 

The reasons given for the substituting a return to the clerk 
or other officer of the body during the recess, for transmission, 
to "the house" when it reconvenes, in place of the constitu- 
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tional mode of return directly to "the house," were far from 
satisfactory, and I can not think these decisions are the law of 
Alabama. As the question is one which may frequently arise, 
and the action had in this case will probably ripen into a pre¬ 
cedent, I have deemed it proper to call your attention to it, 
and to give at length the reasons of my conclusions concerning 
the matter. 

A message from the executive to either branch of the legis¬ 
lature, delivered to an officer of the body, who may not even 
be a member, and when it is not in session, for transmission 
and delivery to "the house" when it shall reconvene, is an an¬ 
omaly in parliamentary law. Messages from the executive to 
either branch of the general assembly are invariably delivered 
to the house while in session, and not to the officers for them. 
Such has been the immemorial usage, and the same custom 
obtains concerning messages from one house to the other. 
There is neither parliamentary or statute law, which confers 
any functions upon the secretary or clerk of either house, 
while they are in recess, concerning the reception of messages 
from the other house or from the executive. Parliamentary 
law absolutely divorces clerks and secretaries from such func¬ 
tions, and is so exacting in this regard that one house will not 
receive a message from the other, if the house sending the 
message is not in session. Indeed, it would seem that the ex¬ 
press language of the constitution, which requires the return 
"to the house," would repeal any parliamentary or statute law 
or custom, if such had obtained, whereby the return might be 
made to the clerk or secretary of "the house," while it was not 
in session, for delivery to it when it reconvenes. 

The constitution gives the right and imposes upon the gov¬ 
ernor the duty to return, and does not regulate the mode 
otherwise than by requiring the governor to return "to the 
house." The statute law is silent upon the subject. The 
universal rule in such cases is that the officer to whom the 
power and duty are committed, so long as he does not violate 
the law, may, in his discretion, use any lawful and necessary 
means to effectuate the granted power. The courts can not 
exercise the discretion of the officer in such a case; for the 
constitution has conferred the discretion upon the officer, not 
upon the courts. What authority, then, have they for usurp¬ 
ing the governor's functions, and directing that he return the 
bill and the objections by the secretary of the senate instead 
of returning it by his own secretary? 

What legal efficacy or effect pertains to a delivery of the 
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bill and objections to it to the secretary of "the house" for 
transmission to it when it reconvenes, which would not attach 
a similar delivery, for a like purpose, to the governor's private 
secretary. The duty is upon the governor to make the return, 
and he may select whom he will to discharge that duty. The 
return must be "to the house." Merely sending the bill and 
objections out of the governor's office for delivery to the house 
does not constitute the return. This is a necessary, but merely 
intermediate step to effect the return. If the bill and objec¬ 
tions are never in fact brought before the house, they are never 
returned to it. It is the delivery to "the house" which con¬ 
summates the return. Anything short of bringing the bill and 
objection before "the house" cannot constitute a return to it. 

A delivery to the clerk is, therefore, but an intermediate step 
in the return, but it is not the return. 

Whose officer or agent is the clerk while holding the bill and 
objections for delivery "to the house" when it reconvenes ? 
Certainly he is the agent of the governor during that period, 
and his custody is the governor's custody. His only power 
over the bill and objections is that which the governor gives 
him, and the nature of his agency is not altered or changed 
because as to other matters he may be an officer of the senate. 
In contemplation of law the governor does not part with the 
custody of the bill and objections until he returns them to 
"the house." There is no authority for return elsewhere, or 
for his parting with their custody until they are brought be¬ 
fore "the house." Until he brings the bill and objections be¬ 
fore "the house" and surrenders them to it, all other steps 
which he may employ, are in law his acts and deeds, and do 
not put the document out of his custody and power. 

What purpose is effectuated, regarding any end intended by 
the constitution by a delivery to the clerk or secretary during 
the recess instead of to the private secretary. It is the duty 
of "the house" when the bill and objections are returned to it 
to "enter the objections at large upon the journals and pro¬ 
ceed to reconsider." The clerk is not even at liberty to break 
the seals of the message delivered to him during the recess, if 
it is sealed. If it is unsealed and he reads it the senate is not 
thereby informed of anything. The clerk can enter nothing 
whatever upon the journals concerning it during the recess 
and is under no duty to inform the members. If he does in¬ 
form the individual members, during a recess, it is not bring¬ 
ing the matter before the senate. Nothing that he may do 
during the recess, can aid or advance "the house" in the slight¬ 
est degree in the discharge of its constitutional duty on the 
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return of the bill. Delivery to the clerk during the recess 
does not even advance the reading of the message in the senate. 
It cannot be read any earlier when delivered by the secretary 
than when delivered by the private secretary. The clerk or 
secretary cannot exercise any legislative functions. He can 
no more exercise the functions of "the house" in accepting or 
receiving the return of a bill, than he could any further func¬ 
tion "of the house." One of the most important legislative 
functions of "the house" is exercised in the reception of a bill 
and its objections, returned to it, for the constitution requires 
it to proceed to reconsider in the passage of a law. Whatever 
may be done by the clerk or secretary, or even by the governor's 
private secretary, during the recess amounts to nothing, unless 
the bill and objections are actually delivered after the recess 
to "the house," when it reconvenes, and certainly the private 
secretary may make such delivery then, as well as the secretary 
of "the house." 

What other purpose can be subserved by delivery during 
the recess to the clerk or secretary? The decisions seem to 
attach some effect by the argument that a delivery to the sec¬ 
retary or clerk of the house puts it out of the power of the 
governor to reconsider or retract his objections. We have 
seen that logically this cannot be ; for the secretary or clerk of 
the house in that event is the governor's agent, and he may 
withdraw the bill and objections from the secretary of the 
senate or clerk of the house, as readily as from the private sec¬ 
retary. The message must be the governor's message and rep¬ 
resent his mind at the time it is brought before "the house." 
Certainly at any time before "the house" actually receives his 
objections to a bill, the governor may withdraw them. The 
governor, has the same right to withdraw objections to a bill 
that lie has to withdraw a treaty submitted to the senate, and 
the executive department has the same right to reconsider its 
deliberations as the legislative department has. There is noth¬ 
ing, therefore, in the argument that the governor by delivering 
the bill and objections to the secretary of the senate or clerk 
of the house disables himself from reconsidering or withdraw¬ 
ing the veto, if that could be a matter of any importance in 
determining how a return should be made to "the house." 

The constitution does not provide when the objections to 
the bill shall be formulated. All that is required is that they 
accompany the bill. The constitutional right is, to return the 
bill and the objections to it. The objections to the bill are as 
much a part of the return as the bill itself. Both must be to 
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"the house" before any duty can arise to reconsider the bill. 

The constitution does not contemplate or authorize the filing 
of the governor's objections in any office, or for them to be¬ 
come matters of record until delivered to the house. The de¬ 
livery "to the house" is the earliest period which courts or 
other departments of the government can take notice of them. 
No matter when written, they can serve no purpose until de¬ 
livered, along with the bill; and they cannot be delivered until 
the bill is delivered to "the house." If, as all the authorities 
hold in such cases, as the bill can be returned, after five days, 
the right of return inevitably comes with it that right to do 
all other things, at the same time, to make the return effective. 
The right is not capable of division, so that one part of it may 
be exercised at one time and one part at another. The right 
is to "return the bill with objections," within five days. If 
the bill can be returned more than five days after the presen¬ 
tation, so can the objections go with it, for the limitation of 
time requires a simultaneous return of both "to the house." 

It is illogical and unwarranted to hold that the recess for more 
than five days lengthens the time in which the bill may be re¬ 
turned, but does not affect the time when the objections must 
be written out. Under the plain words of the constitution 
the objections must be in time, if they accompany a bill, which 
is itself returned in time. There is also nothing in the nature 
of the act performed in formulating objections to the bill, or 
the purposes to be subserved in so doing, which makes it all 
material that they should be written out at any particular 
time before the return. It suffices if they go with the bill. 

As we have seen the governor is not bound to act at any given 
period, where the recess is for more than five days so that he 
acts in the first constitutional opportunity, to return the bill 
and objections to "the house." After all, it is not the mode 
of return, but the return of the bill and objections at the first 
constitutional opportunity, after the recess, which is or can be 
in anywise material. All the authorities admit this is right and 
the right as we have seen carries with it the power to do all 
things essential to effectuate the right. 

The true construction of our constitution, if a recess of both 
houses for a longer period than five days, is not such an ad¬ 
journment of the general assembly as prevents the return of 
the bill, is that the bill and objections may be returned directly 
"to the house" on the first consti tutional opportunity, which 
is its first reassembling after the recess, though more than five 
days have elapsed since the presentation of the bill to the gov- 
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ernor; and that is immaterial when the objections are written 
out so they accompany the bill on its return; or where the bill 
and objections are deposited, or to whom the delivery is en¬ 
trusted, pending the reassembling of the legislature. 

Out of abundant caution, and mindful of the view of some 
of the cases, that "the return must be made in such manner as 
the circumstances permit," but denying that it is at all neces¬ 
sary, I have deemed it best, as neither the president or secre¬ 
tary of the senate has an office in the city, during your recess, 
so far as I can discover, to notify both the president and sec¬ 
retary of the senate, at their respective homes, by telegrams 
of this date, that the bill with my objections will be returned 
to the senate; and I have so endorsed on the back of the en¬ 
rolled bill, with the objections to it to the private secretary, 
with directions to retain them for delivery to you immediate 
upon your reassembling.

Be it further enacted, That no person shall be 
allowed to contest said election, or the office of any one, alleg¬ 
ed to have been elected at such election, without first entering 
into bond with good and sufficient sureties in the sum of five 
thousand dollars, payable to the State of Alabama, with condi¬ 
tion to pay all such costs and damages, as may accrue to any 
one, by reason of such contest in the event such contestant is 
unsuccessful in his contest, which bond must be approved by 
the president of the senate, who must at once file the same in 
the office of the secretary of State, of the State of Alabama, 
who shall at once record the same in his office. 
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SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That in case the contestant 
fails from any cause to prosecute his contest to a successful 
termination, it shall be the duty of the president of the senate 
and speaker of the house to certify the action of the general 
assembly, on such contest to the clerk of the circuit court of 
Montgomery county, together with an itemized statement of 
the costs of such contest, and it shall be the duty of the secre¬ 
tary of State to fde such bond, or bonds, in the office of such 
clerk, and it shall be the duty of such clerk to record in his 
office such bond, or bonds, together with such statement of 
the action of the general assembly on such contest with item¬ 
ized statement of costs, which, when so recorded, shall have 
the force and effect of judgment at law against the contestant 
and his sureties for the amount, or amounts of costs aforesaid, 
and so incurred on such contest. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That such clerk, on the mak¬ 
ing of such record, shall forthwith issue an execution against 
such contestant and his said sureties for the full amount of 
such costs, or so much as may remain unpaid, which when 
collected by the sheriff, or otherwise, shall be paid by the 
clerk, or sheriff to persons entitled to the same. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That if such contestant is 
successful in his contest, then, in that event, it shall be the 
duty of the president of the senate and speaker of the house to 
certify the action of the general assembly, on such contest to 
such clerk, whose duty it shall be to record the same in his 
office, and, when so recorded, shall have the force and effect of 
a judgment at law against the contestee, or contestees, for the 
costs of such contest, and on which such judgment the clerk 
shall forthwith issue executions for the collection of such costs, 
which, when collected, shall be paid to the persons entitled to 
the same.

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That if at any time during 
the progress of the contest, provided for in this act, it appears 
that such bond is insufficient, by reason of a want of solvency 
on the part of the sureties therein, or because the same is no 
sufficient in amount to cover the probable costs of such 
contest, then in such event, the general assembly in joint ses¬ 
sion may require the contestant to give a new, or additional 
bond in such sum as they may direct, which bond, when given, 
shall be approved, filed and recorded, as herein provided, as in

bond, is not given by the contestant, when required to do so, 
within two days thereafter, the contest shall be dismissed, at 
the cost of the contestant, and he shall be required to pay all 
costs which have accrued by reason of such contest.

The joint committee, appointed under a joint resolution of 
the senate and house of representatives, in reference to the 
two and three per cent, fund, have had the same under con¬ 
sideration, and report as follows: 

First.—The amount due the State on said fund and now in 
the treasury, is $1,391.04. 

Second.—That none of the beneficiaries of this fund, under 
the acts of the Legislature of 1890-91, have failed to comply 
with the conditions of the several acts, and all have received 
their appropriations. 

Third.—They are not aware of any further legislation by the 
general assembly of Alabama that can affect the distribution of 
these funds, by the government of the United States. This ques¬ 
tion, however, was fully examined by the legislature of 1888-9, 
and full report made thereon. 

In view of all the facts ascertained by our examination of 
this subject, we have prepared and beg leave to submit the fol¬ 
lowing bill, and recommend its passage.

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REPORT FROM JOINT COMMTTEE ON THE JUDICIAL CIRCUITS OF THE 
STATE. 

Mr. Walker, from the joint committee on the judicial cir¬ 
cuits, submitted the following report: 

To the Senate and the House of Representatives. 

The joint committee to whom was referred the practicability 
and advisability of re-districting the judicial circuits of the 
State, and to report by bill, or otherwise, some relief for those- 
portions of the State requiring more courts, beg leave to sub¬ 
mit the following report: 

We find on investigation that a similar joint committee, 
with similar powers and duties, was created during the session 
of 1890-91 of the general assembly, and after a very thorough 
investigation made by them at that time (sitting as they did 
through the recess, and taking proof from all over the State) 
they reported the creation of two additional judicial circuits, 
not only advisable, but necessary for the administration of 
justice. See Acts 1890-91, Page 333. 

From the infonnation obtained by this committee we tare 
confirmed in the opinion then expressed by that committee, 
with considerable increase of argument and reason, why this 
growing demand for two new judicial circuits should be cre¬ 
ated. We believe it to he absolutely necessary, and that the 
necessary relief cannot be had in any other practical way, 
hence your committee herewith reports two bills of similar 
import, to be introduced both in the house and senate as a re¬ 
port to both houses of this committee, and in order to insure, 
if possible, a speedy consideration by both houses of this im¬ 
portant matter. 

Your committee reports a bill changing the time of holding 
the circuit courts of the 2nd, 3rd, 8th and 9th circuits, also 
defining the same, and fixing the place of holding said courts, 

To create two additional judicial circuits in the State of Ala¬ 
bama, one of them to be numbered and called the eleventh 
judicial circuit, the other to be numbered and called the 
twelfth judicial circuit, and to fix the time and place :of hold¬ 
ing the courts in said circuits, and to provide for a judge and 
solicitor for each of said judicial circuits. 
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Your committee having thus reported, recommend the im¬ 
mediate passage of the said bills by the general assembly.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR.

To the General Assembly: 

I have directed Senate Joint resolution No. 1, proposing 
an amendment to section 2 of article II of the constitution, 
which was presented to me yesterday, to be deposited with 
the secretary of state, without having either approved or dis¬ 
approved it. 

Under article 5 of section 13 of the constitution, "every 
order, vote or resolution to which the concurrence of both 
houses may be necessary," with three exceptions, "shall be 
presented to the governor and before the same shall take 
effect be approved by him, or being disapproved by him, 
shall be repassed by both houses according to the rules and 
limitations prescribed in the case of a bill." 

The three exceptions "are questions of adjournment, 
bringing on elections by the two houses, and the amending 
of this constitution." A joint resolution, proposing amend- 
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ments to the constitution is, by its express terms, excepted 
from the general provision requiring approval of joint reso¬ 
lutions by the governor, or repassage of both houses in event 
of his disapproval. The executive has, therefore, no author¬ 
ity either to approve or disapprove a joint resolution pro¬ 
posing an amendment to the constitution so long as the joint 
resolution is confined to that end, and in the machinery which 
it provides for the election does not trench upon the consti¬ 
tution. The joint resolution under discussion is not subject 
to any of these objections, and the executive, therefore, dis¬ 
claims any right to either approve or disapprove it. 

I deem it my duty, however, to suggest that the proviso 
that "the money collected from persons of the white race may 
by law be applied exclusively to the education of children of 
the white race, and the money collected from persons of the 
colored race, may by law be applied exclusively to the educa¬ 
tion of the children of the colored race" will in all probability 
result in the amendment being declared void by the courts, 
if adopted at the polls. If this should be the result the wise 
purpose intended by the amendment of authorizing localities 
to tax themselves for school purposes will be put off two 
years longer, and it is the apprehension of such a contingency 
which impressed upon me the duty of calling your attention, 
to it. 

That the proviso itself is unconstitutional there seems 
little reason to doubt, and it is so interwoven with the whole 
of the proposed amendment that it is doubtful, to say the 
least of it, whether the court could disassociate the proviso 
from the other parts of the amendment and thus save the 
whole of it from judicial condemnation. 

The constitution of the United States, which is the 
supreme law of the land, forbids the benefits or protection of 
government from being apportioned on race lines, or accorded 
the races in proportion to their wealth or poverty, or the 
amount of taxes which each race may pay. The State might 
as well attempt to declare that the courts should be held 
open to adjust disputes between persons of one race only so 
long as money furnished by taxation of persons of that race 
would pay the expenses, as to attempt to declare that taxa¬ 
tion, which is a political power to be used equally for the 
good of all, without regard to race, should be so adjusted 
that persons of one race should receive far less benefit from 
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the aggregate taxation than persons of another race, simply 
because one race was poor and the other was not. I will 
not elaborate this question which was discussed at length in 
the inaugural address, which I had the honor to deliver to 
the general assembly on the 1st of December, 1890.

To the General Assembly: 

I have the honor herewith to transmit a petition of the 
State Board of Health asking an additional appropriation 
for clerk hire. The petition speaks for itself and I heartily 
concur in its prayer. 

The work of this great department of the government, 
which every day becomes more important, should not be 
hampered by lack of clerical assistance, and the State 
cannot afford to have it so. I commend a reasonable in¬ 
crease for clerk hire in that department.

The governor's second message was read, as follows; 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE,} 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Feb. 6th, 1893. } 

To the General Assembly of Alabama: 

The mob violence which has of late manifested itself in nu¬ 
merous assaults upon jails and officers of the law, in order to 
take lawless vengeance upon persons accused of crime, has 
brought reproach upon the administration of our laws and 
caused much misrepresentation of our State. These acts of

mob violence have been seized upon to sustain the assertion 
that there is among us a systematic denial of the protection of 
the law to persons of a particular class, on account of race or 
opinions, and they have been urged as a reason why the gen¬ 
eral government should usurp the primary duty of the States 
to secure to the citizens the protection of life, liberty and 
property. 

These efforts to prejudice us on false grounds in the eyes of 
the world, need not give us serious concern, since it is a truth, 
kn own of all men, that neither race nor political opinion has 
been the moving cause of mob violence to any man in Ala¬ 
bama in the past few years. The victims have been about 
evenly divided as to race, and there has not been in any in¬ 
stance the slightest ground to suspect that race or political 
opinion were even considered. Lawless and cruel as has been 
this mob violence, it has been directed solely against crime, 
and, striking at that, it has never stopped to enquire as to the 
race, class or opinions of those against whom it has been di¬ 
rected. 

Nevertheless, while this is true, it ought not to lessen our 
concern at the frequency of successful and unresisted assaults 
upon jails and the killing of prisoners in the custody of the 
law, while awaiting trial. It is neither the part of wisdom nor 
prudence to shut our eyes to this growing form of lawlessness 
or to keep silent concerning it, for it is an evil which brings 
in its train many other ills, and is a stain upon our honor and 
a great obstacle to our healthy progress and prosperity. 

It is an unpalatable, but nevertheless startling truth, that 
within the past two years no less than sixteen citizens of Ala¬ 
bama have been taken from jails or the custody of officers of 
the law and executed by mobs. This record is aggravated by 
the fact that there was not the slightest doubt, in any of these 
cases, of the conviction of the accused, if guilty; and in two 
instances, at least, the parties, if guilty, were not deserving of 
death, according to the law of God or man. The courts were 
open and trustworthy, and the laws were freely and impartial¬ 
ly administered in each of the localities where these helpless 
prisoners were slain. In each instance comes the same plea, 
by the officers of the law, of overpowering numbers, or sud¬ 
den surprise preventing resistance. In none of these assaults 
was a weapon drawn or a shot fired by the officers of the law 
in defence of their prisoners or the outraged honor and digni¬ 
ty of the law. 

Human nature will, perhaps, never become so perfect that 
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it will not often mete out lawless punishment to criminals, 
taken red-handed in fiendish crime, before hot blood has had 
time to cool, and the law of the land has intervened and placed 
the accused within its actual protection. It is nevertheless 
true that a vast majority of the people in every -community 
condemn, under any and all circumstances, assaults upon jails, 
and the seizure and taking away of prisoners in the custody 
and protection of the law. It is a crime to put a man to death 
without "due process of law," either before or after he has 
been taken into the custody of the law. But all men realize 
that when a prisoner, in the actual custody and protection of 
the law, is violently taken away and put to death, a double 
crime is committed. Not only is a citizen unlawfully put to 
death, but the law itself is assailed and the sanctuary of justice 
is outraged and defiled. A jail and prisoner in the keeping of 
the officers of the law, is as much a visible embodiment of the 
sovereignty and dignity of the people, as its legislature sitting 
in its capitol to make laws, or its highest supreme court, which 
also sits here to expound the laws. An assault upon the legis¬ 
lature, or any lawless interference with the supreme court, 
would be an insult and indignity to the honor and sovereignty 
of the whole people, and a trampling under feet of the majes¬ 
ty of all law. A state which would permit such things to be 
done with impunity, would become an object of contempt, 
and could only curse the people by its weakness, while giving 
them none of the real blessings of government. 

Assaults upon jails, and taking out of prisoners by mobs to 
put them to death, are a flagrant insult to the dignity and 
sovereignty of the people as would be an attempt to disperse 
the legislature by force, or over-awe its highest court by vio¬ 
lence. The State can no more permit the one to be done than 
the other with impunity, without losing the respect of the 
people and practically abdicating its functions. 

A realization of all this makes even the public opinion 
which tolerates lawless violence to an excused person before 
he is taken into the actual custody of the law, ready to march 
behind the law in putting up barriers against lawless punish¬ 
ment, which may not be passed, no matter what the enormity 
of the charge, or the alleged guilt of the prisoner. 

If we are to exist as a civilized people, that barrier must be 
found in the jails and officers of the law, who hold a prisoner 
in custody while awaiting trial and the judgment of the law. 
Society covenants with every man that he shall not be depriv¬ 
ed of life but by "due process of law," and every assault upon 
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a jail or officer to mete out illegal punishment to a prisoner is 
a breach of that covenant, loosening the bonds of society, and 
regard for the sacredness of life and the sanctity of our institu¬ 
tions. The press, the pulpit and public opinion can do much 
which legislation cannot accomplish to remedy this great evil; 
but there is still a wide field for legislation. 

How comes it that mobs so confidently attack jails and lead 
out prisoners to lawless death, without resistance from the offi¬ 
cers of the law ? 

The fault lies largely in the misleading standards of duty, 
set up from time to time, to excuse official dereliction, as to 
what a sheriff owes the law when a mob assails the jail or pris¬ 
oner. Some, indeed, have argued that a sheriff is under no 
obligations to fight in defense of his prisoner, if there is a 
probability of his loosing his life, or when resistance, if attemp¬ 
ted, might prove unsuccessful. Can such a doctrine stand the 
test of reason or truth? 

The office of sheriff is one of the highest distinction and one 
of the greatest importance in the administration of the gov¬ 
ernment. It carries with it corresponding honors and respon¬ 
sibilities. When a man becomes another's keeper he assumes 
duties and obligations which cannot be cast off at will, or eva¬ 
ded, because of peril, or personal consequences. This dictate 
of law of honor runs through all the relations of life, and soci¬ 
ety everywhere demands fidelity to it. 

The minister who refuses consolation of religion to the sick, 
because contact with deadly pestilence may endanger his life, 
is everywhere despised. The lawyer, who would be deterred 
from attempting to defend his client from fear of personal vi¬ 
olence, would be a disgrace to his profession. The policeman 
who failed to attempt to execute a warrant of arrest, because he 
would risk loss of his life, would be instantly stripped of his 
unifonn, and degraded. The engineer, who abandoned his 
post on his locomotive, regardless of the fate of his passengers, 
because the effort to save them involved the risk of his own 
life, would be universally execrated. The captain of a ship 
who fled from it in danger, rather than remain to work for the 
safety of those on board, because he might lose his life in 
doing so, would be pursued forevennore by the pitiless finger 
of scorn. The officer or member of the State troops, who 
would fail to strike a blow in defense of his post, or prisoner, 
when assailed, because he might lose his life if he discharged 
his duty, would be cashiered and disgraced. Upon what mor- 
32s 
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al, or legal reason, can a different rule be applied to a sheriff? 

It is not and never has been either the law of honor, or the 
law of the land, that a sheriff is excused from lighting in de¬ 
fense of his prisoner, because it may involve the sacrifice of 
his own life. He is bound at every hazard to strive to defend 
his prisoner. He is a sentinel on post who may not flee or 
fail to discharge his duty for fear of personal consequences. 
Another potent reason is the lack of real power in the sheriff 
to gather up and control an efficient posse. The penalty for 
refusal to serve is a fine of not less than fifty nor more than 
three hundred dollars, and this is the only punishment incur¬ 
red either by outright refusal to obey the summons, 
or after having obeyed the summons, for refusing 
to assist the sheriff or obey his orders in time of need. 

The penalty can only be recovered after indictment, and the 
amount may be so small that the timid or selfish will readily 
risk having to make the payment, to escape the hardship or 
risk incident to discharge of one of the highest duties of the 
citizen. 

The failure to obey a summons or to faithfully discharge du¬ 
ty as a member of the posse should be punished by imprison¬ 
ment for not less than six nor more than twelve months. The 
counties should also be required to pay the members of the 
posse a liberal per diem, and provision should be made by law 
for the care of such as may be wounded, and for a reasonable 
allowance for the support of the family of those who may be 
killed in the service. The State should provide for its citizens 
when called to such duty, precisely as the United States pro¬ 
vides for soldiers who are killed or injured in its service. 

With legislation of this character the sheriff would not often 
find difficulty in securing an efficient posse. 

The State should furnish each sheriff, to be accounted for 
under his official bond, at least half a dozen stands of im¬ 
proved firearms, with a proper supply of ammunition, to be kept 
in the jail. It should be made the duty of the sheriff to furn¬ 
ish arms to such of the prisoners as are objects of mob vio¬ 
lence, whenever it is known that a mob is gathered in the 
vicinity of the jail for the purpose of attack. He should have 
the discretion to arm such other of his prisoners as he deems 
trustworthy, and faithful service by them in resisting an at¬ 
tack, should entitle them to a discharge in cases of misdemean¬ 
or, and to plead such services in cases of felonies in mitiga¬ 
tion of punishment, to such extent as the jury might see fit 
to consider it. 
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The impeachment laws should also be amended, so as to au¬ 
thorize the governor to direct the attorney-general to prefer 
articles of impeachment against the sheriff, as he is now au¬ 
thorized in the case of some officers of higher dignity than 
the sheriff, in the event the governor should be of the opinion 
that the sheriff did not do his duty in defending the jail or 
prisoners. 

False ideas of economy have withheld from the people a 
sufficient number of judicial officers to administer speedy jus¬ 
tice. Of course, it has cost the people more even in money, 
than it has saved them. With the present force of judges it 
is impossible, in most of the counties, to hold court oftener 
than twice a year; and in many instances, therefore, the crimi¬ 
nal is assured of at least six months delay before he can even be 
indicted ; and then, owing to the accumulation of business, he 
may reasonably expect to get a continuance after indictment, 
so that he has practically a year before being forced to trial, 
within which time he may hope, with some reason, that the 
witnesses may die or get out of the way, and the prisoner thus 
go unwhipt of justice. There is no doubt that this delay and 
uncertainty in the administration of law has emboldened crimi¬ 
nals, and is often brought forward as an excuse why mobs 
should not wait for the judgment of courts. 

If provision were made by law that whenever any capital 
felony was committed in a county, which has no city or crimi¬ 
nal court, two months prior to the time fixed for the next ses¬ 
sion of the circuit court, a supernumerary circuit judge, should, 
on notice of the commission of the offense from the judge of 
probate, hold a special term of the court, empanel a grand 
jury, and if a true bill were found, proceed to try the case, 
and also armed with power to hold special terms to try prison¬ 
ers whose cases could not be reached at the regular terms, it 
would give such practical illustration of the speedy adminis¬ 
tration of law as to take away all semblance of excuse in "the 
law's delays" for mob violence. Under our constitution such 
a supernumerary judicial officer could not be created save as a 
judge of some circuit or inferior court. The results might be 
accomplished by creating one or two more small circuits, 
whose business would require but little of the judge's time, so 
the greater part of his time could be spent in holding special 
terms of court in the several circuits, when the judge of that 
circuit, owing to the business and numbers of his courts, is 
unable to do so, and under the assignment, say, of the chief 
justice of the supreme court.

If we legislate to meet this evil on these lines, it is confi¬ 
dently believed that it will soon be stamped out. All excuse 
for mobs will be taken away. Sheriffs will resolutely defend 
their prisoners, when the law arms them with sufficient power 
to sustain themselves, and when public opinion emphasizes the 
dishonor of surrender without resistance or surprise, and the 
law provides a a means for holding them to a rigid account. 
Mobs will not attack jails or officers when convinced they will 
be fired upon. Without some such legislation as indicated, it 
is idle for governors to issue proclamations offering rewards 
for offenders, or enjoining upon the officers of the law the 
duty of maintaining the dignity and honor of the State, or 
forjudges to charge grand juries on the enonnity of mob law 
and to be diligent to enquire as to past violations of the law, 
and our State will continue to be disgraced by the battering 
down of its jails and the killing of citizens, whom it has Con¬ 
fined and rendered helpless, pending trial, while mob violence, 
fattening on what it feeds, will continue unchecked and 
uncontrolled, until finally it masters all law. 

Every dictate of honor and justice, every hope of peace 
and contentment, as well as the growth and life of our mate¬ 
rial prosperity, demand that the State shall put all its power 
in motion to strike down and stamp out this great evil. I com¬ 
mend the matter to your enlightened judgment and serious 
consideration. Perhaps it might be well to refer the subject 
to a special committee, with directions to report such legisla¬ 
tion on the subject as they deem advisable and practicable.

Any person, who sells any of such li¬ 
quors in said district of Opelika, without first complying with the 
provisions of this section, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, on conviction for each offense, shall be fined five hundred 
dollars, and may be sentenced to hard labor for the county for 
six months."

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 

A message was received from his excellency, the gover¬ 
nor, by his recording secretary, Harvey E. Jones, which was 
read and referred to the finance committee, viz: 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

MONTGOMERY, ALA., February 6th, 1893. 

To the General Assembly: 

The existing law requiring tax collectors to attend twice 
a year at each election precinct, and at least thirty days 
apart, for the purpose of collecting taxes, grew out of con¬ 
ditions which no longer exist. Counties were formerly of 
much larger area than now, and the means of communica¬ 
tion were not so numerous, speedy or as cheap as now. 
Every citizen knows when his taxes are due, and there is 
not an election precinct perhaps in the State from which 
some citizen does not go to his county seat on business 
quite frequently during every season of the year. If the 
tax-payer himself does not have business at the county seat 
or desire to go there, he has frequent opportunity to send 
his taxes by a trustworthy friend or neighbor, who would 
pay them to the collector and return his receipt therefor. 

The tax-payer would therefore be put to no inconvenience, 
cost or detriment by requiring his taxes to be paid at the 
county seat. The collection of taxes at these rounds is 
comparatively small and the great bulk of the taxes are 
paid after the rounds are over. 

The law requiring the collector to make two rounds, and 
advertise them for each election precinct gives notice in ad¬ 
vance that he will be on his travels and will carry money 
with him. There are many remote and thinly populated 
regions in this State in which are lawless men, and when 
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the collector travels among them, under such circumstances, 
after advertisement that he is collecting money of the State 
as he goes, it needlessly exposes him to attack for the pur¬ 
pose of robbery. The recent foul murder of the tax col¬ 
lector of Butler county, sadly emphasizes the danger to 
which the tax collector is always exposed while "on his 
rounds," and it is not the only instance in the history of the 
State where "rounds" have been the cause of delivering the 
collector an easy victim into the power of the robber. 

The public good would be promoted, and the interest and 
convenience of the tax-payer in no wise disregarded, by 
requiring the tax collector, instead of making rounds, to 
keep his office open at the county seat for certain periods 
after the taxes are due for the purpose of receiving them.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR BY HIS RECORDING SECRETARY. 
CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

MONTGOMERY, ALA., February 7th, 1893. 

To the General Assembly. 

On the 21st of October, 1890, the governor offered a 
reward of two hundred dollars for the arrest and delivery to 
the sheriff in the jail of Bibb county of one James Tate, 
charged with the crime of murder in that county. 

In January, 1891, said Tate was arrested in the State of 
Louisiana, by R. H. Jones, a sheriff of that State, who pro¬ 
ceeded to bring the prisoner back to this State, and on their 
arrival at Blocton in Bibb county, said Jones was foully assas¬ 
sinated by some one lying in wait, and was thereby prevented 
from delivering said prisoner to the sheriff of Bibb county. 

Under this state of facts I would not hesitate to pay said re¬ 
ward to the widow of the murdered sheriff if the appropria¬ 
tion for the arrest of absconding felons for the year 1891 was 
not already exhausted. Such appropriation being exhausted, 

I recommend that a special appropriation of two hundred dol¬ 
lars be made for the payment of said reward. 

I am advised that the widow of the said Jones has expended 
much more than the amount of this reward, in the prosecution 
of persons charged with the murder of her husband, and that 
one of the persons so charged was convicted at the last term 
of the circuit court of Bibb county and sentenced to the peni¬ 
tentiary for life. In view of the fact that her husband lost 
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his life while bringing an absconding felon to the bar of jus¬ 
tice in Alabama, and the further fact that she has spent her 
time and money in efforts to bring to justice the murderer of 
her husband, it would be but an act of justice on the part of 
the State to pay Mrs. Jones the amount of said reward.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR, 

By His Recording Secretary, 

HARVEY E. JONES. 

The governor on yesterday transmitted the following mes¬ 
sage to the general assembly : 

STATE OF ALABAMA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, } 
OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR, } 

MONTGOMERY, February 10th, 1893. } 

To the General Assembly : 

In my late inaugural, speaking of the effect of the with¬ 
drawal of the appropriation for putting the State troops in 
camps of instruction, I felt constrained by a high sense of duty 
to declare the conviction that the withdrawal of the whole of 
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this appropriation might result in public calamity. The same 
consideration of duty again constrain me to ask your attention 
to the subject. 

That "a well regulated militia is essential to the security of 
a free State," has become a maxim of Republican government. 
That as a State increases in population and diversifies its pur¬ 
suits, the occasions increase where the civil power, unaided by 
the military arm, cannot execute the laws and suppress tu¬ 
mults, is taught by observation and the current history of ev¬ 
ery State in the Union. Our own recent history is full of ex¬ 
amples. I cannot now recall an instance of any serious com¬ 
motion or tumult in Alabama before the war, where it was 
necessary to call on the military ann to establish the mastery 
of the law. Since the war there have been notable instances 
in Alabama where but for the use of a disciplined military, 
there would have been disastrous loss of life and fearful de¬ 
struction of property, and the occasions of lesser magnitude, 
where the services of the troops were required to aid the civil 
authorities, have been quite frequent; the last instance being 
only a month ago. There is nothing in our condition to justi¬ 
fy the hope that the State will have less need of their services 
in the future than in the past, and every reason to believe that 
in the future, the civil authorities will have more frequent 
need for them. The State troops in the past have invariably 
maintained law and order without bloodshed, and there has 
not been an instance where they have been wanting in obedi¬ 
ence and respect to the civil authorities, or in any way inter¬ 
fered with or molested the citizens. The moral influence of 
the organization, as a trusty and powerful upholder of the law 
in times of need, has prevented the outbreak of lawlessness, 
in many instances, where it would otherwise have occurred, 
and has given a sense of security to our people and stability 
to its government, the value of which is far beyond computa- 
tian in money. 

Attracted not more by our climate and wealth of field and 
mine, than by the comfort and safety of citizenship under a 
government known to possess the assured power to maintain a 
reign of law against all tumults or combinations, no matter 
how fonnidable, capital and desirable immigration have poured 
into our borders. We have been spared the shock to confi¬ 
dence and business, and the humiliation which later befell some 
of our sister States, which failed to foster and maintain a dis¬ 
ciplined force of citizen soldiery. 

Some now insist that the settled policy of the State be 
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changed, and that it should withdraw its support from the one 
means above all others, everywhere deemed essential to fit sol¬ 
diery for effective and bloodless use, when called to aid the 
civil authorities. 

We are now told by some, for the first time, that camps of 
instruction are actually a detriment to the effectiveness of an 
organization of citizen soldiery. This contention is without 
the support of a single name of prominence or experience in 
the United States, or in other countries which rely upon a 
citizen soldiery. It is against the received and unanimous 
opinion of all military authorities, whether regular or volun¬ 
teer, in the United States, and contrary to the experience and 
ractice of nearly two-thirds of the States of the Union. 

A table has been made from the information furnished by 
the adjutant-generals of the several States, showing the States 
which make appropriations for the support of the citizen sol¬ 
diery, the amount appropriated and the number of troops. It 
includes thirty-six States, among which are many of the 
smaller as well as the larger States, and all, with a few excep¬ 
tions, make liberal appropriations for camps of instruction. 

This table does not include the amount paid for armory rent 
and expenses, as in many of these States it is made the duty 
of cities and counties to provide for annories and certain ex¬ 
penses connected with them.

If, however, the universal experience of these States and 
the opinions of all the recognized authorities are not sufficient¬ 
ly convincing, let us inquire for ourselves how camps of in¬ 
struction can fail to benefit an organization of citizen soldiery, 
or what substitute we can find for them in keeping our State 
troops up to a proper standard of efficiency to be effective in 
time of need. 

What are the benefits of camps of instruction ? 

When there is a serious trouble more than one company will 
be called to the scene, and if the outbreak is formidable, as 
many as ten or twelve companies or more will often be need¬ 
ed to suppress it. If is of vital importance, when the troops 
are in the presence of a mob or in actual contact with it, that 
the commander should be able to promptly throw his com¬ 
mand, without confusion, into any position he may desire. 

The soldierly manner in which a space of ground is held or 
taken, and the promptness and method with which mischiev¬ 
ous crowds are dispersed in time of a riot, often overawes and 
disperses a mob in advance, and saves the necessity for con¬ 
flict; while the discharge of these duties in a hesitating, bung¬ 
ling or unskillful manner is, on the other hand, likely to pro¬ 
voke conflict. Most of the companies are from one company 
posts, nor either officers nor men there can have any opportu¬ 
nity to learn or practice the battalion drill, the knowledge of 
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which is essential to enable them to know how to obey orders 
where two or more companies are combined. 

No command can be effective when officers and members 
are strangers to each other. Troops are reluctant to go to 
places of danger under officers whom they do not know, and 
perhaps have never seen, except when called on to march un¬ 
der their orders to the scene of trouble. Without interming¬ 
ling and association, it is impossible to create that esprit de 
corps which makes an organization effective. Without the 
camp of instruction our companies, scattered as they are, can 
seldom, if ever, be brought together. All will admit that a 
great deal depends upon the commander of the troops who are 
operating against a mob. Without the camps of instructions 
the officers, who must command when several companies are 
ordered out, would seldom be known to any of the command, 
except in the towns where they reside, and all opportunity is 
taken from them to acquire practical knowledge in handling 
their commands promptly in time of need, or to acquire that 
confidence which is so essential to both men and commander 
in time of action, in the face of the mob. Inexperience of 
either commander or troops at such times often entails useless 
bloodshed. The proper knowledge of guard duty is essential 
to make a soldier, and is the foundation of all discipline and 
effectiveness. Everything else hinges upon it. It is impossi¬ 
ble to impart much practical knowledge on this subject at any 
armory, where there is but one company which meets probably 
not oftener than once a month, and where the men remain on 
duty not longer than two or three hours at a time. Experi¬ 
ence and practice in this duty can only be acquired at a camp 
of instruction, where the men are on duty for several days. 

In times of disorder or riot many places must be guarded, and 
sentinels and guards, in the execution of their orders, are in 
constant con tact with impatient and often lawless crowds. An 
ignorant, foolish or timid sentinel, on post during a riot, will 
often precipitate collision and bloodshed, when an intelligent, 
firm and well instructed sentinel would avoid it. The senti¬ 
nel can not learn and practice these duties except in camps of 
instruction. These camps also teach the men how to look af¬ 
ter their comfort and health, and schools the officers in the 
duties of providing and caring for their commands, experi¬ 
ence which enables them to avoid many hardships and useless 
exposure, when they are called into actual service. 

No prudent man, who must use a four-horse team to con¬ 
vey his family along a dangerous road, would think of wait- 
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ing until the day for the journey, and then hitch together 
and use for the first time horses which had never before 
worked together in harness. He would first get his horses 
used to each other and their driver by exercising them to¬ 
gether. 

When companies, which have never drilled together, are 
put in contact with a mob, it is like using a team which has 
never before worked together in harness. In all probability 
disaster will result. 

These are not theories but facts borne out by experience, 
in dealing with lawless commotions. 

In a noted riot in December, 1883, a handful of State 
troops, after nightfall, engaged in a struggle to disperse a 
mob which far outnumbered them and had possession of a 
jail and court house. The troops were not allowed to load 
their pieces, and were ordered to use their bayonets in driv¬ 
ing off the obstinate crowd. Fire-arms were presented at 
the troops, and they were assailed by taunts, invectives and 
a shower of stones. Finally it became necessary to order a 
part of the troops to load and fire. In the execution of the 
order one company, exposed to a shower of stones, was at an 
aim, awaiting the command "fire." The officer recognized 
the mayor and other civil officers, making way through the 
crowd to come to him, and such was the discipline of these 
troops, that at the command "recover arms," every gun was 
brought down, and not a shot was fired; while the mob, 
realizing the situation, hastily fled out of range. This dis¬ 
cipline, which then avoided the slaughter of many of its 
citizens, was gained in the encampment at Mobile a few 
months before. Without it there could not have been a 
bloodless triumph of the law, over a mob which had dispersed 
a court and taken possession of a city; and the State would 
not been spared the slaughter of its citizens, and the deso¬ 
lation and sorrow which would have ensued. 

Just five years later another formidable outbreak occurred 
and fourteen companies of State troops were sent to quell 
it. The mob, angry at their losses in an assault upon the 
jail, pressed close upon the troops on the evening of their 
arrival, and at one point, owing to the inefficiency of a young 
guard, pressed back its sentinels over forty yards, and elate 
with their success surged towards the court-house. 

It was a critical moment. Two old and disciplined compa- 
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nies were called up, and stretching from street to street, 
they promptly drove the immense crowd back without blood¬ 
shed. 

Near midnight, while the troops stationed about the jail 
asleep, the officer of the day, mistaking some Knights of 
Pythias, who were drilling near by, for a part of the mob, 
reported that a large body of armed men was approaching 
to attack the troops. The assembly was sounded, by the 
commanding officers, and some of the troops, suddenly 
aroused from their slumbers commenced to load without 
orders and there was danger of panic or killing one another 
in a night fight. The troops, however, knew each other and 
their commanding officers. The sound of their voices in the 
darkness was readily recognized and order almost instantly re¬ 
stored. But for the discipline and experience in the camp of 
instruction the preceding summer, it would have been impos¬ 
sible to have prevented a bloody collision with the mob in the 
first instance, and a subsequent fight among the troops them¬ 
selves, when suddenly awakened from their slumbers at mid¬ 
night to meet a supposed attack. Better instruction in guard 
duty on the part of the company which allowed itself to be 
forced back, would have avoided the risk of precipitating an 
unnecessary collision. 

These instances, in our experience, are worth more than vol¬ 
umes of discussions or authorities to prove the great benefits 
of camps of instruction. The lives that were saved, and the 
moral effect of the prompt and bloodless triumph of the law 
on these two occasions, have been worth more to the State of 
Alabama, even in dollars and cents, than the costs of all the 
camps of instruction which ever have been, or ever will be 
held in Alabama. 

It is said that these camps of instruction are not all they 
ought to be in a military point of view. This is true. It is 
due to the fact that the appropriations have never been suffi¬ 
cient. To eke out these appropriations, it has always been 
necessary to hold encampments near large cities, where rail¬ 
roads, street car lines, and others who contribute to the en¬ 
campment fund, can, by sharing in the receipts of travel and 
business caused by the encampments, reimburse themselves 
for the amounts donated. If the State were able, which it is 
not, to pay the men for the time, furnish them uniforms, and 
bear all the expenses of these encampments, it would then be 
practicable to hold camps of instruction at isolated places in 
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the country, where they could be conducted and regulated on 
stricter, military principles. Nevertheless, our camps of in¬ 
struction, held under the existing conditions, have, in the 
main, been successful, and reflected credit upon the State and 
its troops. These encampments have been inspected not only 

by the officers of the State, but by the officers of the United States, who have made frequent and frank reports. 
These re¬ 
ports generally praise the sobriety of the commands, the earn¬ 
est desire of officers and men to perfect themselves in all their 
duties, and the patriotic and soldiery spirit which pervades the 
commands, while pointing out the errors and mistakes, which 
are to be expected from citizen soldiery, who meet but once a 
year in camp, and suggest remedy and improvement for such 
defects as fell under their observation. The errors and faults 
pointed out in these reports will convince any one that the 
discipline and efficiency of our troops, while in camps of in¬ 
struction, surpasses those of most of the States, and with the 
exception, perhaps, of five States, which make very large ap¬ 
propriations, equals those of any State in the Union. 

Again; some urge that these encampments are occasions for 
mere frolics and debauches. Connection in various capacities 

with the State troops for nearly sixteen years, and personal observation of many encampments, justify me in 

asserting 

that there is no just foundation for these libels upon the 
young men of our State. Their behavior, as a rule, has been 
commendable and gentlemanly, and they have been governed 
by as high standards of conduct as would actuate any class of 
our citizens gathered together under like circumstances. 

The citizen soldier who gives his time for a week, and per¬ 
haps pays some one to work in his place while absent, who 
sleeps in all sorts of weather in an over crowded tent, perfonns 
one or more hours of guard duty for twenty-four hours at a 
time in hot weather, taking part in drills, reviews and inspec¬ 
tions, cleaning his anns and policing his camp grounds, besides 
submitting to all the exactions of military discipline, is not 
seeking a frolic, and if he does, pays very dearly for it. 

These men are actuated by higher motives of a patriotic de¬ 
sire to serve the State, and to add to its prosperity and glory. 

Officers have always been ordered, and always have obeyed 
the orders, to enforce the attendance of no man where it 
would work hardship, or there was other good excuse. There 
is no instance, since the encampment law, where a governor 
has approved a sentence of a court martial, punishing any 
member of the troops for failing to attend an encampment, 
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whether with or without good excuse; and without the gover¬ 
nor's approval no sentence could be carried into execution. 
Besides, officers may resign at will, and a discharge is granted, 
almost as a matter of course, to any private who desires to 
leave the service. Employers, as a rule, have always cheer¬ 
fully accorded their employes a week's leave of absence in the 
seasons when encampments are held, when business is generally 
dull, and when they would not do so the men have been ex¬ 
cused from attendance. The encampments have caused no 
hardships to the troops, and no complaint on that score comes 
from them. 

Our State troops are composed of all classes of citizens. 

They come from city and town and country alike. The 
farmer, the artisan, the business man, the clerk and the laborer 
alike can be found in their ranks. They are generally the 
pride of the communities where they are formed, and com¬ 
posed of the flower of its citizenship. They undergo hard¬ 
ship, loss of time and money, and when other citizens are not 
called upon, often risk and always stand ready to risk, their 
lives in the maintenance of the peace and honor of the State. 
They are among the noblest types of the citizenship of a free 
State. They go voluntarily, in fact, into camps of instruction. 

The instruction in these camps inspires respect for the civil 
authority, obedience to law, love of order, and the cultivation 
of all the virtues of the citizen soldier. 

These encampments are in reality parts of the public edu¬ 
cational institutions of the State. 

It is idle to ignore the fact that much of the opposition to 
the usual appropriation for the State troops for camp of in¬ 
struction, is the offspring of partisanship, which deems it a 
duty to do anything which may embarrass the present admin¬ 
istration. When the troops went into their first brigade en¬ 
campment in 1891, in accordance with the desire of many of 
the officers and men, and for other satisfactory reasons, I 
deemed it my duty to go into camp of instruction with them. 

A cloud of falsehoods were immediately sent out about the 
troops and the camp, to further the political designs to injure 
its commander. Many of these political falsehoods, like the 
invented story of the uniform worn by the commander, were 
coined and held ready for distribution by the time the encamp¬ 
ment would be held. Since then, misrepresentation and ef¬ 
forts to stir up prejudice against the military became the fa¬ 
vorite modes of political war by some who sought the anni¬ 
hilation of the party which placed most of us in power. Last 
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August there were those who sought to incite mob violence 
and bloodshed in several counties as far as they could promote 
civil war. As the fruit of these teachings a mob rode to one 
of the county seats and threatened to hang officers of the law 
for differing with them in their construction of the election 
laws, and announced a purpose to return and kill them if they 
did not revise their action. Efforts were made to gather, mobs 
to invade other county seats. Citizens and others informed me 
of this. In discharge of my sworn duty "to take care that the 
laws be faithfllly executed," I put troops under orders, and 
prepared to have the laws maintained at every hazard. The 
preparations had the desired effect, and the peace was pre¬ 
served. Thereupon the organ of the opposition, alluding to 
the fact, announced the detennination of its party that "the 
military must go." 

If, then, the knife is to be put to the State troops, let it be 
frankly and fairly stated as a political act. It need not be 
covered up by the plea of economy, or placed on the unten¬ 
able ground that for years the State has been uselessly spend¬ 
ing money on troops who have been misbehaving and not 
benefitting by their instruction. The State is not too poor to 
afford camps of instruction. 

A State is recklessly indifferent to the lives and welfare of 
its people, when it relies upon undisciplined citizen soldiery to 
uphold its laws in the time of tumult and riot. It is an un¬ 
kindness even to the lawless to send undisciplined forces against 
them. The State should either keep its citizen soldiery effec¬ 
tive, or dispense with them altogether. 

Those who made these appropriations in the past represen¬ 
ted the same people that we do. The people know full well 
that their happiness is inseparably interwoven in the enforce¬ 
ment of the laws, and that the laws amount to nothing when 
any combination is strong enough to defy the power of the 
State. We will not fail to carry out the wishes of the people, 
in courageously legislating to maintain law and order. No 
party in America need fear condemnation or censure at the 
hands of a law abiding people, because it stands for the su¬ 
premacy of law and the preservation of the peace, and pre¬ 
pares to maintain them, at all times and under all circumstan¬ 
ces.

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

MONTGOMERY, ALA., February 11th, 1893. 

To the General Assembly: 

I again invite your attention to the necessity of legislation 
to effectuate section 9 article XIII of the constitution regard¬ 
ing the trustees of the university of Alabama. The constitu¬ 
tion requires the university to be under the management and 
control of a board of trustees, which shall consist of two mem¬ 
bers from the congressional district to which the university is 
located, and one from each of the other congressional districts 
in the State. 

The district in which the university is located, which is en¬ 
titled to two trustees, by reason of changes in the creation of 
the ninth district has no trustee, while the ninth district, 
which is entitled to but one trustee, has two. If a trustee is 
appointed for the ninth district, as authorized by an act passed 
at this session, and two are also appointed for the district in 
which the university is located, which the constitution re¬ 
quires, the university would have eleven trustees instead of 
ten as provided for by the constitution. Fortunately the 
changes by the creation of the ninth district do not present the 
same difficulties in the case of agricultural and mechanical 
college.

one hundred and twenty acres, in regular sub-divisions, at the 
price of seventy-five cents per acre, before the sale of said 
lands under this act. 

Parties wishing to purchase under this section, must forward 
written application to the secretary of State, with affidavits of 
two witnesses to sustain the avennents of such application." 
Third. They recommend concurrence in the third house

"Section 14. Be it further enacted, That this act shall not 
apply to any lands owned by the State in the counties of Tus¬ 
caloosa, Lamar and Talladega."

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE,} 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Feb. 13th, 1893. } 

To the General Assembly: 

Among the bills presented for executive action is H. 268, 

"To require all corporations to pay a fee or license for the use 
of the State before commencing business in this State." 

The purpose and main provisions of the bill meet my hearty 
concurrence. It requires all corporations hereafter chartered 
under the laws of this State, before commencing business to 
pay a license tax or fee for the use of the State, graduated ac¬ 
cording to the amount of their capital stock. The same pro¬ 
vision is made with reference to foreign corporations. The 
fifth section of the bill, however, provides, that "all contracts 
made or perfonned in this State by any corporation which has 
not first complied with the provisions of this act shall be 
wholly void." 

It is a settled rule of law, whatever may be the resultant 
hardship, that an act goes into effect from the date of its ap¬ 
proval, unless a different time is provided in the statute or 
some other law. While, as matter of fact, a person who vio¬ 
lates the statute may not know, and could not know, that the 
act had passed and been approved, yet he will not be allowed 
to plead ignorance of law. This is a rule adopted on grounds 
of public policy, since it would be impossible to administer 
justice, if in every case it were necessary to prove that persons- 
concemed actually knew the law, as matter of fact. 

It seems almost certain from the course of our decisions that 
this bill which provides for raising revenue will not be held 
to be a penal act within the meaning of section 3705 of the 
code, which provides that no penal act shall take effect until 
30 days after the adjournment of the General Assembly at 
which said act may pass. The act would, therefore, go into 
effect immediately on its approval. There are hundreds of 
foreign corporations, now doing business in this State, which 
have fully complied with existing laws on the subject. There 
is no way, as matter of fact, by which they could learn of the 
approval of the act, or if they did, have an opportunity to 
comply with the provisions. These corporations are daily 
making very many contracts with our own citizens, all of 
which would be void after the approval of this act. In this 
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way hundreds of contracts would be declared wholly void by 
the law, without the slightest actual fault on the part of the 
contracting parties. Under the doctrine of ultra vires, as 
maintained by our Supreme Court, money paid under these 
contracts could not be recovered back, and very many useless 
hardships and sacrifices would be entailed, not only upon these 
corporations, but upon our citizens. 

I, therefore, respectfully suggest that as the bill is still in 
the power of the two houses, that it be recalled for the purpose 
of amending the last section by providing that that section 
shall not go into effect until at least sixty days after the ap¬ 
proval of the act.

Mr. Wiley, from the judiciary committee, submitted a re¬ 
port, which was concurred in, as follows: 

Mr. President: 

The judiciary committee, to whom was referred the ques¬ 
tion as to whether or not senate bill No. 512 had constitu¬ 
tionally passed the senate, having had the same under con¬ 
sideration, instruct me to report in the affirmative. 

The admitted facts are that on the passage of the bill 20 
votes were cast in the affirmative and four in the negative, 
nine members being absent or not voting. Section 4 of 
article 6 of the constitution declares: "The State shall be 
divided by the general assembly into convenient circuits not 
to exceed eight in number, unless increased by a vote of 
two-thirds of the members of each house of the general 
assembly," etc. The point of order was raised that it re¬ 
quired 22 votes to pass the bill, under consideration, in view 
of the constitutional requirement, hereinabove recited. It 
is upon this question the judiciary have passed, as directed 
by a resolution of the senate. 

In arriving at a correct conclusion in order, properly to 
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understand the question under discussion, it is necessary to 
refer to another provision of the constitution. 

Section 13 of article 5, providing for passing a bill by 
each house over the governor's veto, the following words are 
twice employed: "A majority of the whole number elected 
to that house." 

In section 4 of article 6 the words "two-thirds of the 
members of each house of the general assembly" are used, 
as above set forth. 

Here the phraseology is materially changed. In constru¬ 
ing these provisions of the constitution, we must compare 
one with the other and note their differences. "In constru¬ 
ing any part of a law, the whole must be considered; the 
different parts reflect light on each other; and, if possible, 
such a construction is to be made as will avoid any contra¬ 
diction or inconsistency. It is the most natural and genuine 
exposition of a statute to construe one part by another of 
the same statute, for that best expresses the meaning of the 
makers. It is an established rule in the exposition of stat¬ 
utes that the intention of the law-giver is to be deduced 
from a view of the whole and every part of a statute, taken 
and compared together. Statutes are to be construed, if 
possible, so as to give some effect to every clause, and not to 
place one portion in antagonism to another. If there be a 
material alteration in the language used in the different 
clauses, it is to be inferred that the legislature knew how to 
use terms applicable to the subject matter. Lehman, Durr 
& Co. vs. Robinson, 59 Ala. pp. 234, 235; U. S. vs. Collier, 

3 Blatch 333; Pot Dwar., 188, 193. 

The framers of the constitution must be presumed to know 
both the language used in article 5 and the change of 
phraseology in article 6. The courts will presume and this 
senate must presume that a change in the meaning of the 
terms or words employed in article 6 of the constitution, was 
intended. 

Recognizing these well settled propositions of law, the 
judiciary committee, after a consideration of the letter and 
spirit of these constitutional requirements, and in order to 
give a field of operation to these different sections or clauses, 
hold that the words "two-thirds of the members of each 
house mean simply two-thirds of each house present and 
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voting. It has been repeatedly held that where, by the con¬ 
stitution, a two-thirds or three-fourths vote is made essen¬ 
tial to the passage of any particular class of bills, two-thirds 
or three-fourths of a quorum will be understood, unless the 
terms employed clearly indicate that this proportion of all 
the members elected is intended. Cooley Cov. Lim., Sec. 

141; 2 Mich. 287; 4 Mo. 303. 

The word "house" has been frequently held to mean the 
members present and doing business, and not a majority of 
all the members elected thereto. The words in section 4, 
article 6 of the constitution, in our opinion, mean two-thirds 
of the members of the senate present and voting on the 
passage of the bill, and not two-thirds of the members 
elected to the senate, and the bill having received two-thirds 
of the senators present and voting, the same passed the 
senate constitutionally. 

Three members of the judiciary committee do not concur 
in the report.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PRIVILEGES AND ELECTIONS. 

Mr. Davie, from the committee on privileges and elections 
reported back the protest of Mr. Goodwyn and others, with 
certain amendments thereto, which were accepted by him, and 
the protest, as amended, was ordered to be read and spread, on 
the journal, as follows: 

A PROTEST. 

The undersigned respectfully protest against the action taken 
by the senate in regard to senate bill 197, to provide for a 
contest of the State officers declared to have been elected on 
the first Monday in August, 1892, upon the following grounds: 

1st. The constitution provides, "that every person for any 
in jury done him on his lands, goods, person or reputation, shall 
have a remedy by due process of law; and right and justice 
shall be administered without sale, denial, or delay." The 
same sacred charter of our rights, also, provides, "That 
contested elections for governor, secretary of State, State audi¬ 
tor, State treasurer, and attorney-general, shall be determined 
by both houses of the general assembly, in such manner as 
may be prescribed by law." 

2nd. The spirit and purpose of these two demands and re¬ 
quirements of the constitution, make it obligatory upon the 
general assembly in our judgment, to pass this, or some similar 
bill, in order to carry out these plain provisions of the consti¬ 
tution; which every member of the general assembly has sworn 
to support. 

3rd. Obligation to a pledge made to the people, whose 
public servants we became—demands in our judgment, our 
honest and faithful fulfillment of that pledge, which requires- 
of us to do all in our power legitimately to enact such a 
measure. 

4th. Honestly believing that stupendous frauds were com¬ 
mitted in the management and returns of the election held in 
August, 1892, by which the result of that election was changed, 
we have felt constrained by duty to the people, and obligation 
to honest government to insist upon the passage of this meas¬ 
ure, and most solemnly protest in the name of honesty, justice 
and the fair name of our beloved State against permitting this 
foul blot upon its escutcheon to remain without a fair and just 
adjudication of the questions involved in the issue made by the 
respective parties or factions in this State. 
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5th. Justice to each person who now holds a State office, 
demands in our judgment, that this cloud upon their titles to, 
their offices should be removed and that their good name 
should not be transmitted to posterity, marred by a suspicion 
that they were not rightfully and honestly entitled to said 
offices. 

6th. This enaction of justice is particularly due Governor 
Jones, who stated in an interview published in the Age-Herald 
August 1st, 1893, viz: "If I am not fairly elected, I do not 
want the office, I intend to renew my recommendation made 
in February, 1891, to the ensuing general assembly to pass 
laws to provide for contests before the general assembly for 
governor and other State officers; there can be no doubt that 
such a law will be passed. "You may say, further, that if the 
limited session allowed by the constitution will not give suffi¬ 
cient time to hear and decide such contests, as may be brought, 
that I will not hesitate to convene the general assembly in ex¬ 
traordinary session for the purpose, I have neither reason nor 
motive to use the power of the office of governor to hinder, or 
embarrass, investigation; and were it otherwise consecration to 
this great trust would leave me no room for doubt as to the 
pathway to duty and honor, when the happiness and content¬ 
ment of the people lay in the balance against partisan success, 
of personal triumph." 

7th. This exaction of justice is equally due, in our 
judgment, to the democratic party which was pledged by its 
speakers and papers to afford the people a fair contest law. 
Among the most emphatic of number of pledges made on 
this subject the following from the Age-Herald, in com¬ 
menting on the above interview, said: "There is no reason 
why every honest man should not adjourn the discussion of 
the gubernatorial issue until the meeting of the general 
assembly. Certainly no honest minded democrat, however 
bitterly he may have fought for Capt. Kolb, can find an ex¬ 
cuse for keeping alive the fires of factional strife. The 
statement by Gov. Jones which we published this morning 
leaves nothing more to be said, until the trial shall come up, 
according to the law and the constitution. No settlement of 
a contest is possible, except by the general assembly, and 
the governor says, in plain terms, it shall be settled and 
rightly settled. He goes so far as to say, that, if the con¬ 
stitutional limit of fifty days shall not give time for the de-

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termination of all contests, he will convene the general 
assembly in extraordinary session for that purpose."

To the Senate: 

I return herewith, without my approval, 

s. 339. "To amend sections 1, 10 and 19 of an act entitled an act 
to establish the criminal court of Jefferson county, approved Feb¬ 
ruary 18th, 1887, and to amend section 2 of an act, approved 
February 18th, 1891, entitled an act to amend sections 4 and 

II of an act entitled an act to establish the criminal court of 
Jefferson county." 

Jefferson is the most populous county in the State. Its 
rapid and marvelous growth and the new conditions thereby 
created have attracted all sorts and conditions of men to its 
borders. Nearly all the State and county convicts are worked 
there in the mines. Year after year, on the expiration of their 
sentences, numbers of them remain in Jefferson to pursue the 
occupation taught them while convicts. Thus, it has happened 
without any fault of the vast mass of its population that the 
county has become the scene of frequent and grave violations 
of the law, and furnishes nearly one-fifth of all our criminals. 
Laws touching the administration of criminal justice in the 
county, under these circumstances, concern the whole State 
and can not, in any just sense, be tenned local matters or 
treated as such. 

The bill creates two district territorial jurisdictions in the 
county as regards punishment of crime, and requires the judge 
of the criminal court, which now sits almost constantly at Bir¬ 
mingham, to hold criminal courts at Bessemer. 



Except as to the capital felonies there is no jurisdiction 
whatever in one division of any offense committed in the other. 
The judge is required to hold at least three terms of court a 
year in each division. Bessemer and Birmingham are about 11 
miles apart, and there is almost hourly communication between 
them by two lines of railway and a dummy line. The bill 
does not provide for a jail at Bessemer. Prisoners have to be 
confined in the county jail at Birmingham and be taken to and 
from the county seat at the expense of the county when needed 
for trial in the Bessemer division, but they may be confined in 
the city prison there during term time. 

What would be the practical operation of the bill? It would 
surely delay the administration of justice. It stands to reason 
that the court sitting at one place can dispatch business more 
speedily than when compelled to adjourn three times a year to 
meet at another place. With two territorial divisions, the 
court in one having no jurisdiction of offenses committed in 
the other, it would often be difficult to determine in what di¬ 
vision the offender should be indicted and tried. Indictments 
would be withdrawn and delay occasioned, or defendants some¬ 
times escape, owing to conflict or obscurity in the evidence as 
to the venue, in cases occurring near the border line of the two- 
divisions, although the offense was admittedly committed in 
Jefferson county. The judge, for instance, while holding 
court at Birmingham might desire to discharge or reduce bail 
of a prisoner then in the Birmingham jail for an offense com¬ 
mitted in the Bessemer division. The prisoner and the judge- 
would both have to go to Bessemer in a habeas corpus case and. 
the judge could not make an order to reduce the bail without 
going into the other division. The provisions of the bill pro¬ 
hibiting the exercise of any criminal jurisdiction by the court 
while in one division, concerning criminal matters arising in 
the other, are sweeping and peremptory. Its purpose is to 
divorce all connection between the courts as absolutely as if 
they were presided over by different judges, and held in differ¬ 
ent counties. It declares that the jurisdiction and power of 
said court shall be "exclusive in each of its several divisions," 
that "in all cases whatsoever over which said court has juris¬ 
diction, and m all proceedings connected with the administra¬ 
tion of the criminal law" arising in a division shall be disposed 
of in that division and not elsewhere, except as to capital fel¬ 
onies. It is doubtful, under the bill whether the judge while 
in one territorial jurisdiction could even sign a bill of excep¬ 
tions in a case arising in the other. Under the bill jurors 
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residing in one division are exempt, and can not tie drawn as 
jurors in the other. The result would be great delay in capital 
cases. A prisoner held for a capital felony in the Bessemer 
district, under the provisions of this bill must be tried in the 
Birmingham division. In that division he can not have any 
jurors from the Bessemer division, the "district" where the 
offense was committed, if such constitutes the "district" within 
the meaning of the constitution. 

Plainly that would be violative of § 7, Art. 1, of the declara¬ 
tion of rights which guarantees "a speedy public trial by an 
impartial jury of the county or district in which the offense 
was committed." Such cases could not be tried in the criminal 
court until a change could be made in the law, and at the next 
meeting of the general assembly. The defendant indicted in 
the Birmingham division for a capital offense committed there¬ 
in, would probably also have equal rights to complain that he 
was deprived of the right to have jurors drawn from the entire 
body of the county for his trial. Whatever may be the power 
of the legislature to restrict the territory within a county in 
which the sheriff must summon jurors to supply vacancies in 
the regular venire, it is to say, the least of it, a grave question 
whether the legislature can deprive a defendant of the right to 
be tried by a jury taken from the body of the county when it 
makes provision for the regular venire. Confusion and un¬ 
certainty and delay are sure to result from the enactment of 
this bill into law in regard to a very large number of capital 
cases now awaiting trial, which in the interest of justice should 
be speedily disposed of. The sheriff is given no authority to 
confine prisoners charged with offenses in the Bessemer divis¬ 
ion in the city prison at that place, save in tenn time. At all 
other times, they must be confined in the jail at the county 
seat. It is impossible for the court to know what prisoners 
will be ready for trial, and in order to be sure that the court at 
Bessemer will have sufficient cases to occupy its time, more 
prisoners than can probably be tried in any particular day or 
week must be carried to Bessemer at each term. The prisoners 
must be there in person to be arraigned. Whenever a contin¬ 
uance is made from one term to another it necessitates the un¬ 
necessary conveyance of the prisoner from Birmingham to 
Bessemer and return with the attendant expense of guards and 
risk of escapes. All these evils are avoided under the existing 
laws, and all these evils will surely arise if the bill under dis¬ 
cussion becomes a law. 

The wishes or convenience of the criminals, to whom it can 
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matter nothing whether they are tried at the county seat or a 
place 11 miles distant, would not be seriously urged as a justi¬ 
fication for changing the present law. The only other person 
directly affected are the witnesses, and the only inconvenience, 
if such it be, which they can suffer, is the travel beyond Besse¬ 
mer to the county seat which is only 11 miles distant, and in 
easy and frequent and cheap communication with Bessemer at 
all times. It would not further the public good to bend the 
whole system of the administration of the criminal law in 
Jefferson county to meet the slight inconvenience to which 
witnesses, in the Bessemer division, may be put under the ex¬ 
isting arrangement of the criminal court. 

I am not prepared to say, after a careful reading of the third 
section of the bill, and construing all its provisions together, 
that it repeals the special jury law for Jefferson county. If, 
however, it does repeal the special law, the evil consequences 
are strongly stated in a letter by the presiding judge to a mem¬ 
ber of your honorable body, which letter has been laid before 
me, and is herewith transmitted for your infonnation. 

In view of all these considerations, the division among the 
people of the county and their representatives on the subject, 
and the evils which will arise in the administration of the 
criminal law concerning nearly one fifth of all the crime in our 
State, I have felt constrained to withhold my approval of the 
bill, and ask the general assembly to reconsider its action.

Hon. John T. Milner, Montgomery, Ala.: 

DEAR SIR—The Age-Herald of even date state that the bill 
establishing a branch of the criminal court at Bessemer 
repeals the special jury law for Jefferson county for the 
trial of capital cases, found on page 561, acts of 1890-91. 

If this is true, the bill should be amended. You will see 
from an examination of the special jury law that the effect 
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of it is to try all capital eases set tor any-week of the 
term with a jury selected from a venire of 36 men, whereat 
the law under which we would operate if the present law be 
repealed requires a venire of at least 49 men for the trial of 
each capital case set for any one week. To illustrate the 
difference in the operation of the two laws: For the week 
beginning 13th of March there are eleven (11) capital cases 
set for trial in the criminal court and to try all these under 
the present law only 36 jurors are necessary, but under the 
law which would take effect on the repeal of this law, not less 
than 25 nor more than 50 special jurors must be summoned 
for the trial of each one of the eleven cases in addition to 
the regular venire of 24. If only 25 the lowest number al¬ 
lowed under the law are drawn in each case, the total num¬ 
ber of special jurors for the week would be 275; which with 
the regular jurors (24) would amount to 299 jurors. With¬ 
out counting mileage the per diem ($2.00) of the jurors for 
the week (6 days) would amount to $3,588.00. The cost 
of 36 jurors doing exactly the same amount of work receiv¬ 
ing the same per diem will amount to $432. This court 
will average eight capital weeks per annum, altogether 
amounting under our present law to $3456; whereas under 
the law which will take effect upon its repeal the cost to the 
county will be $28,704.00, a total difference per annum of 
$25,248.00. A great many more capital cases can be tried 
under the present law in a week and consequently the cost 
would be even greater and would take away from us several 
weeks of valuable time, and it is almost impossible to keep 
up with docket now.

REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE TO EXAMINE THE OFFICES OF 
THE AUDITOR AND TREASURER OF THE STATE. 

Mr. Kemp, from the joint committee appointed under 
section 34 of the code, submitted the following report, viz.:. 

Mr. President: 

Your joint committee appointed to examine the offices and 
books of the State auditor and State treasurer, respectfully 
beg leave to report as follows: 

1st. That it was their desire to do the work assigned 
to them, but it needs no argument whatsoever to anyone 
familiar with the magnitude of that work, to show that no 
committee could do it within the limits of a session of the 
general assembly, even if they had no other duty to dis¬ 
charge. 

There are many thousand vouchers in the office of the au¬ 
ditor, and many separate allowances of money made by him 
in the course of every year; and each one of these ought to 
be examined separately, and in the light of the law govern¬ 
ing his action on them. 

To do this correctly within the time allowed your com¬ 
mittee is an impossibility. 

The appointment of a legislative committee for the pur¬ 
pose is therefore, and will continue to be a mere formality. 

2nd. That your committee ascertained to their great 
satisfaction, about the time they were to begin their labors 
in the office of State auditor, that the State examiner of 
public accounts, was about to investigate said office. His 
whole time together with his experience and ability, were- 
so much more ample than that of your committee, that it. 
rendered the labor of your committee in that office practi¬ 
cally useless. This efficient officer, Mr. Reeves, has made 
such examination to cover a period of about one year, and 
his report, which is required by law to be made public, will 
show the condition of that office. 

3rd. That your committee did count the money in the 
Treasury vaults, on the 30th day of November, 1892, which 
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was the day before the present Treasurer entered on his 
term, and they found the following: 

Cash on hand. $32,431 74 

Interest on the public debt drawn for but not 

paid out. 9,017.50 

Money in Hanover National Bank of New York 
not paid out. $1,395.00 

Total cash. $42,844.24 

These figures show the amount on hand, in actual cash 
at the date aforesaid. The amount on hand one year 
before, to-wit: 30th November, 1891, was $140,123.05, 
which shows a decrease of $97,278.81. These facts and 
figures were all that your committee could well show, 
without an utter neglect of the very important duties which 
desolved on them as members at the present important 
session. 

The hope is expressed that their labors will be appreciated 
to the extent that they go, and that the permanent obstacle 
to the exercise of their functions which they have pointed 
out above will be sufficint excuse for the general assembly.

STATE OF ALABAMA, 

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

MONTGOMERY, ALA., Feb. 21st, 1893. 

To the House of Representatives : 

I return without my approval and for the reconsideration 
required by the constitution in such cases, House bill 798, 

"to establish an agricultural school and experiment station, 
at Albertville, Ala., or Springville, Ala., to be located by 
the governor, superintendent of education and commissioner 
of agriculture." 

The bill appropriates $2,500 annually out of the fund of 
the department of agriculture, for establishing an agricul¬ 
tural school and experiment station at one of the three 
places named. 

The State already has a most excellent agricultural school 
at Auburn, and three experiment stations at Athens, Abbe- 
538 
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ville and Uniontown, respectively. Schools are the main 
features of the experiment stations at Abbeville and at 
Athens. Experiments upon an elaborate scale are made at 
Auburn under the direction of the Agricultural and Mechan¬ 
ical College, which receives large sums yearly from the 
State as well as the United States government, and the col¬ 
lege also causes experiments to be conducted under its di¬ 
rection at many different places in every section of the State. 
It would seem that the three agricultural schools, and the 
four experimental stations already in existence, including that 
at Auburn, are ample for all the demands for technical or 
special instructions in agriculture, or practical experiments 
therein. 

The funds of the agricultural department are practically 
derived wholly from the taxes on fertilizers. An act, taking 
effect at the beginning of the next fiscal year, reduces the 
tax 50 per cent., and the receipts of the department in future 
will necessarily be much less than in the past. Existing 
laws appropriate $8,500 annually for experiment stations, 
and also require one-third of the net proceeds of the revenue 
from tags to be paid to the president of the board of trus¬ 
tees of the Agricultural and Mechanical College. Out of 
the revenue derived from the tag tax, the salary of the com¬ 
missioner and clerks, the expenses of fanners institutes, 
printing bulletins, and the cost of seed and the like must be 
paid. The total of these disbursements, on account of the 
agricultural department under existing laws, it is estimated, 
will amount to $34,000 per annum. It is not at all certain 
that the department will in the future be more than self- 
sustaining under existing laws, and it is not prudent to add 
to its burdens. 

The act creating the department of agriculture provided 
that the money paid in by it should be kept on a separate ac¬ 
count "as a fund for the exclusive use and benefit of the de¬ 
partment of agriculture," but when the code of 1886 was 
adopted this provision was omitted, and in lieu of it, section 
148 provided that the money paid in by the commissioner 
"must be by the auditor and treasurer entered on the books of 
their respective effiees to the credit of the department of agri¬ 
culture." The original section not being carried into the 
code, of course, is not now the law, and section 148 is the 
only provision on the subject. The expenses of the depart- 
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ment since its creation have not by any means equalled the 
amount paid by it into the treasury during that period, and 
there stands on the books, "to the credit of the department," 
quite a large sum of money. Since there is no provision for¬ 
bidding the State from borrowing or using this money, the 
practice has long been to use it in the fiscal operations of the 
State as any other money in the treasury. There is a surplus 
to the credit of the department, but the State has already used 
that surplus and is debtor to the department for it. Under 
the circumstances, appropriations made payable out of this 
fund must be made good out of other funds now in the treas¬ 
ury available for general purposes, and to that extent 
will swell our disbursements during the next two fiscal years. 
There is still another serious objection to the policy of this 
bill. The schools which this bill proposes to establish would 
to all intents and purposes be a local public school. If this 
fund, derived from taxes paid by citizens in all parts of the 
State, is to be devoted to educational purposes, there is great 
equity and force in the suggestion that it should be put into 
the public school fund, giving the whole State its benefit in_ 
stead of confining it to a single locality.

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COMMISSION REPORTS OF THE MOBILE, TUSCALOOSA & FLORENCE 
RAILWAY SURVEY. 

His Excellency, Thomas G. Jones, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, Montgomery, Alabama: 

MY DEAR SIR—Under the provisions of an act of the 
general assembly of Alabama entitled "an act to loan and 
appropriate the 2 and 3 per cent, funds now in. the treas¬ 
ury," approved February 18,1891, appropriating the sum of 
$9,000 to make a "thorough, complete and definite survey 
of a line of railway from Florence, on the Tennessee river, 
via Tuscaloosa, to Mobile," and which said act raised a com¬ 
mission consisting of Thomas Seay, chairman, John T. 

Milner and R. T. Simpson, giving them charge of the 
engineers and other persons making the survey, and control 
of the expenditures of said fund until the said survey is 
completed, I have the honor now to report. 

I, as chairman, called the commission together at Birm¬ 
ingham, and we had our first meeting at the Caldwell Hotel, 
on March 24, 1891, and at said meeting the following pro¬ 
ceedings were had: 

CALDWELL HOTEL, } 

BIRMINGHAM, ALA., March 24, 1891. } 

Present: Thomas Seay, chairman; R. T. Simpson and 
John T. Milner, commissioners; and E. A. Smith, State 
geologist. 

The chairman read over the act creating the commission 
and defining its duties, and called the meeting to order for 
the purpose of transacting the business of the commission. 

Mr. Carter, an applicant for the position of chief engi¬ 
neer, being present, stated that he had received a govern¬ 
ment appointment, and withdrew his name as applicant for 
the position of engineer in charge. 

Letters from C.C. Merrick, president C. & G. R. R. Co., 
asking for payment of the fund to his company, were read 
and informally discussed. 

After discussion it was moved and so ordered that the 
forks of the Warrior river be as near as practicable the 
chief objective point in the line of survey between Tusca¬ 
loosa and Florence, and that Greensboro be the first objec¬ 
tive point going south from Tuscaloosa. 
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It was moved and so ordered that as far as practicable, 
the maximum grade to be made in the survey from the 
forks of the Warrior river to Tuscaloosa, be 52 feet to the 
mile, or its equivalent, going south; and from Tuscaloosa 
south, leas than that; and going north, from Mobile to Flor¬ 
ence, do not exceed 66 feet to the mile. Also, as far as 
practicable, that the sharpest curve to be made does not 
exceed a 6 degree curve. 

On being consulted as to the route, Dr. Smith advised the 
commission that the route selected was almost identical 
with the one he had himself selected as a line best qualified 
to develop the coal fields in that section of the country. 
Adjourned to meet at 3 p. m. 

Upon reassembling at 3 p. m , the commission read the 
applications of the various applicants for the position of 
chief engineer. 

Before considering any of them, the proper method of 
procedure to be adopted by the commission, to complete the 
work without exceeding the appropriation, was discussed at 
length and final detennination was postponed until next day. 
Dr. Smith desiring to leave that night, stated to the com¬ 
mission that in accordance with the terms of the act, he 
would render all the assistance in his power to the chief 
engineer of the commission, and that it was his intention to 
make his geological work upon the line of the proposed 
survey, and that the information desired by his department 
was identical, or could be made so, with that desired for 
the purpose of the survey. He concurred in the line 
adopted as being best adapted to open up the heart of the 
Warrior coal field. The commission then adjourned to meet 
at 9 a. m. next day. 

MARCH 25, 1891. 

The commission reassembled at 9 a. m. 

Present: Thomas Seay, chairman; Messrs. Milner and 
Simpson, commissioners. 

It was moved and so ordered that the work of the 
purvey, which shall be complete, thorough and definite 
from Florence, via Tuscaloosa, to Mobile, is hereby com¬ 
mitted to John A. Milner, as chief engineer. He shall 
make, or cause to be made, the notes, plans and 
profiles, and arrange them for publication, with esti¬ 
mates of cost of said road, and shall, in addition thereto, 
prepare a complete, practical and statistical account of

all the elements over or along the line of the said survey, 
which shall be properly and truthfully tabulated and stated, 
and shall deliver them to the commission. In consideration 
for the work this board agrees to pay him the sum of $9,000, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary to complete the sur¬ 
vey, as certified to by John T. Milner, a member of this 
board, as hereinafter stated; provided, that said John A. Mil¬ 
ner's salary, as chief, engineer, shall be $166.66 per month; 
provided further, that not more than $5,000 shall be expended 
on the survey between Florence and Tuscaloosa, and not more 
than $3,000 between Tuscaloosa and Mobile, leaving $1,000 
for preparation of statistics and notes; that the entire work 
shall be completed within twelve months from this date, and 
payments shall be made monthly, on vouchers, approved by 
John T. Milner. 

At the request of the commission John T. Milner agrees to 
direct, control and take general charge of the survey and he 
agrees that the survey as contemplated in accordance with the 
act creating the commission shall be made and completed for 
the sum of not exceeding $9,000.00 and he performs this service 
without compensation, 

It is resolved and so ordered that this board of commissioners 
being now fully organized, and ready to engage actively in the 
survey, direct Thomas Seay, chairman, to draw from the 
treasury in the manner prescribed by the act of the sum of 
$2,500. to be placed to the credit of the survey in some acces¬ 
sible bank. 

It is resolved and so ordered that the secretary be paid 
$100.00 per annum in quarterly installments for his services 
as secretary of the commission. 

It is resolved and so ordered that the secretary make requi¬ 
sitions for passes for the commissioners, secretary and chief 
engineer on such railroads as run through the territory pro¬ 
posed to be surveyed. It is resolved and so ordered that John 
T. Milner be authorized to apply to the different railroads for 
the use of such profiles or plans as shall be useful to the chief 
engineer in the performance of his work. 

The minutes were read over and approved and the meeting 
of the commission adjourned subject to the call of the chair¬ 
man." 

John A. Milner, an experienced engineer, was appointed by 
the commission, as will be seen from the minutes, chief engi¬ 
neer, and he entered immediately upon the discharge of his 
57s 
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duties, under the general direction of John T. Milner. 

The appropriation has been paid out on receipted vouchers 
approved by Col. John T. Milner, in accordance with the order 
of the board, at its first meeting and above referred to. 

The account hereto attached shows that the chief engineer 
has paid out for the purpose of the survey the sum of $9,399.66. 
I have remitted to Col. John T. Milner for the use of the 
survey $8,941.38, which amount I am advised he has paid to 
the chief engineer in monthly installments as ordered by the 
board. 

The chief engineer, John A. Milner, received also $25.00 
from the sale of one wagon, $50.00 from the sale of one yoke 
of oxen, $50.00 from the sale of one mule and $22.50 from 
the sale of tents—$147.50: making in all received by the 
chief engineer, $9,088.00, as will more fully appear from the 
statement of receipts and disbursements hereto attached, and 
which is hereby submitted to your excellency as a part of this 
report. 

I submit also a statement showing the amount received by 
me, as chairman from the State treasury; Received $9,000.00, 
and paid out for the purposes of the survey $9,000.00. 

The report of Mr. Geo. N. Brewer, mining expert, is here¬ 
with transmitted and is intended to give an account of all the 
elements on and along the line of the survey, and of the char¬ 
acter of the mining conditions of the coals along and tributary 
to said proposed railroad. The report will explain itself. 

I called a meeting of the commission to meet at the Cald¬ 
well Hotel, Birmingham, Alabama, on the 24th of September, 
1892, for the purpose of considering the report of the chief 
engineer, and the following proceedings were had: 

CALDWELL HOTEL, } 

BIRMINGHAM, ALA., September 24th, 1892. } 

Commission met this date and place pursuant to a call by 
the chairman. Present, Thomas Seay, chairman, and John T. 
Milner. The minutes of the last meeting having been care¬ 
fully read by the commission, they were approved. 

The report of John T. Milner, in charge of the survey was 
read. 

The report of John A. Milner, chief engineer was also read 
and approved. 

There being a balance expended by the chief engineer over 
and above the appropriation, the chairman was requested to 
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ask that the same be refunded to the chief engineer by the 
legislature of Alabama. 

The chief engineer was instructed to send the notes of the 
survey by express to his excellency, the Governor of Alabama. 
There being no further business the commission adjourned 
subject to call. 

According to the statement hereto attached of the expendi¬ 
tures of the chief engineer, there is a balance in his favor of 
$310.78. His claim according to my recollection is slightly 
in excess of this amount. This difference in our accounts 
doubtless grows out of the fact that during the progress of the 
survey some of the vouchers were miscarried in transitu, but 
were subsequently supplied. This difference in our figures; 
however, will be satisfactorily arranged by the chief engineer. 
As requested and instructed by the commission, I ask that this 
balance, when ascertained, be refunded to the chief engineer. 

I herewith also transmit the vouchers for the amounts paid 
out for the purposes of the survey. 

The work of the survey demonstrates the opportunity for 
the greatest freight railroad in the world. The heart of the 
coal deposits in Alabama is tapped—its tributary wealth of 
iron is hard by; the way to Deep water at Mobile is easy, in¬ 
expensive, at a grade of thirty-one feet to the mile and with 
the expectation of the early completion of the Grand American 
Canal, the prospective of this great enterprise is commensurate 
with the future of the world’s commerce. 

The report of the State geologist, who ever gave to us his 
devoted assistance, is also transmitted for publication. It is a 
most valuable document and is a part of the overwhelming 
evidence or the value of the patronage which the State has so 
wisely bestowed on this, the most practical of the sciences. 

In season and out of season, Dr. Smith aided us in the work, 
and his great name approving this venture, goes far to intro¬ 
duce it to the favor of the world. 

The immediate purpose of this survey is to advertise to the 
world the advantages of this route and to this end the report 
of the chief engineer, together with the notes and plans and 
profdes of the survey should be printed and mapped and given 
the widest circulation. 

I commend with heartiness the report of the chief engineer. 

It speaks for itself. I know that he has been diligent and 
faithful, and the completion of the work will be a continuing 
honor to his efficiency and zeal. 

The report of the commission, John T. Milner, to whom 
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was committed the immediate supervision of the survey, is a 
very valuable contribution to the work in hand. It exhibits, 
as only a trained hand and mind could exhibit the wonderful 
possibilities of the project. All acknowledge his acquaintance 
with the subject matter and his devotion to the work and if 
it shall appear that his plan of subverting our present penal 
system, in order to a more early execution of this work, is re¬ 
actionary and out of accord with the humane purpose of every 
well regulated penal plan, much must be forborne in the pres¬ 
ence of his zeal for this great enterprise. 

It is needless for me to write to your Excellency that I can¬ 
not concur in the statement of the commissioner, John T. 
Milner, that, the railroad commission as at present organized 
do little good for the people of Alabama, and arbitrarily cause 
the ruin of the various railroad property of our country." On 
the contrary, the records of the system of governmental con¬ 
trol of railroads is crowded with evidences of relief to the 
people from the unjust discrimination and extortion of rail¬ 
road corporations, sometime fallen into gross mismanagement, 
and it has been a benefit to the corporations themselves, pre¬ 
serving them from the wrecking errors of ill advised competi¬ 
tion, and from the costly protests of popular fury, sure to 
arise from ignorant and uncontrolled rapacity. Properly rec¬ 
ognized it is a daysman between the mighty public and cor¬ 
porate power and is in my opinion of essential advantage to 
the development and healthy growth of the railroads. This 
legislation was conceived in this spirit, and I venture to affirm 
that the law has been administered in the same spirit. It has 
ever been and will continue to be the policy of the State to- 
encourage the building and foster the development of rail¬ 
way, so necessary for the distribution of its vast mineral 
resources and to this, its greatest highway of the future, it 
will surely afford every safeguard. 

I make my acknowledgment to all connected with the sur¬ 
vey for the uniform kindness extended to me personally, and 
to your Excellency, for the favor you have extended towards 
this great enterprise.

REPORT OF GEO. N. BREWER, MINING EXPERT. 

BIRMINGHAM, ALA., October 1, 1892. 

Hon. John T. Milner, Commissioner: 

SIR—In accordance with your instructions, I commenced 
prospecting with the view of ascertaining the character and 
mining conditions of the coals along and tributary to the 
proposed railway line as surveyed from Florence via Tusca¬ 
loosa to Mobile, under your directions. Having traced 
heretofore the principal coal seams of the Warrior forma¬ 
tion, westward as far as the Locust or Little Warrior, I be¬ 
gan operations at Williams' ferry, near Calvary Williams, in 
this county. The large seam here is the Newcastle, of the 
eastern edge of the field, crossing the river. I made an 
opening in the nw 1/4 of the ne 1/4 of section 32, township 16, 
range 5 west, as follows:

The connection was made from this point west with the 
Horse Creek, Cordova and Townley seams of Walker county, 
by digging continuous test pits, which are thus for the first 
time found to be by actual examination or test pits, dug identi¬ 
cal with the Newcastle or Cal. Williams seam of Jefferson 
county. This settles the horizon or outcrop of this great vein 
of coal from the eastern to the western edge of the Warrior 
basins, and the above measurements its size and condition. 

As we go westward the coals of this vein, as of all others in 
the Warrior basin, become harder and more easily freed from 
he slate partings that occur everywhere in this vein. I have 
heretofore, for private parties, examined the Horse Creek, the 
Cordova, Townley and the Jaggers seam all identical with the 
Newcastle. The sections are substantially as shown in the 
above cuttings of the Newcastle seam the coal getting harder 
as we go west and their characteristics having been so fully 
and thoroughly tabulated and discussed heretofore in the re¬ 
ports of the State geologist, I did not deem it necessary to 
go over the ground again. I then returned and by tracing 
the Pratt seam from where I had traced it for private parties 
on" Short Creek in section 20, township 17, range 5 west. This 
seam here is only about 43 inches thick and maintains all 
characteristics of the Pratt seam at Pratt Mines except as to 
size; as we go westward or down the Locust and Warrior rivers it 
is cut in section 24, township 17, range 6 west. In section 22 
a bore hole was put down with a diamond drill by Geo. W. 

West for the Morrow or Pratt Coal & Railway Company. 
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(Plate omitted.) 

The above section was turned over to the survey free of 
charge by the enterprizing proprietors of this property. The 
Pratt seam is above the top of the whole and does not appear 
in the section. The Newsastle seam is well presented and 
gives the following section:

The section here is substantially the same as at Blue creek 
in this county and in my opinion this vein extends southwardly 
under the main Warrior river to Tuscaloosa, and on each 
Bide of the river to the eastern and western boundaries of the 
Warrior Coal Fields. It will thus furnish thousands of square 
miles of marketable coal heretofore unknown and undeveloped. 
The exact number of square miles can only be ascertained, 
however, by boring with the diamond drill, as it out-crops no 
where along the river, after it goes under near the mouth of 
Burnt Cane Creek. As low down as the Squaw shoals on the 
main Warrior river a shaft of 500 feet in my opinion, will 
reach this valuable coal. As we go south along the river it 
gets deeper, but rises everywhere to the east and west of the 
river and may be reached as easily miles away from the river. 
The Pratt seam is about 525 feet above the Newcastle and 
covers the whole county east and west of the main Warrior 
below Wilmington, but goes under near the ford of the Squaw 
shoals. Returning to the country in the fork of the Locust, 
and Mulberry Warrior rivers, I find the first well defined out¬ 
crop of Pratt seam in section 20, township 16, range 6, in 
Rattlesnake Branch as follows:

The two seams last above referred to are the fire clay and 
double seams as they appear at Pratt Mines and Coalburg. 

The out-crop of the Pratt is hereby united with the Patten & 
Corona seams of Walker county which are identical with the 
Pratt seam of Jefferson county. All of these Walker county 
coals are very hard, and in my opinion this section along and 
contiguous to Baker's and Lost Creeks will furnish the largest 
amount of marketable coal anywhere in the State for domestic 
and steam purposes. It will all bear handling and stocking. 

The veins are large and self-draining and can be thus easily 
and cheaply mined and will furnish for years large amount of 
coal, equal if not superior to any steam or domestic coal in the 
United States. As yet it has not been found to be a good 
coking coal. The Newcastle seam below water level along the 
58s. 
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line of your survey, is larger and lies nearly level, and can be 
mined by shafting from 4 to 500 feet as cheaply as the Pratt. 
This vein on the out crop as found in the present markings 
gets harder as we go westward, and if it continues underground 
the same as on the cut-crop along the line of your survey un¬ 
told millions of tons of cheap coal can and will be had here. 
The synclinal lies substantially under the centre of the bed 
of the river and directly under the line of your survey, and as 
the river is here cut deeply down in the surroundings, moun¬ 
tains and measures, it furnish the cheapest means of reaching 
this great coal vein by shafting.

REPORT OF EUGENE A. SMITH, STATE GEOLOGIST. 

Hon. Thomas Seay, Chairman M. T. & F. R. R.: 

SIR—In accordance with the act of the legislature of Ala¬ 
bama, authorizing the survey of a railroad from Florence 
via Tuscaloosa to Mobile, as appears from the following 
proviso; "Provided, That the State geologist shall give to 
the said commission all the information and aid in his power 
to enable them to properly locate the said railroad for the 
development of the mineral interests of the State." 

I attended your commission at their first meeting, held in 
Birmingham March 24, 1891.1 suggested that the line of 
survey should be made from Florence to or near the fork of 
the Locust and Mulberry Warrior rivers at Wilmington, 
and from there, via Tuscaloosa to Mobile, as the line best 
adapted to the development of the mineral interests of the 
State. I find that the engineer has surveyed and found 
practicable, at a very low cost, a line for a railroad, substan¬ 
tially as suggested by me, and with a grade of only 31 feet 
to the mile, going south to Mobile from the heart of the 
mineral regions of the State. 

The ascertainment of this fact promises a new era in the 
mineral development of the State. "It minimizes the cost 
uf transportation of our mineral products to the sea and 
places them there on equal terms with those of any nation 
on earth. By following the water lines of the creeks and 
livers of the Warrior coal basin, every ton of coal in the 
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great basin can reach, by easy grades, the line of railroad 
as recommended, and reach the sea at Mobile at a minimum 
cost for transportation. The hand of nature could hardly 
have planned a system better adapted to the commercial 
wants of our mineral interests than that suggested by the 
proposed railroad. The great canon of the Warrior river 
from Tuscaloosa to Wilmington, the river cutting as it does 
through the entire system of rugged hills of the coal meas¬ 
ures, furnishes the key to this great plan of development of 
the mineral interests of the State, and should forever be 
guarded against monopoly, as it is the gateway or open 
sesame for our mineral products on their way to the markets 
of the world." 

The reasons which have led me to suggest the proposed 
line of railroad are briefly these: At the lower border of 
the great Tennessee valley, this line crosses the brown ore 
deposits, which extend through parts of Colbert, Franklin 
and Lawrence counties. This ore is at present being mined 
at points east and northeast of Russellville. In the lower 
part of Winston county the road enters the area of produc¬ 
tive coal measures, the first seam of economical importance 
being what has been termed the Black Creek. This is one 
of the most uniform in thickness and quality of the coal 
seams of this field. Its average thickness is over an area of 
at least five hundred square miles, in which it outcrops or 
lies within mining distance of the surface, is about thirty 
inches. The coal is of good quality, as shown by the fol¬ 
lowing analysis by Prof. N. T. Lupton:

The next seam whose line of outcrop is crossed by this 
road, is the Newcastle, so-called from the locality where it 
was first mined. This seam lies above the Black creek 
about 300 feet, and is the same as the Jagger, Townley, 
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Mount Carmel, Blue Creek, Mary Lee, etc. It is now being 
mined at many places in Walker county, along the line of 
the Kansas City and B. M. railroads. This seam has a 
thickness of coal varying from six to eight feet. It is in 
places shaly, but makes an excellent coke, especially when 
washed. 

The next seam above the Newcastle, which is of economic 
importance, is the Pratt, so well known in Alabama and else¬ 
where as to require no detailed notice. This seam varies in 
thickness from three and a half to four and a half feet, and 
is known to underlie the country from the Corona mines in 
the western part of Walker, to the Pratt mines in the vicini¬ 
ty of Binningham, and the width of the country along this 
belt in which the Pratt seam lies at or very near to the sur¬ 
face, is from twelve to fifteen miles. Its position is some 520 
feet above the Newcastle. 

The three seams above enumerated, viz. the Black Greek, 
the Newcastle and the Pratt, are the ones upon which the 
coal mining of Walker and Jefferson counties will in future 
in great measure depend, for while other seams in places are 
of industrial importance, these three are the main depen¬ 
dence of the counties named. 

By shafting from 300 to 500 feet on each of the above 
named seams, almost the entire area in which they occur 
can be profitably mined. They are thus available over an 
area in these counties of 600 to 800 square miles, and the 
line of the proposed road crosses them all in such a manner 
as to open them up in the most economical way. Wilming¬ 
ton, near the fork of the Locust and Mulberry rivers, occu¬ 
pies about a central position in this area. 

Coming southwest, the line of the road crosses next the 
barren rocks of the Squaw Shoals region, and then enters 
another productive area of 150 to 200 square miles on the 
eastern side of the river in Tuscaloosa county. In this region 
two seams, the Maxwell and the Peterson, under a variety 
of names, are of economic importance. They are only 
twenty-five or thirty feet apart, the Maxwell being the upper, 
and are consequently both available over the whole area 
Active mining in this region is now going on at Brookwood, 
on the L. & N. Mineral branch. As yet the distribution of 
these seams on the west side of the Warrior has not been 
worked out in detail, but we may safely calculate upon half 
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the above given number of square miles of productive ter¬ 
ritory on that side. The upper Maxwell seam has a thick¬ 
ness of five to seven feet of coal in two branches separated 
by clay. The Peterson seam is practically without partings, 
and will average about thirty inches in thickness. 

At Tuscaloosa the road crosses the belt o£ clays of lower 
Cretaceous age—Tuscaloosa fonnation. These clays are 
of identical nature with the celebrated Amboy clays of New 
Jersey, and they belong to the same geological horizon, as 
has been recently demonstrated by Messrs. Fontaine and 
Ward. Although the superior quality of these clays has 
been repeatedly pointed out, they remain to this day practi¬ 
cally untouched. 

Below Tuscaloosa the road passes out of what has usually 
been called the "mineral region," into the agricultural. The 
natural resources of this region are, 1. The phosphatic 
marls occurring principally in belts bordering the cane brake 
or black belt, both on the north and south. 2. The indu¬ 
rated clays of Buhrstone formation, crossed in the upper 
part of Clarke county. These clays are practically fire proof, 
but being somewhat lighter than the fire clays commonly 
used, are difficult to introduce into the market. If properly 
treated, there can be no doubt as to their availability for use 
as fire brick. 3. In the region about St. Stephens a soft, 
white limestone, easily quarried and shaped, is now exten¬ 
sively used as material for chimneys and pillars of houses, 
but this material might well find a much more extended ap¬ 
plication. 

To show more clearly what has been said above, I have 
colored a map of the State so as to show the distribution of 
the important coal seams traversed by the line of this road, 
and have added also the occurrences of the iron ores, clays, 
marls and limestone referred to. 

[ A copy of this map will be placed upon the wall in each 
of the two houses of the general assembly.

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LETTER OF JOHN T. MILNER, COMMISSIONER. 

NEWCASTLE, ALA., May 1, 1892. 

Hon. Thos. Seay, Chairman, Greensboro, Ala.: 

MY DEAR SIR—I herewith transmit to you the report of 
John A. Milner, chief engineer, in charge of the survey of 
the Mobile, Tuscaloosa & Florence Railroad, in accordance 
with the provisions of an act of the general assembly of 
the State of Alabama, making an appropriation for the 
same. 

I was the State engineer in 1858, some 34 years ago, ap¬ 
pointed under a similar act to make a survey of a railroad 
connecting the waters of the Tennessee river with those of 
Mobile bay, with instructions to locate said railroad so as 
to best develop the mineral regions of the State. I per¬ 
formed that duty and made my report to the legislature, 
and the result was the building of the South & North Ala¬ 
bama Railroad, from Montgomery to Decatur. Pensacola 
was then the port adopted as the gulf tenninus of all sur¬ 
veys, this being the only gulf port then affording, according 
to the coast surveys, over 15 feet of water. New Orleans 
had then 14 to 16 feet, Galveston 12, Mobile 11, Pensacola 
22. Since then, however, engineering science has given 
New Orleans 30. feet, Galveston over 20 feet, and Mobile is 
now assured 25 feet at high water, or sufficient for any 
commercial purposes, and is the nearest seaport to the 
mineral regions of Alabama. It is, therefore, a matter of 
the utmost importance to the State of Alabama to minimize 
the cost of carriage of our mineral products to the sea, and 
especially so when the concentration can be had at Mobile, 
our only seaport. It was with this in view, and this pur¬ 
pose alone, that I, as a State senator, have taken such an 
active interest in this matter. 

The results of the survey demonstrate clearly that in 
suggesting this railway survey we have struck the nail on 
the head towards minimizing the cost of carriage of our 
minerals to the sea. 

There are six large iron furnaces in Sheffield and Flor¬ 
ence, and as the coke for these furnaces must come from 
the east Warrior coal fields, I regret our inability to get 
less than a 66 foot grade in that direction. I am satisfied, 
however, this is the best that can be done, and with the 



exception of the grades on the South & North Alabama 
Railroad, is much less than any other line from the Ten¬ 
nessee valley going southward or northward over Sand 
mountain. 

At our first meeting at Birmingham, State Geologist, Dr. 

E. A. Smith, met with us, as he was directed by the act of 
the legislature of Alabama organizing the commission, and 
gave us his views as to the proper location of this line of 
railroad so as to best develop the mineral region of the 
State. His suggestion was to reach the main Warrior river 
with the survey as near as was practicable to the junction 
of the Locust and Mulberry forks. The engineer was ac¬ 
cordingly instructed to run the survey as indicated by Dr. 
Smith. 

The Warrior coal basins cover 5,000 of the 5,500 square 
miles of coal area in Alabama The Mulberry and Locust 
forks occupy the bottom of their respective coal basins, the 
strata rising on each side of these two rivers, and where 
they unite and form the Warrior river their respective coal 
basins also unite and form one immense coal basin some 60 
miles wide, of which the Warrior river, from the forks to 
Tuscaloosa, is the bottom or synclinal. This great river 
here cuts through all the mountain formation, and furnishes 
a cheap and exceedingly low grade railroad, not over 25 
feet to the mile, from the forks to Tuscaloosa. The creeks 
flowing into it from either side give easy access on equally 
low grades from the entire area of the contiguous coal and 
iron fonnations. One of these great branches arises in the 
city of Birmingham, passes by Bessemer, and is a low grade 
railroad route not only from these great manufacturing cen¬ 
tres, but from the red ore iron mountain as well. Water line 
railways can be extended from the forks northwardly up to 
the great tributaries, the Locust and Mulberry forks, and 
by means of their numerous tributaries every pound of coal 
in the Warrior coal fields can be carried to the main line, 
which has been surveyed by the commission, and over that 
line find the cheapest and most practicable outlet to the 
sea at Mobile Not only our coal, but our iron, and each 
and every one of our manufactured articles can be placed 
at Mobile to supply the wants of the nations on equal and 
even tenns with Great Britain, our only rival on earth. 

This is what I have been working for now for years. I 
have spent 35 years of my life in working for the develop¬ 
ment of our mineral interests—first, as the State engineer 
appointed and instructed to begin this great work by locat- 
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ing and building the South & North Alabama Railroad, 
with the view to this mineral development; second, as the 
projector, founder and father of the great city of Birming¬ 
ham; and, after it bad been, found practicable, to establish 
at Mobile, our nearest seaport, a deep water harbor suffi¬ 
cient for all the purposes of commerce, in devising ways 
and means to concentrate there, at the, minimum of cost, 
all the mineral elements of this section. In obtaining this 
cheap and low grade railroad my object will have been 
fully accomplished. It is true that our national government 
in providing slack water navigation along the identical line 
of the projected railway above Tuscaloosa are following 
out the same idea, to-wit: The concentration of all these 
elements of value at Mobile at a minimum of cost. But 
this railway, when both works are completed 30 or 50 years 
hence, will be the cheapest, most economical carrier. I speak 
with due reflection when I say this Warrior slack water 
project will not be completed in 30 or 50 years. 

The present project, as stated to me by Congressman 
Clarke, only contemplates slack water to the mouth of Dan¬ 
iel’s creek, some 15 miles above Tuscaloosa, or to the first 
important coal mines on the river. The government will stop 
here and await developments. The mining conditions of the 
Warrior-coal basins are such that coal mined for export must 
first be loaded on cars to reach the slack water barges, and 
when thus loaded the transportation over our low grade rail¬ 
road to the sea at Mobile will be no greater the year round 
than through the locks and dams of the upper Warrior, and 
the shallow shifting and uncertain currents of the lower War¬ 
rior and Bigbee rivers. I will not stop here to elaborate or 
discuss this question. The cost of transportation over this 
water route is purely theoretical, while over the railway route 
can be easily and accurately found. Besides, I am not a man 
accustomed to deal in theories in matters of this kind. The 
engineer states that after reaching the Birmingham and Mo¬ 
bile railroad near Jackson in Clarke county, and ascertaining 
that a lower grade railroad could be had from the forks of the 
river to Mobile, he abandoned the first survey and made a 
new line from the forks of the Warrior river to Mobile. His 
first survey developed the fact that there were no obstacles 
from Tuscaloosa to Mobile to a grade of 31 feet to the mile. 
The question then was to follow the Warrior river from the 
forks to Tuscaloosa. This was accordingly done, and thus a 
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low grade route for a railway was had from Washington, the 
post office at the forks, to the sea at Mobile. In locating the 
South and North Alabama Railroad from Decatur to Mont¬ 
gomery 180 miles, I made over 1,200 miles of surveys. This, 
however, is a common thing in all preliminary surveys. Suf¬ 
fice it to say, we have accomplished what was intended by the 
act of the legislature. We have demonstrated the practica¬ 
bility, and at a very low cost, of building a low grade rail¬ 
road from the great Warrior coal fields to Mobile. 

This engineer places the cost of building and equipping 
this line, from Florence to Mobile, at $5,872,000, or 
$16,777.14 per mile. In looking over the report of the 
State railroad commission for 1888 (the latest I have), I 
find the stock and bond liability of a parallel and similarly 
situated line from Decatur to Mobile, now operated by the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company, to be $20,760,638, 
or $57,190.90 per mile. These burdens are largely from 
discount and interest; nevertheless they are now genuine 
debts, and in the race of competition must be forever a hind¬ 
rance as against lines more cheaply constructed and less 
handicapped with debt. I located both the above lines and 
was the engineer during the construction, and know their 
cost. The South and North line, from Decatur to Mobile, 
is 363 miles long. The Mobile, Tuscaloosa and Florence is 
349/4; miles long, only 13/4 miles shorter from the Tennessee 
river to Mobile. They pass through indentical districts. 

The one, however, encounters the entire system of the Alle¬ 
gheny and Blue Ridge Mountains and the Chunnenugga ridge 
as it is called. The other after gaining the summit of Sand 
mountain, 30 miles south of Florence, follows the water lines 
of the Warrior to Mobile, and encounters none of the moun¬ 
tain barrier met by the Binningham and Montgomery line. 

This last line also crosses the Tensas delta at a cost of over 
$1,700,000, or nearly double the amount of the cost on the 
Tuscaloosa line of the grading, masonry and bridging from 
Tuscaloosa to Mobile, 200 miles, which is only $994,562. 

The Tensas bridges cost, as stated, about $1,700,000, or 
within $478,105 of the grading, masonry and bridging on 
the entire line of the Tuscaloosa route, from Florence to Mo¬ 
bile, which is only $2,178,105. It can thus be readily seen 
why our line is so much cheaper than the Montgomery route. 
It may be said the estimates are too low. John A. Milner, 
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our engineer, under my direction, located, and was engineer 
in the construction of, the entire Montgomery route, and 
made all the estimates therefor, except for the costly bridges 
at Mobile, and has made the survey under our direction, 
and made all the estimates for the Tuscaloosa line. I have 
examined these estimates carefully and in detail, and though 
I have been out of the profession now for twenty years, and 
am, of course, not as well posted as to prices as he is, I 
consider his estimates ample to build the road with equip¬ 
ment at two-thirds of that of the Montgomery line. The 
notes, profiles and estimates are carefully and properly 
marked and arranged so that any engineer can understand 
them. The State geologist, in accordance with the act of 
the legislature, has examined the mineral conditions along 
the line, and has submitted a report. I have also, through 
Mr. George N. Brewer, a well known coal expert, made ex¬ 
aminations of coal along the line. His report is submitted 
herewith. I have also procured the results of a diamond 
drill boring from the Morrow Coal Company, near the forks 
of the river, the centre of the big basin as it is called. The 
developments are perfectly wonderful. The main or New¬ 
castle seam is nearly 8 feet thick as shown by this boring. 

It is the opinion of Mr. Brewer, as well as myself, that it 
covers thousands of square miles on each side of the main 
Warrior river. Ascertaining this single fact, is worth more 
to Alabama than a hundred times the cost of the survey. It 
fixes at once and forever the location of the largest and best 
coal fonnations in Alabama. I would have bored a hole west 
of the river but had no money for the purpose. That already 
bored was by private parties at my request. 

The reports of the State geologist and of Mr. Brewer are 
referred to for further details. 

The only question now is how to build this railroad and 
prevent it being gobbled up by rival and competitive lines. 

It wore better that the building should be deferred for years 
than it should be bought up and neutralized, and the State 
forever debarred from the benefits which nature has placed 
here for minimizing the cost of transportation and concen¬ 
tration of our mineral wealth on the sea at our only seaport, 
Mobile. 

I am now an old man, but I write here as a warning and 
a notice to those who come after me in directing the affairs of 
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this great State, that nothing but our political liberty will be 
of greater importance to our State than the guarding and 
keeping this one great thoroughfare from being gobbled up 
and neutralized by rival interests. It can be done and must 
be done. The State can do but little towards building this 
road under our constitution. It will, I have no doubt, do 
what it can. 

Some six years ago, on my application, by an almost unan¬ 
imous vote in both houses of the legislature, one-half of the 
convicts of the State were given to do this work at a nominal 
hire, over the protest of the State inspectors. 

It requires money to build railroads, and the owner thereof 
must see his profit. This line, as above stated, passes over 
the same kind and character of country as that from Decatur 
to Mobile, and, excepting the great city of Birmingham, is 
capable of the same development. Birmingham, however, 
is practically on this line, and so the possibilities of the 
Tuscaloosa line are equal in every respect to those of the 
Montgomery line. Six millions of dollars will build this 
low grade railroad. The Montgomery line has a stock and 
bonded liability of $20,760,638, or a bonded debt of 
$13,262,638, or more than double the amount necessary to 
build and equip your railroad, in bonds alone. A locomotive 
can haul over your line from the Warrior coal fields to Mo¬ 
bile double the number of loaded freight cars that it can 
over the Louisville and Nashville, or any other line reaching 
Mobile. It is clear, then, without argument, that the Tusca¬ 
loosa line, when built, with one-third of the liabilities hang¬ 
ing over it, and with a much cheaper carrying capacity, can, 
with advantage, compete with any of the higher grade and 
higher cost railroads. 

The gulf commerce has just begun. I will here insert 
an extract from Lieut. M. F. Maury, copied in my report to 
the legislature of Alabama in 1859, which report built the 
South and North Alabama Railroad: 

"The river basins drained into the Gulf and Carribean Sea, 
"greatly exceed, in extent of area and capacity of production, 
"the river basins of the Mediterranean, are, in superficial ex¬ 
tent, but little more than one-fourth the size of those which 
"are drained by this sea in our midst. It is the Mediterranean 
"of the new world, and Nature has laid it on a scale for com- 
'merce far more grand than its type of the old—that is, about 
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"forty-five degrees of longitude in length by an average of 
"seven degrees of latitude in breadth. Ours is broader, but 
’•not so long. It is, therefore, more compact. Ships can sail 
"to and fro across it in less time and gather its articles of com- 

"merce at much less cost.The three great outlets 

"of commerce—the Delta of the Mississippi, the mouths of 
"the Hudson and the Amazon—are all within two thousand 
"miles—ten days sail—of Darien. It is a barrier that sepa¬ 
rates us from the markets of six hundred millions of people 
"—three fourths of the population of the earth. Break it 
"down, therefore, and this country is placed midway between 
"Europe and Asia; this sea becomes the centre of the world, 
"and the focus of the world’s commerce. This is a highway 
"that will give vent to commerce, scope to energy and range 
"to enterprise, which, in a few years hence, will make gay 
"with steam and canvass parts of the ocean that are now un- 
"frequented and almost unknown. Old channels of trade will 
"be broken up and new ones opened. We desire to see our 
"own country the standard bearer in this great work." 

These extracts, though thirty live years old, mean the same 
now they did then, and, coming as they did from the highest 
and brightest intellect of the thru United States Navy, should 
he treasured up by the people living around the American 
-Mediterranean. When pressed for a market at home, England, 
our only rival, sends her coal, iron and manufactures to the 
nations. We must do the same thing or stop where we now 
are. I am not one of those men who believe that three men 
who know nothing about railroading, styled a railroad com¬ 
mission, should fix arbitrarily, and without any business idea, 
the rates and charges to be made by railroad companies. I 
have been a stockholder in two railroads in Alabama now for 
years, and have never received a cent of dividend. 

The railroads are powerless. 

Such a system has ruined the Central and other great rail¬ 
road systems of Georgia, and has done the same thing for the 
other railroad commission States. 

The railroad commission could be, and is, a useful institu¬ 
tion, but when three men of integrity and character, and with¬ 
out any railroad experience and guided by no business princi¬ 
ples, attempt to, and do, regulate the financial matters of our 
great railroads, it is no wonder they are continually falling by 
the wayside, and are becoming an easy prey, and are being 
easily gobbled up by railroad speculators and wreckers. 

If it were not for this, the money could be raised in sixty 
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days to build this great railroad. I am not opposed to a rail¬ 
road commission, but, organized as they now are, they do but 
little good to the people of Alabama, and arbitrarily cause the 
ruin of the various railroad properties of our country. It is 
my opinion that statute laws against extortion and discrimina¬ 
tion could be enacted covering every question of railroad con¬ 
trol, and that a single commissioner without a bureau could 
manage this whole business. 

This railroad can stand railroad commissioners, however, 
better on account of its low grades than any other in Alabama. 
A locomotive that pulls now eighteen to twenty cars of coal on 
the present railroad lines, from the coal fields to Mobile, can 
pull from thirty-six to forty over the line of the Mobile, Tus¬ 
caloosa and Florence railroad, or 700 to 800 tons as against 
360 to 400. (?) 

It can here be seen at a glance what this new and proposed 
line means to Mobile, the mineral region, and to Alabama. 

As has been heretofore stated, the Warrior coal field covers 
5,000 of the 5,500 square miles of our coal fields, every pound 
of which can go down hill to the main line, as proposed by 
our survey, and reach the sea at Mobile at a minimum of cost. 
With this railroad completed, every ship that leaves Mobile 
can and will carry profitably iron to the ports of the continent 
of Europe, to say nothing of the various countries of this con¬ 
tinent. And why should it not? We make iron now as 
cheap as they do in England, a country where materials are 
yearly growing dearer, whilst ours are growing cheaper. The 
freight to Mobile of 50 cents to $1 per ton on iron is only a 
trifle more than to tide water rates in England. With the 
Nicaragua canal completed, the Pacific Ocean is ours. Few 
people in Alabama have considered these questions. It is the 
duty, however, of our law-makers to earnestly consider any 
matter that will increase the wealth of our people. Self-pres¬ 
ervation—an unwritten law—is equally as applicable to States 
as to individuals. Let us, therefore, of the present generation 
see to it not only that no right or interest of Alabama is im¬ 
paired or let go, but that every one of the natural elements of 
greatness of our State be transmitted to our successors bettered 
and improved. It is history, that whenever and wherever a 
people have exercised and enjoyed autonomy, or self-govern¬ 
ment, within certain limits or boundaries, as do the States of 
this Union, that these limits and these lines have been sacred¬ 
ly preserved, and so it will be with the metes and boundaries 
of Alabama, that, unless cut up and changed by some arbitrary 
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and overwhelming power, the men here one thousand years 
hence (and as this is a State paper, I trust it will be preserved 
in our records until then) will stand for the borders as we 
leave them as resolutely and rigidly as we would now, and 
even more so, because these limits will have been hallowed by 
time and by the deeds of a long line of illustrious dead. 

It is so of Saxony, Bavaria, Hungary, and any and all of 
the once self governing countries of history. 

We have, as developed by the survey for this railroad, a 
natural channel cut by the waters of the Warrior river 
through solid rock from 400 to 600 feet deep and only a few 
hundred feet wide, for fifty miles above Tuscaloosa, which is 
the only low grade and natural outlet to the sea for the min¬ 
erals of Alabama, and should never be monopolized or given 
away to any corporation or company. Mobile is our only sea 
port, and it needs no argument to convince thinking men of 
our duty to this port. As stated above, in 1858,1 was com¬ 
missioned, under an act of the Legislature of Alabama, to lay 
out a line for a railroad connecting the waters of the Tennes¬ 
see river and Mobile bay, so as to best develop the mineral re¬ 
gions of the State. I recommended the line from Decatur via 
Elyton or Binningham to Montevallo and Selma, on the Ala¬ 
bama river. I see now, as the results of our late survey, the 
line from Florence, or, perhaps, from Tuscumbia via the War¬ 
rior river channel, as heretofore described, would have been 
better. But who of us have not, in the course of a long and 
active life, made errors that afterwards came to light? The 
Decatur and Binningham line, afterward directed to Mont¬ 
gomery instead of Selma, has served a great and useful pur¬ 
pose. It fully met the approbation of our people at the time, 
as was evidenced by the princely donations of land and money 
by our State Legislature to aid in its construction. Alabama 
was rich then, and, notwithstanding the idle talk of vaporing 
men about the "New South," her people then fully understood 
and comprehended the value of her mineral interest, and were 
vigorously and earnestly taking the first steps for its develop¬ 
ment. She is poor now, comparatively poor now to what she 
was then. But let us, as her representatives, hold on to and 
improve as best we can all of her natural elements of wealth 
and power. Don’t give up the natural channel cut by the 
Warrior river to any combination or combine. Build us a 
great sea port at Mobile. 

In the report made by me to the Alabama Legislature, in 
1859, on the surveys for the Central Railroad, as it was called, 
occurred the following: 
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"We know but little of the future. Three-fourths of a cen- 
“ tury ago, the? questions that now threaten to destroy the 
" Union of the States, were not felt at all. The history of 
" confederated republic teaches that they are not everlasting, 

" and that each State or section of the confederacy must, 

" from to time, fall back to its original isolated, independent 
" condition. The elements which will return the States to 
" their original condition are now at work all over the Union, 

" and the United States may soon be so many independent 
" sovereignties, each challenging, as of yore, the commerce of 
" its neighbor; and then woe to the State that has looked 
" quietly on without an effort to aid in directing the enterprise 
" of her citizens to the developing of her own resources when 
" it was practicable, and has suffered her life blood to be 
" drawn away to build up commercial centres for her people 
" on soil over which she can exercise no control, and in pass- 
" ing through which she will he subjected to the mortification 
" of seeing the labor and industry of her citizens taxed almost 
" to prohibition and ruin. 

"Alabama now occupies this position, and the only practic- 
" able measure that can redeem her from threated vassalage is 
" to return these depleting railroads into feeders for the great 
“ central arteries leading to Mobile, and make for Alabamians 
" a commercial emporium there, that, in case of accident, will 
“ offer every facility for the perfect transaction of all their 
“ commercial business. Let us prepare ourselves, and if the 
“ storm blows over, and the States of South Carolina, Georgia, 
“ Tennessee, Florida, Mississippi and Louisiana stand by us 
“ in friendly alliance, all is well. But if not, let us be able to 
“ say that Alabama is independent of the world, anyhow, and 
" all is well still." 

In less than eighteen months from the day the above lines 
were penned, Alabama had custom houses at every trade av¬ 
enue on her border. She was then, as she will be again in 
time in my opinion, to all intents and purposes, an independ¬ 
ent nation I have hut little faith now in the continuity of the 
present Union of States as it is. It may be the empire, it may 
be disintegration, it may he neither, who knows? The princi¬ 
pal feature now is State autonomy. The proposed "Force 
Bill," or forced election law would destroy this, and all that is 
lovely and lovable in our governmental system will be gone. 
What then ? Ambition and the passions of men will rule our 
country. 
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Let us then, into whose hand are now committed for the 
time being the interests and destinies of our State and people 
so direct their affairs that if unhappily the stonn clouds of 
disunion are again forced upon us, our great and glorious State 
may unloose the moorings that bind us now to our sister states 
and go forth among the nations a power perfect, well rounded 
and complete. 

The engineer has made no estimates of the amount of, or 
the profit on, the business of the Mobile, Tuscaloosa and Flor¬ 
ence Railroad. But if the Louisville and Nashville Railroad, 
from the Tennessee river at Decatur to Mobile, with the obli¬ 
gation of over $20,000,000 can subsist, he thinks, and so do I, 
that our proposed line, with one-third of these obligations, and 
double the freight carrying capacity with a given motive power, 
and running as it does through the true and real centre of the 
coal fields of our State, access being had to the main line by 
down or low grades from every acre of the Warrior, and, I 
think now (though the line has not been surveyed) of the Ca- 
haba coal fields and from the great city of Birmingham, that 
this line will be the '"Here we rest" among Alabama railroads, 
and will make rates, though profitable to them, for each and 
all of them. 

I have already a proposition to build and equip and own and 
run this railroad which I approve of, but the legislature of 
Alabama must act on it first. 

It will be seen that the engineer has expended $ or 
$ more than the appropriation. This he will of course 
have to loose unless the legislature will make it good in some 
way. I, of course, can charge nothing for my own services. 

My reward will be in the suggestion and projection of this 
great enterprise, and its final completion before I die. 

It will be well to have a map engraved and printed to accom¬ 
pany our engineer's report. The State geologist has an ad¬ 
mirable plate for her State geological maps, and I have been 
corresponding with him on the subject of a map for our report 
containing the geological features along the proposed line of 
railway. He states the cost of 500 copies will be $ 

These maps ought to accompany the report. 

I herewith submit the report of Dr. E. A. Smith, State 
Geologist. He has fully complied with requirements of the 
law, as far as his department is concerned. Maj. McCalla, 
Assistant State Geologist, spent several months with assistants 
in making examinations along the proposed line of railroad. 

Mr. Geo. N. Brewer, an expert prospector, employed by me 
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for the survey, also submits his report. He, perhaps, is the 
best posted man as to the coal situation in the Warrior coal 
fields and is thoroughly reliable and truthful. His report, 
however, is only statistical, and a statement of the mining 
conditions referred to. 

The report of the State geologists shows clearly, specifically 
and plainly, that the building of this railroad will better de¬ 
velop the mineral interests of Alabama than any other pro¬ 
jection ever suggested or proposed, and will minimize the cost 
of carriage to the sea at Mobile, and will extend our markets 
to all parts of the world on equal and even terms with any na¬ 
tion on earth. It seems that nature has arranged everything 
to suit this great enterprise. The coals in the region traversed 
are harder and will bear transportation and handling at the 
ports much better than those around Birmingham, and the 
coal veins are larger as the borings and examinations show. 
The State geologist has discharged his duty under the act 
of the legislature fully and conscientiously, and with his ac¬ 
customed skill and energy, and the full and hearty endorse¬ 
ment given to this enterprise by that officer, who is so well 
and favorably known, not only in Alabama, but throughout 
the civilized world, will add more to its merits than all the 
paper recitals we can give. Michael Tourney, our first State 
geologist, plain, simple, but highly accomplished old man, 
pointed out to our predecessors the hidden treasures of the 
mineral region of Alabama. 

The old south, as it is now called by some, rather in de¬ 
rision, almost instantly provided and appropriated millions 
for its development. 

May the suggestions now of Dr. Eugene A. Smith, upon 
whose shoulders the mantle of Michael Tourney has fallen, 
serve to enlighten and arouse the new south, as it is called, 
to the proper and full enjoyment of the wonderful and al¬ 
most unparalled natural blessings bestowed on our beloved 
State. The State of Alabama cannot afford to let this great 
channel of commerce remain unbuilt and unused. The 
building of the South and North Alabama railroad added 
$100,000,000 to the wealth of the State, and the building of 
this railroad will add at least as much more, besides adding 
$50,000,000 to the values already produced by the South 
and North Alabama railroad. In a recent examination of 
the profiles with the engineer, we decided that an addition 
59s 
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of $250,000 to his estimates would reduce the grade south¬ 
ward to 30 feet per mile. Railroad men only understand 
what this means. It means fifty cars against twenty now; 
it means a cheaper rate of transportation of our minerals to the 
sea than any water carriage that will be adopted. It means 
the placing of our mineral products at the sea in competi¬ 
tion with those of any other nation. It means the estab¬ 
lishment of a seaport at Mobile which will again pay one- 
fifth of the taxes of the State. 

I am too old now to take any active part in building this 
railroad. As a member of the legislature I will continue to 
try to keep it out of the hands of nihilists or do-nothings 
and railroad wreckers, until the proper parties shall have 
gotten hold of it. 

The State can do but little towards building this road un¬ 
der our present constitution; but let us give that little, not 
grudgingly, but as men who know the true interests of Ala¬ 
bama, and have the manhood to dare to do right.

REPORT OF JOHN A. MILNER, CHIEF ENGINEER. 

HONORABLES THOMAS SEAY, 

JOHN T. MILNER, 

R. T. SIMPSON, 

Commissioners: 

Under an act of the general assembly of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, approved February 18, 1891, making an appropriation 
for a railroad survey from Florence, on the Tennessee river, 
via Tuscaloosa to Mobile, with a view of developing the 
mineral region of the State, at your first meeting in Bir¬ 
mingham, March 24, 1891, 1892,1 had the honor to be 
elected chief engineer, and was charged with the duty of 
making the survey. I immediately entered upon the dis¬ 
charge of my duties, and now report to your body that I 
have made a careful survey over the entire route, and here¬ 
with submit the notes and profiles, which are so plainly 
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marked and arranged that an engineer cannot fail to under¬ 
stand them. 

The line of my survey commenced at the bridge at Flor¬ 
ence, on the Tennessee river, then direct to Leighton, on the 
Memphis and Charleston railroad. Here I strike the coun¬ 
ty line between the counties of Colbert and Lawrence, which 
is also the range line between ranges 9 and 10 west. From 
Leighton I follow substantially this range line to near the 

S. W. corner of section 18, township 7, range 9, west, where 
I strike the foot of Sand Mountain, and leave the Tennessee 
valley and begin the ascent of Sand Mountain. This point 

is 29 miles from Florence. I consume 5'A miles in making 
the ascent of the mountain, reaching the summit in section 
3, T. 8, R. 9 west; thence along the top of the mountain to 
Strand Johnson’s, in section 19, T. 8, R. 9 west. Here the 
mountain makes a great sweep northward, or back against 
the direction I want to go, which induced me to leave it and 
seek to cross Sipsey river, and, by ascending the mountain 
again, get on it, thus saving a distance of 11 miles, which I 
would be forced to go if I followed the devious course of 
the mountain. On reaching the top of the mountain again, 
in section 16, T. 9, R. 9 west, I then followed this mountain 
(which is a spur of Sand Mountain, dividing the waters of 
Sipsey river and Clear creek) to Double Springs, the coun¬ 
ty site of Winston county. Passing this town, I continue 
on the mountain to near John Cooper's, section 14, T. 11, R. 

8 west. Here I begin the descent to Clear Creek, which I 
cross in section 32, T. 11, R. 8 west. I then reach the top 
of the ridge dividing the Waters of Clear creek and Black 
Water creek, near Poplar Springs church, section 16, T. 12, 
R. 8 west. I then follow the top of this ridge to section 2, 

T. 13, R. 8 west, where I begin to descend to the valley of 
Black Water creek, which, when I reach, I follow to where 
I cross it in section 19, T. 13, R. 7 west; thence up to the 
head of Town creek, and down it to Jasper, where I cross 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham railroad. 
Continuing southward, I parallel the Sheffield 

and Birmingham railroad 3 miles to Cane creek, 
where I diverge to the eastward and across 
the Georgia Pacific railroad one-half mile west of Hewitt, 
in section 15, T. 15, R. 7 west. Here I reach the head of 
Bryant’s creek and follow it down to Lost creek, in section 
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33, T. 15, R. 7 west, and down Lost creek to its mouth in 
the Mulberry fork of the Warrior river, and down this river 
to the mouth of Wolf Pen branch, by ascending which I 
overcome the summit at its head at Narramore's Gap. From 
which to John Richardson’s in section 15, T. 17, R. 7 west, 

I pass some exceedingly broken country. Thence down to 
the Warrior river opposite the mouth of Nalley creek, and 
three miles below the confluence of the Locust and Mulber¬ 
ry forks of the Warrior river; thence down to 3-4 of a mile 
below Knight's mill, in section 35, T. 17, R. 7 west, I cross 
the river where it has made an abrupt deflection to the west, 
and here, after crossing the river with a bridge 700 feet 
long, I pass immediately into a tunnel 1,500 feet long 
through the solid rock spur ridge, which was the cause of 
the sudden bend in the river. From this tunnel I emerge 
into a moderately smooth valley, which continues, with few 
interruptions, all the way on the east side of the Warrior 
river to Tuscaloosa. From Tuscaloosa I parallel the Ala¬ 
bama Great Southern railroad to Stewart's station, a distance 
of 23 miles. Here I diverge to the southeast, crossing Five 
Mile creek near the old town of Akron, in section 20, T. 22, 
north, R. 4 east. I ascended the ridge, reaching the sum¬ 
mit near Noah Gewin's, in section 33, T. 22, R. 4. From 
this I descend to "Big" creek and cross it just below the 
mouth of Caldwell's creek, which creek heads at Greensboro, 
and by following up it I reached the town with easy grade 
and a cheap line. From here we have a beautiful, gently 
undulating country, with scarcely any obstruction till we 
pass Linden, the county site of Marengo county. Two miles 
south of Greensboro we cross under the Cincinnati, Selma 
and Mobile railroad at a point where they have a trestle 25 
feet high, and then, after passing Plairieville, we cross the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad at Gallion, 
and continue down the valley to Chickasaw Bogue, which we 
cross in section 27, T. 16, north, R. 3 east. We ascend the- 
ridge and pass 1 1/4 miles east of the court house at Linden, 
and after passing three miles through the "Flat Woods," we 
reach the summit of the "Rembert Hills," and cut through 
them at the "Turnip Patch" gap, and strike the head of a. 
beautiful, long, flat branch, called "McNair" branch. Fol¬ 
lowing this, we easily reach and cross Beaver creek, in sec¬ 
tion 14, T. 14, R. 2 east; then up Dabney branch to the 
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Milstead's gap, in section 33, T. 14, R. 2, we strike the head 
of Hodgen's creek, by following which we reach Sweetwater 
creek, and cross it near the S. W. comer of section 21, T. 

13, north, R. 2 east, then we passed over without any trouble 
to Horse creek in the N. W. corner of section 32, T. 13, R. 

2, where we cross it, and after passing through one of the 
most expensive cuts on the line, we strike the head of In¬ 
dian branch and follow down to where it empties into Deep 
creek, near Nicholsville, in section 17, T, 12, R. 2 east. 

From this we have easy work to Bashi creek, which I 
cross in section 6, T. 11, R. 2 east. Then, by using a branch 
of Bear creek, I am enabled to surmount the ridge at El¬ 
more Bison's in section 17, T. 11, R. 2, where I strike the 
head of a long, smooth hollow, which leads me down to Tal- 
lahatta creek, which I cross in Mrs. Pugh’s plantation, in 
section 29, T. 11, R. 2. From here I begin to ascend the 
ridge, which I accomplish by passing through "Sallie" gap 
in section 5, T. 10, R. 2 east, at the head of Patsy's branch, 
by means of which, together with Morgan’s creek, into 
which it flows, I reach Wells' creek, which I cross, in sec¬ 
tion 35, T. 10, R. 1 east, and from here to Satilfa creek there 
are no obstacles, and I cross it in section 11, T, 9, R. 1 east; 
then by Dixon's branch to the summit of Dead Level ridge, 
which I cross at Peter Howze’s residence, section 23, T. 9, R. 
1; thence over a broken pine woods country to the head of 
Kentooshee creek in section 4, T. 8, R. 1 east; then down 
this creek to the Tombigbee river swamp, which I strike in 
section 23, T. 8, R. 1 west; thence directly across the swamp 
to the Tombigbee river 214 miles, where I cross it just below 
Peevy's Landing, where I find a narrow crossing 450 feet in 
width and a rock bottom. Then going westward I cross 
Taula creek and ascend the ridge by using Tar Kiln branch, 
and strike the head of Turner's branch at section 32, T. 7, 

R. 1 west; then down this branch to Basset's creek, which I 
cross in section 8, T. 6, R. 1 west. I then ascend to Bear 
Gap in section 19, T. 6, R. 1; then down to Armstrong's 
creek in section 3, T. 5, R. 1 west, where I cross it and con¬ 
tinue in a southeasterly direction, over a smooth pine woods 
country, until I intersect the Mobile and Birmingham Rail¬ 
road at Myer's branch, 48 miles from Mobile, in section 19, 
T. 5 north, R. 1 east, and parallel the Mobile and Birming¬ 
ham Railroad from here to Mobile. 
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When I began the work, by your direction, I adopted a 
grade of 66 feet per mile as a maximum, from Florence to 
the forks of the Warrior river, which is the centre of the 
Warrior coal fields. This I found, as I knew I should, was 
the lowest practicable grade that could be used in this moun¬ 
tain region. 

You also instructed me to adopt as a maximum grade 53 
feet per mile from the forks of the Warrior river to Mobile. 

In obedience to these instructions, I continued my surveys 
to near the line between Marengo and Clarke counties, where 
I had been led to believe I should meet the greatest difficul¬ 
ties in the way of high hills. Here I was agreeably sur¬ 
prised to find that the obstacles were not nearly so great as 
I had been led to expect. I then thought I could reduce the 
rate of grade for the entire distance from the forks of the 
Warrior river to Mobile. I reported this to Hon. John T. 
Milner, who, by your direction, was given immediate charge 
of the surveys. He instructed me to get the lowest possi¬ 
ble grade by all means, as a low grade railroad from the 
Warrior coal fields to Mobile was the prime object of the 
survey. 

In pursuance of these instructions, it became necessary to 
abandon about 140 miles of line already run (with a 53 
foot grade) and make a different survey for the above named 
distance. But I am sure this extra work is more than com¬ 
pensated for by the agreeable results that followed, for I can 
now report to your body that I have secured a line all 
the way from the forks of the river to Mobile with a 
maximum grade of 37 feet per mile, and with an addi¬ 
tional expenditure of $25,000 the grade can be reduced 
to 31 feet per mile; and by examining the profile you 
will see that a grade of 35 feet per mile could be had at 
an additional cost of probably not exceeding $100,000, 
and also when I submit herewith the estimates of cost, 
which I challege comparison as to cost and grades with 
any railroad in the State of Alabama. 

In regard to the correctness of my estimates, they con¬ 
sist of a matter of figures which can be verified by any 
engineer who will take the profiles herewith presented 
and examine the calculations. The only unknown or 
doubtful quantity being the classification. In support of 
that, I will say that I have been for over thirty years 
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engaged in the location and construction of railroads 
through this same section of country, and have used the 
experience so gained so diligently that I feel warranted 
in saying my classifications are correct, 

You will observe that I have made no estimate for a 
bridge across the Tennessee river at Florence. My reasons 
for this are: (1) That, as I think, the object of the survey 
was to give to the public the cost of a railroad from Florence 
via Tuscaloosa to Mobile, and a bridge being already built, 
an estimate on the same was wholly unnecessary. (2) All 
roads now running to Florence are using one bridge, paying 
an agreed rental for same, thereby showing that it is cheaper 
and better to pay rents demanded than to build another 
bridge. And, finally, the building of two draw bridges side 
by side would present such obstructions to navigation as would 
deter most engineers from reccommending it, but cause 
them rather to incline to pay rent for the one already built, 
especially at the foot of Muscle Shoals. 

I have divided the line into two divisions, called for con¬ 
venience Northern and Southern Divisions. The northern 
division extends from Florence to Tuscaloosa and is 150 
miles long, and costs for graduation, masonry and bridging 
$1,183,543.00, or an average of $7,890.29 per mile, a de¬ 
tailed estimate of which is herewith submitted, marked 
"Exhibit A." 

The southern division extends from Tuscaloosa to Mobile 
and is 199.5 miles long, and costs for graduation, masonry 
and bridging, $994,562, or an average of $4,997.79 per mile. 
Detailed estimate is also submitted marked "Exhibit B." 

I also submit statement, marked "Exhibit C," showing 
coat of graduation, masonry and bridging distance, and 
average cost per mile in each county through which we 
pass.

I would refer to the importance of this great enterprise, 
and discuss the valuable developments that would accrue to 
the State of Alabama by the building of this railroad, but 
I prefer leaving this branch of the subject in the hands of 
Hon. John T. Milner, who has been, by your instruction, 
the principal managing commissioner in directing the work, 
and who is thoroughly conversant with all the details, and 
far more competent to do this than I am. 

I also report the loss by death of four mules, which is an 
unprecedented loss, being more than I ever lost before in 
all my engineering campaigns combined. This will increase 
the cost of survey by an amount that no human eye could 
have foreseen. The cost the survey amounts to $9,381.13. 
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From the foregoing you will see that the cost of the sur¬ 
vey has exceeded the appropriation by $381.13. This I 
regret, as I had hoped to come within rather than go be¬ 
yond the appropriation, and would have done so but for the 
reasons given before, viz.: abandoning a portion of my sur¬ 
vey, which became necessary in order to secure the reduced 
grade. 

I have heretofore, while in the employ of other railroad 
and coal companies, examined the country between the city 
of Birmingham and the adopted line, and report to you 
that Valley creek, which has its source in the city of Birm¬ 
ingham, empties into the Warrior river near the forks of 
the river, and also near where the line of the State survey 
crosses the main river, and by this route a connection could 
be had with the city of Birmingham at a moderate cost and 
with the same low rate of grade used on the State survey 
from the forks of the Warrior river to Mobile. 

One great advantage that should not be overlooked, of the 
line adopted, exists in the well known fact that the Locust 
and Mulberry forks of the Warrior each occupy a cynclinal 
or bottom of their respective coal basins, and from the 
forks to Tuscaloosa the Warrior itself occupies a cynclinal 
of the great Warrior basin, which is formed by the union 
of the two basins, and as there are many streams flowing 
into them on each side, which rise in the mountains near 
the outcrop of the various seams of coal, an easy and 
natural down grade branch railroad could be built down 
these streams, thereby closely uniting this great railroad 
with every coal mine which outcrops on the watershed of 
the Warrior river and its tributaries.
